turally related publications and individuals who 
are on the mailing lists of the MSU Department 
of Information Services; 103 replies were 
received.

Michigan publications, Michigan television and 

radio, and Michigan publications. The results of 

the survey indicate the following: (1) there were 

a number of positions among the organizations 

that call for college or university communication 

training; (2) there seems to be considerable need 
for further publicizing among and “educating” of 
potential employers on details of the MSU major; 

(3) among most of the organizations surveyed, a 

beginner on the staff would have some chance of 

promotion; (4) about half of the organizations 
have what they call “intern” programs; (5) about 

a quarter of the respondents indicated they would 

be interested in an on-campus conference to talk 

with students and learn more about agricultural 
communication; (6) most respondents who com- 
mented on the voids between student training and 
on-the-job-needs mentioned basic skills such as 
spelling, grammar, writing, and practical ex-

The coordinativeness of associational structures 
of two local communities are compared, with 
several operational measures of associational 
coordinativeness defined and a quantitative scale 
for measuring associational interlock in communi- 
ty activities is suggested. The two communities 
compared were in the Southern United States. 
Twenty-one actions in each community were clas- 
sified into five major interest fields: agriculture 
and land use, industry and business, health, ser- 
vices and welfare, and education.

It had a larger number 
of coordination associations more intensively par- 
ticipating in activities in several interest fields, a 
highly interlocking associational structure, and a 
central coordinating association with great in- 
fluence on community activities.

To evaluate the effectiveness of the Vocational 

Rehabilitation Pr s of the Adult Cor- 

rectional Facilities of the State of Washington, 

four groups of parolees were reviewed to deter- 
mine their successful adjustment 18 months after 
parole. The Adult Correctional Facilities offer 
training in a variety of vocations, including the 
following: auto mechanics, barbering, drafting, 
electronics, radio and TV, office machine repair, 
body and fender work, meat cutting, data 
processing, welding, sheetmetal work, and other 
basic industrial and work programs. The four 
study groups were composed of the following: 

Group I--88 cases, felons who completed VR ser- 

vices successfully; Group II--88 cases, felons who 
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failed to complete VR services; Group III--112 
cases, felons who completed certain vocational 
training programs successfully through the Adult 
Correctional Facilities; and Group IV--126 cases, 
felons who needed but received no vocational 
services. Most of the parolees were white, single 
males; their mental level was usually average or 
above; they had usually completed at least one 
year of high school prior to imprisonment; they 
were usually imprisoned for a crime such as bur- 
glary, larceny, robbery, or auto theft; normally 
they had no known history of drug abuse or men- 
tal illness; and generally they were first offenders. 
Major findings of the study were: (1) of the 
Group I parolees, 76% succeeded on parole; (2) 
of the Group II parolees, 32% succeeded on 
parole; (3) of the Group III parolees, 58% suc- 
ceeded; and (4) of the Group IV parolees, 47% 
succeeded. Study Items used and Data Form for 
the study are included. (DB) 
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The role of mass media and interpersonal com- 
munication in development in Latin America, 
Africa, and Asia is reviewed. Then, research and 
development program experience is synthesized 
to show (1) that the mass media at present play a 
major role in creating a “‘climate for moderniza- 
tion’’ among villagers, but are less important in 
diffusing technological innovations (although 
their potential is high), (2) that mass media chan-

(1) as the mass media reach larger audiences, 
and (2) new communication technology (like 
satellite TV) is harnassed for development goals. 
A second, and related, purpose of the present 
paper is to specify three modifications in the “- 
classical diffusion model” stemming from the 
case of family planning communication, where 
the messages (1) deal with very “strongly held 
beliefs,” which are difficult to change, and (2) 
are private and “taboo” in nature, hence limiting 
the number (and type) of individuals with whom 
such messages can be discussed. The classical dif- 
fusion model should be revised to include the 
role of nonprofessional and/or paraprofessional 
change agent “‘aides’’ in diffusing innovations, the 
importance of adopter and diffuser “incentives,” 
and the significance of the “‘verbal labelling” in 
word symbols of innovations affecting their rate 
of adoption.

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Inventory, Tests of Adult Basic Education 
This progress report summarizes the activities 
from June to August, 1972, of the Experimental 
Manpower Laboratory for Corrections at Draper 
Correctional Center. EMLC studies are designed 
to determine if behavior modification techniques 
are feasible and provide viable alternatives to 
aversive control. In the Token Economy (Ecolo- 
gy) Project, inmates are rewarded for socially ac- 
ceptable behavior on the institution farm, in the 
basic education component, and in the experi- 
mental cellblock. The Contingency Management 
study, the basic education component, uses a 
system of contingency contracting covering units 
of programmed instruction prescribed for each 
subject on the basis of his pretest score on the 
Tests of Adult Basic Education. Baseline data for 
individuals and the group were collected during 
this report period. Phase I of Correctional Officer 
Training was completed; it involved completion 
of self-instructional booklets. Followup studies for 
1969 and 1971 are under way. The Lab is also 
involved in preparing and disseminating a number 
of measurement and training instruments and 
publications and technical consultation, con- 
ferences, seminars, workshops and other profes- 
sional activities.

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The activities of the first five years of New 

York City’s Welfare Education Program are sum- 

marized. Operation Second Chance and Mothers 

at School, the two parts of WEP, provide 194 

basic education classes, with a combined enroll- 

ment of 4,000. The program is intended to give 
welfare recipients the basic skills and self-con- 
fidence they need to obtain work and break the 
cycle of poverty. The history and early efforts of 

program are described. Data concerning stu- 
dent characteristics are provided. Teachers’ ob- 
servations and students’ comments, letters, poems 
and compositions illustrate the booklet. Sections 
describe the students; school, parents and chil- 
dren; the staff; curriculum; curriculum en- 
richment; and counseling services. New directions 
through the urban living skills curriculum, 

recruitment, computer assisted instruction, and a 

pre-reading program are also described. Recom- 

mendations are made for teacher training, 
establishment of a resource center, counseling, 
annual salaries for professional staff, increased 
use of sub-professionals, and greater teamwork. 

Legislation supporting the program is quoted in 

an appendix. (KM) 
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A survey was conducted to evaluate tracking 

procedures used in longitudinal studies. The study 
grew out of an effort to locate part of a group 
used in a 1947-57 longitudinal study. A subsam- 
ple of 320 was chosen from the 2,344 respon- 
dents already located. The tracking methods stu- 
died were mail, long-distance telephone calls, 
community visits and public records. First-class 
letters resulted in the receipt of return postcards 
from slightly less than half the subjects. Long- 
distance telephone calls were successful for about 
80 percent of the sample in each community. 
Community visit tracks were carried out only for 
those persons not located by telephone. These 
were initiated at post offices, residence neighbor- 
hoods, schools, and the last known employers. 
This method was more costly than others but led 
to the location of almost all the rest of the sub- 
jects. The use of public records was successful for 
just 19 percent of the marriage license tracks, 8 
percent of the real estate transfers, and 4 percent 
of the will registrations. All persons located 
through public records were also located with 
other tracks. The various techniques led to cur- 
rent addresses for all but two of the persons 
tracked. (Author/KM) 
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A three-day institute on Indian adult education 
and the voluntary sector was sponsored by 
Church Women United. The speeches dealt with 
Indian culture and Indian people, effective ap- 
proaches to teaching, ways teachers can commu- 
nicate with students of a very different culture, 
and practical suggestions for Indian adult educa- 
tion programs. The institute is part of the effort 
of Church Women United to help enable women 
to become leaders in community services for 
minority groups. A list of references for further 
reading is provided. Current trends in the reli- 
gious sector of voluntarism are discussed in an 
appendix. (KM) 
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The program of adult education presently used 
in Chile is studied in this paper. The historical 
development of the program and some of the 
theories behind it are discussed. The program is 
assessed in terms of political and economic con- 
siderations and its success as a pedagogical and 
social technique. Chapters deal with: (1) Latin 
American education; (2) the theory of the 


psycho-social method; and (3) literacy training in 
Chile; a comprehensive application of the psycho- 
social method. The ascendance of Marxism in 
Chile is discussed in an epilogue. Appendices 
present the Brazilian didactical materials, some 
mis-applications of the psycho-social method, and 
the Chilean didactical materials. A bibliography is 
provided.

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This booklet, published by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, provides an overview 
of some ts of consumerism in America.

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The Third International Conference on Adult 
Education in the context of live-long education 
was held in Tokyo from July 25 to August 7, 
1972. Those attending the Conference examined 
the following topics: main trends in adult educa- 
tion during the last ten years; adult education as 
a factor in the democratization of education and 
in economic, social and cultural development - its 
role and place in integrated educational systems 
within the context of life long education; policies 
for the development of adult education: planning, 
administration and financing; new methods and 
techniques; utilization of the major communica- 
tion media; mobilization and training of personnel 
required for the expansion of adult education 
through international co-operation. This docu- 
ment, which contains the recommendations made 
by the Conference, describes the broad lines and 
the results of its work and indicates to what ex- 
tent and by what means these recommendations 
could be given effect in the Organization’s medi- 
um- and short-term programs, if the General 
Conference so decides. (Author/KM) 
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The Third International Conference on Adult 
Education, organized by UNESCO, met to: (1) 
examine the trends in adult education during the 
last decade; (2) consider the functions of adult 
education in the context of life-long education; 
and (3) review the strategies of educational 
development in regard to adult education. The 
final report of this conference contains: (1) in- 
troduction: background and scope of the con- 
ference; (2) general report; (3) summary and 
main conclusions--concerning education and 
human needs, participation, use of the mass 
media, administration, organization and finance, 
and international cooperation; (4) reports of the 
commissions; and (5) recommendations--concern- 
ing, among other items, national policies for adult 
education, the aims of adult education, equal ac- 
cess to education for Women, learning opportuni- 
ties for the underprivileged, international action 
against illiteracy, and training of adult education 
personnel. Presented in the annexes are the agen- 
da, opeining speeches, statement by the Director- 
General at the close of the general debate, clos- 
ing speeches, list of documents, list of partici- 
pants, and list of officers of the Conference and 
commissions. (KM) 
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A study was conducted to determine the 
propensity of non-corporate owners of large 
forest tracts in East Texas to offer their lands to 
the general public for recreation. The overall ob- 
jective was to determine if an attitude scale could 
be used to differentiate between non-corporate 
timberland owners with definite plans for recrea- 
tional development and those without such plans. 
An attitude scale was constructed from a collec- 
tion of statements sorted by 50 judges along a 
six-point positive-negative continuum. Data were 
collected in interviews with 100 landowners. 
Results showed that: (1) owners had favorable at- 
titudes toward recreation, but the recreation 
plans of approximately 1/5 of them involved va- 
cation home subdivisions rather than recreation 
opportunities for the general public; (2) about 
half had no plans for development of recreation 
opportunities; (3) 2/3 of the remaining 30 per- 
cent appeared to be willing to consider develop- 
ment of income-producing recreation facilities; 
(4) knowledge of the concept of multiple use was 
not related to plans for recreational development; 
(5) current policies of allowing visitors were not 
related to recreation plans; and (6) landowners 
with plans for recreational development were 
statistically more frequent foreign travelers than 
landowners with no such plans. A list of 
references is provided.

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Agricultural extension systems in the develop- 
ing countries have, with few exceptions, failed to 
increase agricultural productivity adequately. 
Many of the change agent failures can be traced 
to their lack of credibility. They are not trusted 
or respected because farmers have learned that 
many are not technically competent. Good 





agricultural extension agents should be able to: 
(1) test and adapt new technology; (2) diagnose 
the farmer’s production problems; and (3) teach 
the farmer how to correct problems and increase 
ields. In 1964, the International Rice Research 
Institute launched a series of rice production 
training programs to develop these competencies. 
Teams of rice workers from 24 nations have been 
prepared to adapt these approaches for training 
hundreds and thousands of their colleagues, who 
in turn teach farmers. These programs, which 
emphasize intensive on-the-paddy experience, 
have been successful because they are based on 
the precept “‘you can’t teach what you don’t 
know.” A program to produce livestock produc- 
tion specialists is underway. Over the past two 
years, two crop production specialist training pro- 
grams have been completed. Several obstacles 
must be overcome if this type of training is to 
spread: (1) the need is not readily admitted or 
recognized by decision makers or potential 
trainees; (2) returned trainees have difficulty or- 
ganizing programs to train others; (3) more 
research must be conducted and decisions made 
about the training process. References are pro- 
vided. (KM) 
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Three socio-psychological programs are 
highlighted here: ‘‘cultural literacy,” achievement 
motivation, and group dynamics. The introduc- 
tion reviews their common aim: to provoke sig- 
nificant, abrupt changes in adults, i.e. changes 
that affect the value and attitudinal orientations 
of the individual in a short period of time. The 
objectives and techniques of these programs are 
surveyed in the first section. Then brief defini- 
tions of development, growth and change are put 
forward and certain subtleties analyzed between 
total and partial change. The final section relates 
the realities of educational policy to the political 
objectives sought by these programs. (Author)

The failure of development to improve the 
quality of life in most third world countries and 
in the less advantaged sectors of advanced 
capitalistic countries can be partially attributed, it 
is felt, to methodological errors made by those 
studying development.

The investigation described in this study was a 
two part procedure which attempted to answer 
the general question: “Do the constructs of in- 
decision and indecisiveness adequately describe 
disadvantaged individuals who experience dif- 
ficulties in making a career decision?” The sam- 
eg was from a population of disadvantaged 
igh school and college students. The first part of 
the study, which tested the effectiveness of the 
University of Utah Counseling Center’s Career 
Planning Workshop as a treatment for vocational 
undecidedness in a disadvantaged population, did 
not yield statistically reliable differences between 
the experimental and control groups. The second 
segment of the study was an exploratory rather 
than definitive investigation of the general 
question given above. The subjects had all ex- 
perienced the Career Planning Workshop; one 
group showed an increase in degree of career 
decidedness subsequent to workshop treatment, 
while the second group did not show an increase. 
Both groups were given the Vocational Develop- 
ment Inventory and the State-Trait Anxiety In- 
ventory. Although differences between the groups 
were not statistically reliable, the group which 
had increased in decidedness exhibited greater 
vocational maturity and less state- and trait-anx- 
icty than the group which had not shown an in- 
crease in decidedness. References are included.

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Although the phenomenon has long been ob- 
served that women enter all types of post-secon- 
dary education at lower participation rates than 
men, there have been few attempts to analyze the 
reasons for this. These barriers may be 
categorized as (1) institutional, (2) situational, 
and (3) dispositional. Institutional factors that 
serve to exclude women from participation in 
post-secondary education include admissions 
practices, financial aid practices, institutional 
regulations, types of curriculum and services 
adopted, and faculty and staff attitudes.

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While the appellation of Human Relationist has 
fallen into disuse today vestiges of this tradition 
persist in many approaches to “humanize” or- 
ganizations.

the feasibility of developing a functionally 

oriented General Educational Development 

(GED) program. To obtain information about 

problems of adaptation common to underedu- 

cated men, and to obtain information about 
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knowledges and skills such men may not have, an 
achievement test/attitude questionnaire was ad- 
ministered to a large group of enlisted men. The 
instrument was designed to assess men’s attitudes 
and skills with respect to financial, health, in- 
surance, legal, and interpersonal problems. Mcn 
who took the test ranged in education level from 
less than 8 years to over 16 years. Higher cdu- 
cated men performed significantly better on the 
achievement test than did lower educatcd men, 
but high school dropouts (education level 9-11 
years) consistently scored lowest of all. When at- 
titude scale items were categorized as reflecting 
good vs. poor attitudes, poor attitudes decreased 
as education level rose. The results showed a 
strong correlation between errors on the achicve- 
ment test and percentage of poor attitudcs.

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This study sought to examine elementary 
school counselor functions as an index to model 
implementation in Minnesota demonstration pro- 
jects through analyses of function purposes, types 
of functions, and counselor effort variables and 
the relationship between counselor functions and 
important pupil-staff-parent guidance outcome 
variables. Interrelationships among _pupil-staff- 
parent variables were also examined. In addition 
the study was concerned with the nature of the 
guidance model which was actually implemented 
in the schools: developmental, remedial, or a 
combination of these two. As an evaluative tool, 
the study results can be examined to determine 
both the degree of model implementation and 
model effectiveness as well as provide useful 
feedback to counselor educators who prepare 
graduate students to perform specific guidance 
functions in elementary schools. Although the 
study included a group of elementary school 
counselors from just 17 Minnesota schools, the 
elementary school guidance movement is a rela- 
tively new phenomenon and thus theoretical con- 
ceptualizations, model building, and experimenta- 
tion set forth here could be useful to anyone con- 
cerned with the development of elementary 
school guidance programs. Analysis of the data 
was done through the use of analysis of variance, 
Scheffe test, t test, product-moment correlation, 
and the multiple regression technique. An exten- 
sive listing of references is included.

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Dropout-prone students at two Oakland high 
schools were identified and divided into control 
and experimental groups at both schools. Experi- 
mental group students received special counseling 
attention during the year. Attempts were made at 
providing them with part-time jobs. No significant 
differences in dropout rates between the experi- 
mental and control groups as a whole were 
found. At one school experimental group boys 
had a significantly lower dropout rate than con- 
trol group boys; at the other school a non-signifi- 
cant difference in the opposite direction was 
found. Planning and supervisory problems may 
have limited the effectiveness of the program and 
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certainly reduced its value for providing research 
information. (Author/CG) 
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Attitudinal differences between males and 
females on certain issues have been repeatedly 
documented through commercial public polls and 
academic studies. One of these differences is the 
greater reluctance on the part of females to sup- 
port the use of institutional violence as an instru- 
ment of public policy. This paper empirically ex- 
plores the components of sex-role identification, 
parental socialization, and socio-cultural milieu as 
independent hypotheses using a design which 
separately measures the effect of these on male- 
females attitudinal differences toward institutional 
violence. A systematic analysis of male-female 
differences in mean attitude scale scores revealed 
the following: (1) females, as hypothesized, are 
consistently more opposed to nuclear wars and 
capital punishment, more pacifistic, and more 
concerned about world survival; (2) none of the 
previously hypothesized explanations of sex-role 
differences alter this pattern. The authors con- 
clude by suggesting alternative conceptual ap- 
proaches to the investigation of the genesis of 
male-female differences in attitudes toward in- 
stitutional violence. (Author/WS) 
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This report deals with three major problem 

areas--cducation, employment, and crime--facing 

the nation and its youth today. Specifically, the 
report addresses itself to the effects that school 
attendance laws and child labor laws have on the 
incidence of youth offenses and delinquency. It 
was further limited to the investigation of 
delinquencies in males, ages 12 through 17. Field 
case studies were conducted in ten locations, fol- 
lowed by literature searches and analysis of 
statistical data from federal and local agency re- 
ports. The study results do not support the 
hypothesis that a relationship exists among youth 
offenses and delinquency, compulsory school at- 
tendance laws, and child labor laws. Other con- 
clusions of the study were that: (1) Youths’ 
behavior with respect to school attendance and 
employment was not influenced by child labor 
and compulsory attendance laws; (2) Youths who 
are out-of-school and out-of-work are likely to 
become greater delinquency risks; (3) Enforce- 
ment of a child labor law that closes most em- 
ployment opportunities for youth does not neces- 

sarily result in an increase in youth crime; (4) 

Youth crime does not appear to represent hostile 

or aggressive acts, such as crime against persons. 

Recommendations for government action are in- 

cluded that relate to education, employment, and 

other problems of youth. (Author/SES) 
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The study is a project undertaken by the school 

psychologists of the Milwaukee Public Schools in 

order to evaluate the psychological services pro- 
vided to primary and secondary school children 
from areas of economic deprivation who are ex- 
periencing learning or behavioral problems. 
Research design was of the test-retest variety; 
specifically, 1.Q. tests, three achievement tests, 
and a student attitude instrument were ad- 
ministered just prior to the student’s first contact 
with the school psychologist and again at the end 
of the school year. Results were not significant at 
the .05 level; thus, conclusions could not be 
drawn. In addition, school records were checked 
and these revealed a significant increase in stu- 
dent attendance coinciding with the semester 
when they received psychological service. Finally, 
a descriptive evaluation of the program was 
achieved through questionnaires. While teachers 
felt that psychological services were of some 
value in dealing with particular learning and 
behavior problems, school administrators 
responded that the program was more than 
satisfactory in fostering good teaching morale, in 
developing a good teaching-learning environment, 
and in contributing to out-of-school activities.

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This bulletin examines the impact upon chil- 
dren of the increase in the general population’s 
mobility. Particularly since World War II, as our 
industrial society has become more highly or- 
ganized and as transportation facilities have in- 
creased, there has been a tremendous increase in 
the number of families moving from one place to 
another. How these moves from known neighbor- 
hoods, schools, and communities are made and to 
what extent the children are taken into considera- 
tion in planning often make a great difference in 
the psychosocial development of the child. Long- 
and short-range planning for such a move is 
discussed in light of the child’s own self-un- 
derstanding and, more specifically, what parents, 
teachers, and children can do to make the change 
of school and community less difficult. Other sec- 
tions of the bulletin include helping migrant chil- 
dren learn while they continue to move, integrat- 
ing the new child into the classroom, and a read- 
ing list that includes books related to a wide 
range of experiences met by children in new 
school situations.

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The research presented in this study examines 
who feminists are and what kinds of life ex- 
periences may have contributed to the process of 
becoming a feminist. A discussion of the barriers 
to the emergence of a women’s movement and a 
reconsideration of some current explanations of 
the emergence of a movement at this particular 
historical moment provide some context for a 
study of the social development of feminists. 
Criterion for selecting study subjects was self- 
identification in terms of commitment and action; 
in all, 54 women were interviewed, all of whom 
were students at the time of the interviews and 
were from predominantly middle class homes. 
The composite picture of the contemporary 
feminist which emerges from the research is 





described in terms of three non-exclusive and 
sometimes mutually reinforcing models: the 
bright academic, the father’s girl, and the early 
independent. While the process of becoming a 
feminist was most often a gradual evolution 
rather than a sudden conversion, most of the 
respondents were able to cite specific events and 
periods during their lives when they became con- 
scious of their oppression as women. 
(Author/SES) 
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Black psychologists have indicated that new 
methods which are culturally aware, appropriate, 
and relevant are needed to deal with mental 
health problems in the Black community. In this 
study an attempt was made to determine if 
university student trainees (one Chicano, two 
White, eight Black) who had no prior experience 
could be trained to observe, assess, and intervene 
in the classroom environment using contingency 
management’ techniques. These Classroom 
Behavior Analysts (CBA’s) were trained in a con- 
trolled environment and were then placed in 
either a Headstart class or an elementary school; 
in all cases the CBA and the target, problem- 
behavior child were of the same race. All five 
hypotheses were generally supported: (1) existing 
behavior procedures would have to be modified 
for cross-cultural use; (2) many teachers would 
alter their definitions of problem behavior when 
asked to operationally define it; (3) many 
behaviors labeled as problem by white teachers 
would be viewed as non-problem by Black 
CBA’s; (4) Black teachers would be more suc- 
cessful in modifying Black Children’s behavior 
than were their white counterparts; and (5) old 
children can act as their own mediator and thus 
effectively function to modify their own behavior 
if they so desire. (Author/SES) 
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This paper provides a brief and selective over- 
view of several areas of behavior therapy, or ap- 
plied experimental psychology with the usual con- 
cern for careful measurement, operationization of 
terms, and dispassionate examination of ideas 
which can be experimentally tested. The authors 
review the method of token reinforcement, with 
its subsequent. problem of maintaining token-in- 
duced behavioral changes in nontoken environ- 
ments. Second, they look at systematic desen- 
sitization, concluding that researchers are far 
from even a reasonable tentative answer to why 
the procedure works. A third area of research ex- 
plored is the Masters and Johnson therapy, whose 
treatment package can be construed as behavior 
therapy. Finally, aversive therapy--avoidance or 
aversive ‘“‘conditioning”--with homosexuals is 
reviewed, with special emphasis on the work of 
Feldman and MacCulloch. The authors feel that 
the very essence of behavior modification is its 
critical and experimental stance towards the 
whole area of clinical psychology and psychiatry.

To cover varied student con- 
cerns, teaching styles, grade levels, and time con- 
straints, the manual presents over 200 detailed 
classroom activities designed to achieve a variety 
of objectives covering all the major areas of al- 
cohol and alcohol safety.

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This curriculum manual for the elementary 

school level is the first in a serics on alcohol and 

alcohol safety and is designed as a teacher's ac- 
tivities guide. Each activity provided is a self-con- 
tained learning experience which requires varying 
numbers of class period and focuses on one or 
more objectives. Activities are numbered con- 
secutively and are organized by alcohol topic 
areas: safety (general and interpersonal); at- 
titudes toward alcohol and reasons people drink; 
effects; industry; and interpersonal (general, 
parents, and peers). Within each topic the activi- 
ties are divided alphabetically by teaching 
method.

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The study measures individual differences in at- 
titude toward student activism on an 18-item 
Likert type scale. A validity comparison of a 
known extreme group with a sample from the 
general student population yielded a significant 
difference between the means of the groups. Con- 
struct validity was evaluated by first testing the 
differences between pro- and anti-activists on the 
Rokeach values scales and then examining the 
relationships between self value rankings of pro- 
and anti-activists and their perceptions of the 
rankings of student activists. Significant dif- 
ferences between the groups on self rankings 
were evidenced on a number of values known to 
differentiate activists from non-activists. Correla- 
tional data supported predictions that pro-ac- 
tivists would show positive relationships between 
their own values and those they perceived ac- 
tivists holding. Anti-activists showed zero correla- 
tions between self and perceived value rankings 
which may have been due to lack of an extreme- 
activist group from the college population. The 
author suggests that securing such a group might 
lead to even larger differences between ranking 
as well as to strong negative correlations.

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This research sought to determine what per- 

sonality characteristics are associated with preju- 

dice toward women, and given the reality of such 
characteristics, what is the functional, personal 
value of this prejudice. This paper reports on the 
results of a series of correlational studies in- 
tended to answer these questions using a variety 
of psychometric devices with a variety of subject 

population. The devices include the California F 

Scale, the Goldberg Misogyny Test, a Sex-Role 

Stereotype Questionnaire, the Minnesota, Mul- 

tiphasic Personality Inventory, the Rotter In- 

complete Sentence Blank, and the Berger Se!f- 

Esteem Scale. Research conducted does reveal 

some personality differences which exist between 

high and low misogynous subjects; however, the 
list of variables that did not discriminate signifi- 
cantly between high and low misogynous subjects 
is much lengthier than the list of variables that 
did discriminate. The author concludes that 
prejudice toward women is culturally fixed and 
an almost universal attitude and, as such, final ex- 
planations of the phenomenon are not profitably 
to be looked for at the level of individual 
psychology. References are included.

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The author conducted two studies of disturbed 

adolescents in an effort to specify the precursors 

of severe psychopathology in adulthood, particu- 
larly the schizophrenic spectrum of disorders. In 
the prospective study 35 disturbed adolescents 

were followed for a five-year period from age 16 

to 21. Numerous measures were taken on the tar- 

get adolescent as well as the family interaction 
patterns of his primary family group. Two criteria 
emerged as being particularly valuable in identify- 
ing the high risk adolescent: first, the perceived 
quality of relationships among primary family 
members and, second, the degree of bizarreness 
manifested in the adolescent psychopathology of 
the target child. In an attempt to follow up cer- 
tain leads in these prospective data, a retrospec- 
tive study was conducted using a sample of young 
adult schizophrenics whose parents were available 

as informants. The schizophrenics were also di- 

vided into good and poor premorbid based on a 

scale focused upon late adolescent patterns. The 

major finding in this study was that the descrip- 
tions of the adolescent behavior patterns of good 
and poor premorbids were very different and 
cach resembled one of the prospective study's 
contrasting adolescent problem groups.

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The primary purpose of this study was to deter- 
mine empirically whether an individual's cogni- 
tive style differentially influences his hypothesiz- 
ing behavior within a relatively simple informa- 
tion processing task: A characteristic of cognitive 
style euplared is the manner in which an in- 
dividual perceives and analyzes a stimulus con- 
figuration; speci , performance on the Hid- 
den Figure Test (HFT) was used as an opera- 
tional method of identifying an individual's cogni- 
tive style. In the experiment the HFT was ad- 
ministered to 404 students in introductory educa- 
tional psychology classes. Analytic and global 
subjects were distinguished in terms of a median 
split on the HFT scores and then administered 
learning set problems. In general, the conclusion 
to be drawn from this data is that analytic sub- 
jects are more proficient hypothesis testers than 
are global subjects. However, additional research 
is needed to determine if the higher percent of 
errors of global subjects is due to a memory loss, 
lack of attention, faulty use of feedback or some 
combination of these factors. (Author/SES) 
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Recent attention has been focused on the pos- 

sibility that some women may fear success in 
competitive achievement situations. The present 
research suggested that fear of success might be 
mediated by an anxiety process of a self-presenta- 
tional process. Experiments were conducted 
which attempted to distinguish between the two. 
In addition, studies were conducted to assess (1) 
the concept of dissimulation, (2) the “real world”’ 
effects of fear of success in a competitive 
academic environment, and (3) the negative con- 
sequences which result from being a relatively 
successful woman. The results indicated that: the 
performance decrement of high fear of success in 
women is less robust than previously thought; dis- 
simulation is acknowledged by women in subtle 
forms and under rather specified conditions; fear 
of success does affect academic behavior, though 
nor necessarily academic performance, in the real 
world for both sexes; and whereas relatively suc- 
cessful women are perceived to possess tradi- 
tionally masculine traits (e.g., intelligence), these 
traits are evaluated negatively rather than posi- 
tively. Implications and future research direction 
were discussed. (Author) 
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This final report of the Title | Task Force on 

School Support Services shows that poor children 

in America suffer disproportionately from health 

and nutrition problems.

OEO centers could work: with schools; the 
establishment of a health advisory committee; the 
issuing of a booklet describing ways nutrition 
education for elementary children can be taught 
around the school lunch program. (Author/WS) 
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A 2x2x3 randomized block design was em- 
ployed with 117 seventh grade students to in- 
vestigate the independent and combined effects 
of a learning game and student teams on stu- 
dents’ attitudes and achievement in mathematics. 
Multivariate and univariate analyses of variance 
revealed that students in classes using games were 
more positive toward math class than students in 
classes using quizzes. Low and average ability stu- 
dents in team reward classes were more positive 
toward math class than similar students in in- 
dividual reward classes, but the reverse was true 
for high ability students. Students in the game- 
task classes score significantly higher than those 
in quiz-task classes on a test of divergent solu- 
tions, but no significant differences were ob- 
served on a mathematics computations test.

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Identifiers—Ghetto Game 
An experimental study was conducted in order 

to determine the effect of number of plays of the 

social simulation game “Ghetto” on attitudes 

toward people in general and ghetto people. It 

was expected that attitude change would increase 

with an increase in the number of plays of the 

game. This effect was not obtained. The game ef- 

fect was greatest immediately after a thirty-five 

minute introduction to the game followed by two 

rounds of the game. The students’ attitudes 

toward ghetto people seemed unusually positive 

for all treatment groups whether they played the 

game or not. Nevertheless, because the largest ef- 

fect was obtained after the shortest experience 

with the game, it was suggested that teachers 

might use the game as a brief introduction to so- 

cial problems in_ inner-city environments.

This study was designed: (1) to determine cur- 
rent concepts of reading comprehension deriving 
from experimental investigations and theoretical 
statements, and (2) to establish whether these 
concepts are represented consistently in current 
secondary professional reading textbooks, instruc- 
tional materials, and published tests. Current 
knowledge of the nature of reading comprehen- 
sion was found to derive from three sources: ex- 
perimental investigations, verbal descriptions, and 
models. Experimental investigations have been 
primarily statistical analyses, studies of specificity 
of comprehension, and introspective-retrospective 
case studies. Verbal definitions of comprehension 
are of two types--skills-based and cognitive-based. 
Models have provided a number of definitions of 
comprehension, including definitions in terms of 
separate overt skills, hierarchical organizations of 
educational outcomes, external factors influenc- 
ing the attainment of comprehension, cognitive 
operations, and psycholinguistic activity. The 
concepts of comprehension represented in secon- 
dary professional textbooks are expressed by ver- 
bally defined skill-based hierarchies. The conclu- 
sion was that a basic dichotomy exists between 
those concepts of comprehension expressed in 
terms of overt behavior and those described in 
terms of covert behavior. (Author/WR) 
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The purpose of this study was to determine 
whether students who had been diagnosed as 
reading learners (by scoring above the mean on 
the advanced California Reading Test) or listen- 
ing learners (by scoring above the mean on form 
Am of the Brown Carlsen Listening Comprehen- 
sion Test) achieve at the same level using pro- 
gramed material presented in a corresponding 
mode as students for whom the mode of presen- 
tation of the programed study material was con- 
trary to their diagnosed mode. The population 
consisted of 97 students enrolled in the Science 
Foundations Classes at the University of Iowa. 
The students were administered the diagnostic 
reading and listening tests, and four groups were 
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formed on the basis of the IQ section scores. All 
students who scored above the mean on both 
tests were designated to group HRHL (high read- 
ing; high listening). The other three major 
groups, HRLL (high reading; low listening), 
LRHL (low reading; high listening), and LRLL 
(low reading; low listening), were formed in the 
same manner. Some of the results indicated: (1) 
the diagnosed HRHL groups performed best and 
LRLL groups worst; (2) in the X test, students 
were not found to be able to choose the same 
mode as would be diagnosed by the reading and 
listening tests; and (3) in the area of efficiency 
there were no significant differences except for 
the LRHL (listening mode performed better than 
the reading mode). (Author/WR) 
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The purposes of this study were to determine 
(1) if it is possible to predict which children will 
develop word recognition deficits based on levels 
of articulation proficiency and auditory dis- 
crimination ability; (2) the effect of two different 
instructional approaches for beginning reading, 
phonics, and whole-word approach; and (3) if 
first grade children who misarticulate have less 
well developed auditory discrimination ability 
than children with correct articulation. The sub- 
jects, all of the children enrolled in grade one in 
a rural Pennsylvania area, were grouped accord- 
ing to articulation and auditory discrimination 
ability. The SRA, Primary Mental Abilities, K-1; 
the Templin-Darley Tests of Articulation, Screen- 
ing Form; the MacDonald Deep Test of Articula- 
tion; and the Wepman Test of Auditory Dis- 
crimination were administered during the first 
two months of the academic year; the Daniels’ 
Word Recognition Lists, forms A and B, level 
one, and the Temple Informal Reading Inventory, 
Form A, level one, oral selection, were ad- 
ministered late in the Spring term. The results in- 
dicated that it is possible to predict which chil- 
dren will develop word recognition deficits in 
grade one based on articulation proficiency and 
auditory discrimination ability. (Author/WR)

The five different methods of teaching reading 

used in the schools of Neuchatel, Switzerland, are 

described in this study. Remi-Colette is the offi- 
cial method, approaching reading through the 
study of key words, then syllables, letters, and 
sounds. The second method, S’Exprimer-Lire 

(Express oneself-read), inspired by recent lin- 

guistic studies, emphasizes the phonetic approach 

to reading, arguing that the study of oral lan- 
guage is essential to learning the written lan- 
guage. The third approach, Bien Lire et Aimer 

Lire (Read Well and Enjoy Reading), stresses a 

mechanical reading approach, founded on letter 

and sound association. Accenting the spoken lan- 
guage, the fourth approach, the Sablier method, 
stresses that “reading is rediscovering the oral in 
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writing.” Reading instruction is not programmed, 
each student proceeds at his own pace. Je Veux 
Lire (I Want to Read), the fifth method, also 
stresses oral expression and argues that reading 
instruction should begin with the word, letter, or 
sound, but not the syllable. Phoneme study is a 
necessary mechanical phase of this method. Un- 
like the Sablier method, this approach does not 
try to satisfy the needs of each student; the con- 
text is imposed on the child by the teacher.

Program conducted a study to explore and 

develop ways of applying computer technology to 

the fields of reading and learning disabilities and 
to train specialists who are familiar with com- 
puter methods. This study was designed to simu- 
late the actual conditions of the Diagnostic Clinic 
at Northwestern University. The simulated and 
computerized child attended the clinic for the 
same length of time that children actually do at- 
tend the diagnostic clinic session; they were sub- 
ject to similar tests, reports, and observations. 
The clinic staff met to plan, to develop 
hypotheses, to make decisions, to develop a diag- 
nosis, and to recommend teaching procedures. At 
the prestaffing, the team received preliminary in- 
formation about the child. At the simulated noon 
staffing, the teams received computer printouts of 
the morning decisions and planned for two hours 
of additional diagnostic examinations. At the 
poststaffing, the teams evaluated the information 
they had obtained during the simulated sessions 
and developed a series of diagnostic decisions. 

The results of this pilot study suggest that com- 

puter simulation is a promising technique for the 

training of specialists in the diagnostic-teaching 
process. (Author/WR)

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Teachers may capitalize on the popularity and 

availability of the newspaper to increase the read- 

ing abilities of their elementary and secondary 
school students. Vocabulary, word attack, and 
comprehension skills can be learned through the 
newspaper from primary grades through high 
school. One major emphasis should be the 
development of students’ analytical and critical 
reading skills. Because of the immense variety of 
subject matter to be found in the newspaper, 
each student may find something to hold his in- 
terest. A directed-reading lesson might focus on 
encouraging receptivity, guiding silent reading, 
guiding skill development, guiding silent and oral 
rereading, and various continuing activities. Other 
lessons might focus on using the newspaper to 
teach comprehension, to analyze propaganda, to 
develop vocabulary and word identification skills, 
or to develop appropriate reading rates. Con- 
sidering reading as part of the total language 
process, the newspaper may also be used for 
listening, speaking, and writing activities. (An ap- 
pendix contains a list of books and materials and 
a list of periodical articles dealing with the 
teaching of newspaper reading.)

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Many authors report data showing a high rela- 
tionship between visual perception and early 
reading. This study dealt with the prediction of 
later reading from early Frostig test scores and 
the determination of existing relationships 
between Frostig treatment and reading skills two 
years later. Two hundred and _ seventy-four 
beginning ffirst graders in five semi-rural, 
predominantly white schools were tested in small 
groups with the Developmental Test of Visual 
Perception. Forty-eight (18 percent) of the chil- 
dren were found with perceptual quotients at or 
below 90, which, according to Frostig’s criteria 
indicates that they require special perceptual 
training. They were given varying amounts of 
Frostig training. The 24 children who received 40 
hours of small-group Frostig treatment made sig- 
nificant gains over the matched-pair controls 
using the DTVP scores as criterion measures. 
Twenty-eight children who received Frostig treat- 
ment were located at the end of third grade and 
individual measures of intelligence and reading 
achievement were obtained. Their Frostig change 
score, or improvement, did not correlate signifi- 
cantly with reading two years later. (Author/DD) 
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This study determined the effectiveness of the 
Initial Teaching Alphabet and Traditional Orthog- 
raphy on first and second grade pupils of normal 
and superior intelligence. The experimental i.t.a. 
group contained 44 first graders and 37 second 
graders, and the control traditional orthography 
groups had 43 first graders and 48 second 
graders. Pretests were the California Test of Men- 
tal Maturity, the Metropolitan Readiness Test, 
and the Bender Visual-Motor Gestalt Test. Post- 
tests were the Bender Visual-Motor Gestalt Test, 
subtests from the Stanford Achievement Test, a 
writing sample, an informal attitude inventory, 
and the Standard Reading Inventory. There was a 
significant difference in achievement in favor of 
it.a. pupils in reading and spelling at both first 
and second grade levels. There was a significant 
difference in favor of i.t.a. at first grade level in 
the linguistic structure of writing samples, but no 
significant difference was found at second grade 
level. It was concluded that i.t.a. was a more ef- 
fective medium for reading instruction, that it 
aids spelling achievement, and that it fosters 
more positive attitudes toward reading.

This investigation tested whether an experimen- 

tal group using cross-level grouping made greater 

gains in reading achievement than a control 

group using the conventional approach of one- 

level-lower instruction in providing for un- 

derachievers.

4 through 8 (169 of whom were underachievers 
according to scores on the Stanford Reading 
Achievement Tests), were randomly assigned to 
control and experimental groups. The research 
design was a multivariate analysis of variance 
with unequal N's and repeated measures on the 
final factor. Tests were reported at the .05 level 
of significance. The Lorge Thorndike Intelligence 
Tests, the Stanford Reading Achievement Tests-- 
Forms W, X, Y, the Reading Attitude Scale-- 
Form B, the Student Opinion Poll, a sociometric 
questionnaire, and a teachability factor inventory 
were used. Cross-level grouping gave evidence of 
significant reading achievement mean gains in 
grades 4 and 7, near significant in grade 8 and

Some of the research dealing with pre-first- 
grade reading is discussed in relation to an ex- 
perimental program with four-year-olds and pre- 
first-grade reading. The author states that little 
factual information exists for this topic and the 
majority of existing reports deal primarily with 
Head Start. Some of the shortcomings of reports 
on early reading are indicated: (1) failure to 
specify methodology; (2) failure to indicate the 
amount of time spent on reading; (3) insufficient 
descriptions of reading; (4) use of limited kinds 
of instruction; and (5) failure to stay with pre- 
first-grade readers long enough to assess the fu- 
ture effects. The report indicated that a basic 
problem in pre-first-grade reading is that many 
schools are not ready to deal with earlier starts in 
reading and that meaningful assessments of pre- 
first-grade starts in reading cannot occur until 
schools use and take advantage of such starts. 
(WR) 
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This paper first presents the rationale for an 
eclectic approach to remedial teaching and then 
considers a teacher training program designed to 
encourage eclecticism. The wide range of pupil 
characteristics, teacher attributes, and instruc- 
tional approaches and the lack of any universal 
cure for reading problems necessitates an eclectic 
approach in order to establish the flexibility 
required for effective remediation. The training 
program suggested by the author is based on a 
broad background of knowledge and includes a 
variety of field work experiences. He also briefly 
describes a similar program in operation at the 
University of Wisconsin. (TO) 
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This booklet is intended for the volunteer read- 

ing tcacher who may not be familiar with 
methods for teaching reading, the materials 
available, or the unique needs of the disad- 
vantaged child.

This study investigates the degree to which the 

beliefs of teachers of the DISTAR reading pro- 

gram are the same as the beliefs of teachers of 
basal reader programs. The content of teacher 
beliefs is investigated in regard to the extent of 
agreement or disagreement with experimentalism. 
The structure of teacher beliefs is investigated in 
terms of the degree of open-mindedness of the 
teachers. Teacher educational beliefs, teacher 
philosophic beliefs, and the degree of open- 
mindedness of the two groups of teachers are 
compared on the basis of inventory scores on the 
Mann-Whitney U Test. The study finds no signifi- 
cant differences in educational beliefs, 
philosophic beliefs, or open-mindedness between 
the two groups of teachers. A ranking of high, 
medium, and low scorers on the three inventories 
shows that there is a tendency for high scorers in 
philosophic beliefs, as opposed to high scorers in 
educational beliefs, to be more numerous in the 

experimentalist beliefs profiles. There is also a 

tendency for the DISTAR teachers in this study 

to score higher than basal reader teachers in edu- 
cational beliefs and in their degree of open- 
mindedness.

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Identifiers—Word Preference Inventory 
This paper reports initial results in the develop- 
ment of an inventory to measure visual reading 
difficulties. The instrument, called the Word 
Preference Inventory (WPI), asks the subject to 
choose between pairs of stimulus pseudo-words 
the one most like a given target word. An analy- 
sis of responses to the WPI from 922 children in 
grades K-6 and from 102 university students 
reveals meaningful and homogeneous subsets of 
items which act as indicators of children who are 
poor readers. The distribution of such scores in- 
dicates that good readers will score high on the 
subsets whereas subjects who are poor readers 
may have low scores. A developmental process, 
which can be ascribed to reading words, interacts 
with response choice, however, so that the dis- 
criminating power of items varies across grade 
levels. At any grade level, however, one or more 
subsets of items can be scored which selectively 
discriminate poor readers who probably have 
specific visual strategies for word recognition.

This study was designed to examine the rela- 
tionship between associative clustering, creative 
potential, and the slope of associative hierarchies. 
It was predicted that people whose verbal as- 
sociations are organized into neatly separated 
clusters will have lower creative potentials as 
measured by the Remote Associates Test (RAT) 
and steeper slopes for their associative 


hierarchies. Thirteen hypotheses were set forth, 
of which six were supported. However, close ex- 
amination of the data by complex analysis of vari- 
ance and posteriori comparisons raised serious 
question about the interpretability of the findings. 
Expectations about differential performances on 
an important subset of RAT items by people with 
neatly separated clusters vs. people with over- 
lapping clusters were not supported. This may 
have been due either to errors in conceptualiza- 
tion or flaws in the classification of RAT items. 
However, the measure of associative clustering 
again proved highly reliable within persons and 
deserves further attention. (Author/DD) 
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*Reading Processes, Reading Readiness 
An explanation of the child’s mind and his lan- 

guage, stated in terms of the nature of the 
learner, is presented in this book. The authors 
ask teachers to think about the competence of 
the child and try to discover what he must know 
to be able to read. They ask teachers to examine 
the nature of the learner--what he knows that 
enables him to learn to read and to read with 
comprehension. The book traces the development 
of the child as he gains competence first in 
thought, then in language, finally in reading by 
presenting research studies describing observed 
behavior and then offering theoretical explana- 
tions of that behavior. Finally, a series of 
hypotheses is offered to account for differences 
in performance with various materials and 
methods and competencies. The authors focus 
primarily on Piaget, Lenneberg, Chomsky, Vygot- 
sky, and Underwood in their discussions. (TO) 
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The research being published in Britain regard- 
ing reading readiness is reviewed in this mono- 
graph. The factors teachers should take into ac- 
count when planning prereading programs and 
determining when a child is ready to read are 
presented. The various aspects of reading readi- 
ness that are discussed include: (1) physiological 
factors, such as maturity, sex differences, neu- 
rological factors, cerebral dominance, vision, 
hearing, and speech; (2) environmental factors, 
including socioeconomic and cultural factors; (3) 
the emotional factors of personality and motiva- 
tion; (4) intellectual factors, such as mental age, 
perceptual abilities, conceptual development, and 
specific reasoning abilities; (5) readiness training, 
and (6) an appraisal of reading readiness. A 
bibliography, author index, and subject index are 
included. (WR)

determine the effect of native speech dialect and 
written language structure on reading comprehen- 
sion.

Twenty-eight fifth and sixth graders who had 
attended the University of Illinois Reading Center 
for an analytical diagnosis of reading difficulties 
were compared with a group of 33 students at the 
same grade level who had not had the benefit of 
diagnosis beyond the survey level to determine 
(1) whether the analytical level of diagnosis 
could produce a greater gain in reading skills and 
(2) whether additional improvement would be 
likely within a few months when the classroom 
teacher followed the recommendations made as 
part of an analytical diagnosis.

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The purpose of this study was to field test 

sixth-grade pupils’ reading growth when prescrip- 

tive instruction was based on Diagnostic Tests for 

Word Analysis. The study used a population sam- 

ple of 613 pupils--half were assigned to an experi- 

mental group and half to a control group. The 
pupils, distributed in twenty-four classrooms, 
were given Diagnostic Tests for Word Analysis 
and Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills at the 
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beginning and end of the study. Pretest scores 
were used by teachers of the experimental groups 
to determine their pupils’ needs for prescriptive 
teaching and pupil practice. The control group's 
twelve teachers did not have access to the diag- 
nostic test results or the prescriptive teaching 
materials. Test gain scores were used to deter- 
mine skill development and reading growth. 
Results of the study indicated (1) that the com- 
bined use of Diagnostic Tests for Word Analysis 
and prescriptive teaching materials were an aid to 
helping pupils achieve greater word analysis skill 
development and reading growth than those pu- 
pils who did not use them; and (2) that diagnosis 
to identify pupil needs and prescriptive teaching 
and pupil practice in word analysis skills results 
in a_ significant increase in gain scores.

performance of the Indian children in grades two 
and three of an integrated school in southern 
Saskatchewan with the performance of their non- 
Indian classmates on tests of listening comprehen- 
sion, reading comprehension, auditory discrimina- 
tion, and IQ. The Durrell Listening-Reading Se- 
ries provided measures of listening comprehen- 
sion, reading comprehension, and the potential 
and actual reading grade levels. The Wepman 
Auditory Discrimination Test was used to deter- 
mine the auditory discrimination factor, and the 
results of the Kuhlmann-Anderson Test supplied 
the necessary IQ ratings. Results indicated that 
there was no significant difference between the 
groups on a measure of auditory discrimination. 
Other results generally supported the idea that In- 
dian children in the primary grades of an in- 
tegrated school in southern Saskatchewan were 
handicapped in their academic progress by insuf- 
ficient development of their listening and reading 
skills, and by their less advanced intellectual 
growth.

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The purpose of this study was to determine 
relationships among verbal and nonverbal crea- 
tive thinking, literal reading comprehension, intel- 
ligence, and creative oral response to a literature 
stimulus. The subjects were 74 black fourth grade 
boys and girls in three classrooms of an inner-city 
school. The Minnesota Tests of Creative Think- 
ing, California Short-Form Mental Maturity Test, 
and Gates-MacGinitie Reading Comprehension 
Test, Survey D, were administered to assess ver- 
bal and nonverbal creativity, intelligence, and 
reading comprehension. When intelligence was 
held constant there was a low, positive, but sig- 
nificant relationship between verbal creative thin- 
king and reading comprehension. Intelligence had 
a low, positive, but significant relationship to ver- 
bal creativity, nonverbal creativity, and reading 
comprehension. A_ significant relationship was 
found between verbal creativity and sex, with the 
difference favoring girls. Results of this investiga- 
tion suggest that creative thinking abilities exist 
within all children, but in different degrees and 
combinations for each individual. (Author/TO) 
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Instruments to measure sex role standards of 

reading, readiness to assume feminine attributes, 

and reading achievement were developed and ad- 
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ministered to 78 first grade boys. The treatment 
designed to masculinize reading consisted of 
three elements: (1) a weekly 20-minute exposure 
to a narrated slide presentation showing male 
figures in prestigious roles promoting reading; (2) 
middle school males tutoring in reading; and (3) 
beginning reading materials that contained stories 
written and illustrated so as to have particular ap- 
peal to boys. One half of the subjects were ex- 
posed to this treatment and the other half to lite- 
rary experiences which afforded them compara- 
ble attention but which were not designed to af- 
fect their sex role standards of reading. Findings 
indicated (1) that the treatment, though not af- 
fecting the reading achievement of the subjects as 
a whole, did influence the achievement of boys 
with comparatively low reading readiness; (2) 
that reading was sex typed as feminine by the 
subjects; (3) that the first grade school setting 
tended to engender this sex typing; and (4) that 
the treatment seemed to be effective in coun- 
teracting this tendency.

culturally disadvantaged children are discussed by 
five authorities in the field.

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Violent episodes in realistic fiction in children’s 
books between 1960 and 1970 were analyzed ac- 
cording to the total space devoted to violence, 
details or intensity of descriptions, the role as- 
sumed by the heroes, villains, kinds of violent 
acts perpetrated, the relationship of participants 
in the aggressive act, value judgments expressed, 
and the sensuous and nonsensuous treatment of 
violence. Violent episodes were then read to 
groups of first, third, and seventh grade children 
from suburban, rural, and inner city schools to 
determine their responses. Results from the con- 
tent analysis revealed no substantial increase in 
the violent content of children’s books. However, 
historical fiction was, on the average, two times 
as violent as modern realistic fiction. The majori- 
ty of violent acts were described in a sensuous 
fashion, and the majority of value judgments 
about aggression were against such acts. Chil- 
dren’s responses indicated they liked the episodes 
read to them, with children from the inner city 
more often liking the violent episodes and 
demonstrating a higher level of understanding. 
Suburban and rural school children less 
frequently thought the story realistic. And there 
appeared to be no correlation between individual 
responses to the questionnaire used and measured 
personality traits. (Author/HS) 
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This study answered four research questions: 
(1) Can textbook content for freshman English 
be determined from statements of leaders in two- 
year college English curriculum? (2) Do current 
textbooks reflect the content suggested by these 
leaders? (3) Are textbooks specifically designed 
for two-year college students?

This study hypothesized that low-income 
mothers employed as paraprofessional teachers 
may significantly change their verbal communica- 
tion with their own school-age children. Two 
public schools in New York City provided the 
population for this study. The study was explora- 
tory, planned as a vehicle to discover variables in 
the possible transfer of communication attitudes 
and practices rather than as an instrument to 
compute the statistical probability of such 
transfer. When the paraprofessionals’ communi- 
cation prior to school employment was analyzed, 
respondents fell into three groups. The first 
group, reporting prior middle-class norms, found 
little job-induced change. The second group, the 
largest, reporting norms close to middle-class 
values, were able to implement those norms as a 
result of job-induced change. The third group, 
the smallest, reported little change or desire to 
change their previous low value on familiar com- 
munication.

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The purpose of this study was to formulate a 
single principle providing guidance for directors 
in the development of freshman English programs 
in a college or university. A preliminary investiga- 
tion indicated that directors, in developing these 
programs, had considered academic, administra- 
tive, faculty, and student characteristics.

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Data derived from the spontaneous speech 
samples of 64 first grade Negro children (32 from 
an inner city ghetto and 32 from a racially in- 
tegrated middle income suburb of the same city) 
were examined to determine whether the dif- 
ference in socioeconomic circumstances affected 
(1) the use of nine structural patterns of English 
and confusion in the use of these patterns and 
(2) the length in words of the patterns employed. 
Language samples used were recorded conversa- 
tions of the subjects (four in a group) playing 
with Tinker Toys, with the recordings transcribed 
and coded according to the system of language 
analysis described by Loban in “The Language of 
Elementary School Children.””

However, 
when the findings were compared with those of 
Loban’s research, it became evident that, re- 
gardless of socioeconomic background, first grade 
children use a wider variety of speech patterns 
and show less confusion in their speech when it is 
initiated by the children themselves.

Macbeth,” and “Julius Caesar’? were chosen 
because they are adaptable to Kabuki design. In 
order to help a director view these plays in terms 
of Kabuki, an interpretation of each sequence is 
presented; staging recommendations are made 
through descriptive passages and line citations as 
if the sequences are being witnessed by the 
reader in an actual kabuki production. Since 
Kabuki acting style is dance-like and athletic, the 
actor must be in excellent physical condition and 
must undergo specialized training. Accordingly, 
judo and karate are recommended training 
techniques, partly because of the generic relation- 
ship between Japanese acting and martial art. 
This study also discusses the relation of martial 
arts training to the Stanislavski acting method.

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Thirty-three undergraduate students from 
Michigan State University enrolled in a three- 
month children’s literature course which focused 
on the use of a set of instructional modules and 
instructional techniques associated with the open 
classroom. The course was built on the following 
assumptions: (1) that individual differences would 
be accommodated; (2) that students would 
respond in an individualistic way to what they 
read and experienced; (3) that multimedia ap- 
proaches were appropriate and would reach in-

the development of ideas. Evaluation instruments 
were devised to ascertain success in terms of sub- 
ject content assimilated by the students, and at- 
titudes toward the use of instructional modules 
and the approach used. Results indicated positive 
attitudes toward the use of the modules and ap- 
proaches. Furthermore, it was concluded that stu- 
dents did seem to acquire a substantial amount of 
factual, specific information about children’s 
literature and that the combination of an open 
classroom and instructional-module approach 
should serve as a basis for instruction in a chil- 
dren’s literature course.

Three different experiments were conducted to 
examine several variables that influence the recall 
of prose.

Experi- 
ments II and III determined whether complex sen- 
tences embedded with meaningful paragraphs are 
recalled better if (1) the sentences are con- 
structed in the active or passive voice and if (2) 
the described events within sentences are 
presented in the same sequence as their correct 
temporal order. Contrary to previous results, ac- 
tive and passive sentences were recalled equally 
well and complex sentences were recalled better 
when the events within a sentence came in the 
same sequence as their temporal order.

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Aspects of syntax and semantics which affect 
sentence comprehensibility were investigated for 
their effects on children’s understanding of the 
dependency relationship of subordinate to main 
clauses in sentences. Children in grades 2, 4, 6, 
and 8 were asked to select the main content from 
orally presented sentences by checking a picture 
which illustrated the predicate of the clause they 
selected. Subordinate conjunctions used included 
because (causal), although (concessional), so that 
(purposive), if (conditional), as fast as (compara- 
tive), and while (temporal). Sentences were right 
branching, leit branching, or center embedded 
constructions, containing either two or three 
clauses. The results of Experiment I indicated an 
improvement in performance over grades, neither 
significant nor consistent differences in per- 
formance between sex and IQ groups, more cor- 
rect responses to concessional and purposive con- 
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junctions, higher scores for right branching, and 
for comparative, temporal, and causal conjunc- 
tions over conditional conjunctions, and a 
preference for the first clause. Experiment II ad- 
ditionally revealed that one-main-clause sentences 
were more often responded to correctly and that 
position effects interacted significantly with 
grade, ne and number-of-clause effects. 
CAuthor/Hs) 
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Two grammars (traditional and transforma- 
tional) and two methods of teaching (direct and 
indirect) were measured to determine their ef- 
fects upon the writing performance of students of 
low socioeconomic backgrounds. While the direct 
teaching of grammar was concerned with the cor- 
rection of specific errors, the indirect teaching 
was concerned with a generalized grammar with 
no specific errors emphasized. The subjects, 160 
ninth grade students from Memphis, Tennessee, 
were required to write four compositions--the 
better of the first two serving as a pretest, the 
better of the second two, as a posttest. These 
were then analyzed and rated according to (1) 
the number and proportions of well-formed sen- 
tences, (2) the number of transformations in the 
well-formed sentences, and (3) average structural 
complexity scores for the well-formed sentences. 
Findings indicated no significant differences in 
the proportion of well-formed sentences or in 
structural complexity scores. Neither was there 
any significant interaction among the type of 
grammar, method of teaching, and the before and 
after scores. However, there was a significant cor- 
relation between IQ and proportions of well- 
formed sentences.

ment surveyed four major questions: How well do

How 
familiar are they with major characters and works 
of Western literature? The ages of the subjects 
tested were nine, thirteen, seventeen, and adults. 

Results were analyzed according to sex and re- 

gion of the country. The report includes samples 

of the testing devices used for each of the four 
major questions, some of the responses received, 
and some of the generalizations derived from this 

survey. The authors note that each question did 

not receive equal assessment time, and that no 


one question could be exhaustively pursued in 
any one assessment year. They also note that the 
results may be interpreted in various ways de- 
pending on the reader’s point of view. It is hoped 
that while the survey will not answer all or even 
many of the questions about the status of literary 
understanding in America, it will generate discus- 
sion and further research. (Author/DI) 
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This dissertation discusses problems involved in 
preparing an eighth-grade American literature 
curriculum designed to work as part of a sequen- 
tial and cumulative seventh through twelfth grade 
literature series. The study discusses the ex- 
perience of testing the material and revising the 
curriculum as a result of this experiment; the ex- 
perience of working with the publisher; a plan for 
revising one curriculum for use at another 
academic level; the problems of timeliness and 
cooperation between high school and college per- 
sonnel; and a comparison of an ideal curriculum 
with the actual finished product.

Appendixes 
describe (1) rules for developing instructional 
products, (2) a trainer’s guide, (3) names of con- 
sultants who reviewed the program, (4) the 
product development cycle, (5) product develop- 
ment stages, and (6) a list of the twenty-one edu- 
cational products and_ their developers.

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This study was designed to explore the in- 
fluences of visual context upon sentence com- 
prehension in young children. Three-, four-, five-, 
and six-year-old children were presented with 
various linguistic tasks under varied visual con- 
text constraints. Four context conditions--no 
visual context, a helpful pictured context, a help- 
ful visual context acted out, and a misleading pic- 
tured context--were used in testing sentence com- 
prehension. It was hypothesized that younger 
children’s performance would be most affected 
by varying visual context and that fewest errors 
would result with helpful context, more with no 
context, and the greatest number with confusing 
context. The findings supported the hypothesis. In 
discussing the implications of these findings for 
language instruction (and performing language 
therapy), the experimenter concludes that 
teaching language through context manipulation 
of communication demand situations may prove 
more profitable than present attempts to teach 
language rules directly. (Author/LG) 
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This paper is a presentation of what a mass 
movement pressupposes rhetorically, as opposed 
to what a movement is in social or historical 
terms. The author outlines the functions of rhe- 
toric in a movement, in order to establish how 
the metaphor operates as the essential rhetorical 
instrument. He states that a mass social or histori- 
cal movement is essentially a rhetorical cam- 
paign, because: (1) a collection of humans in- 
teract in order to verbalize their aims, creating 
the movement; (2) through rhetoric, symbols and 
metaphors are created, which characterize the 
ideological direction of a movement; and (3) a 
movement is the sum total of its adherent’s com- 
munications activities, internal and external. The 
author claims that those who would study mass 
movements must isolate and identify the 
metaphors: the principal metaphor, which con- 
stitutes the basis of the movement, and the minor 
metaphors, the traditional ones, which are used in 
production of arguments, attacks, appeals, etc. 
The two categories together represent the totality 
of a rhetorical movement. (Author/RN) 
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The author addresses the need for a new 
acoustic recognition strategy, extending the posi- 
tion that any adequate grammar of a language 
must distinguish between auditory and articulato- 
ry knowledge. Reviewing the existing literature 
and theories of language and its acquisition, the 
author discusses their limitations and inadequa- 
cies in accounting for natural acoustic patterns. 
As a solution to the acoustic recognition problem 
he proposes differentiation of speech signals 
based on time and intensity. This would provide 
unique representations for input syllables accord- 
ing to their linguistic differences. (Author/LG) 
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The author reviews the development of broad- 
cast education and its current status, and then 
discusses some of the dissatisfactions that educa- 
tors, broadcasters, and students have with the 
present broadcast curricula. He feels that com- 
munications departments should offer programs 
that serve all college students, not merely those 
who are interested in broadcasting as a career. 
The goals he sets forth are: (1) an initial course 
in integrated media for every student; (2) a 
course, also for every student, in communications 
history and theory; (3) courses to provide com- 
parative understanding, for the broadcasting 
major, of the mass communications media and 
the societies they serve; (4) professional study in 
oral and written aspects of broadcast communica- 
tion; and (5) advanced courses for specialization 
in writing, programming, management, or produc- 
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tion. He emphasizes the importance of internship 
programs in providing experience beyond the 
classroom or laboratory. He concludes with a 
statement of the characteristics and attitudes that 
a graduate of a future broadcast education pro- 
gram should possess. (Author/RN) 
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Identifiers— *Roberts Rules of Order 
The latest edition of “Robert’s Rules of Order” 
(Newly Revised) has received praise for its im- 
proved clarity and its simplification of the com- 
plex rules of parliamentary procedure. The 
author questions, however, the relevancy and ap- 
plicability of even these simplified legislative rules 
to the smaller informal group setting. Taking the 
position that there is need for a clear separation 
of parliamentary procedures for legislative bodies 
and for small informal organizations, he suggests 
development and standardization of a set of sim- 
ple rules for use in informal groups. He proposes 
a model designed to provide a simplified version 
of parliamentary procedure which is clear, direct, 
easy to implement and easy to teach. 
(Author/LG) 
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The authors contend that the personality con- 
struct of ‘“‘Machiavellianism” should be of con- 
cern to communication researchers because of its 
implicit relationship to the process of persuasion. 
Two studies are reported which investigate the 
relationship between the Machiavellian personali- 
ty and two variables in the persuasive process: 
source credibility and message type. The first ex- 
periment tested several contradictions in the rela- 
tionship between Machiavellian personality type 
and the perception of credibility. Results in- 
dicated that individual personality differences did 
result in differential perceptions of source credi- 
bility. The second experiment tested interaction 
between message type (Factual-Emotional) and 
credibility in inducing attitude change in subjects 
with high and low Machiavellian traits. Results in- 
dicated that standard persuasion theories are 
most useful in predicting behavior of those with 
low Machiavellian traits, particularly with respect 
to source credibility. For those of high 
Machiavellian traits, however, a redefinition of 
the effects of source credibility is perhaps 
needed. (Author/RN) 
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The author suggests a critical approach to the 
rhetoric of the American Revolution focusing on 
the concept of “‘myth-making. This operates in 
revolutionary rhetoric when the revolutionist 
creates a spiritual dynamism for his movement 
through appeals that suggest the sanction of 
supra-rational forces. The author applies this con- 
cept to the persuasive literature of an American 
Revolutionary propagandist, Francis Hopkinson. 
He reveals a close interaction of aggressive rhe- 
toric and unifying rhetoric, operating to generate 
an American identity, which included a shared vi- 
sion of both the national character and the 
destiny of America. He points to such words as 
“liberty, genius,‘ and "commerce," as unifying 
symbols or the ultimate terms of that period. He 
suggests that in order to grasp the full sig- 
nificance of American Revolutionary rhetoric, 
scholars focus their attention on the myth-making 
function. He concludes that the rhetoric of the 
Revolution was more than manipulated; it ex- 
pressed ideas with personal significance to both 
rhetors and auditors--ideas with perhaps lasting 
impact on the future development of American 
public address. (Author/RN) 
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The television viewing behaviors (program 
preferences) of children as influenced by family- 
type were examined in this study. To determine 
family-types, a four-fold typology of family in- 
teraction patterns (based on the degree of socio- 
interpersonal orientation and the degree of con- 
cept-idea orientation of the family) was used. Six 
hundred and fifty-four mother-child pairs were 
surveyed. The children were asked to rank six 
categories of television programs under three 
preference headings. The mothers completed two 
such rankings. From the rankings of program 
categories, three rank-order correlation coeffi- 
cients were computed and cross tabulated with 
family types. The degree of similarity between 
child-mother programming preferences were 
found to be different among the four family 
types. In general however, most of the findings 
related mainly to differences between high-low 
socio-oriented and high-low concept-oriented 
families. (Author/LG) 
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The validity and reliability of small group 
research published between 1970 and 1971 is ex- 
amined in this paper. In response to the small 
group research position which gives precedence 
to theory over method, the author counters that 
placing measurement in a secondary position in- 
creases the danger of accepting claims of experi- 
ments which contain excessive error. A represen- 
tative sampling of eight studies published in “- 
Speech Monographs” between January 1970 and 
December 1971 were critically examined. The 
author found (1) that there is considerable agree- 
ment about what should be measured, but con- 
siderable disagreement about how to measure; 
(2) that neglect of task stimuli seriously com- 
prised the internal validity of a number of studies; 
and (3) that accuracy and completeness of relia- 
bility was not a crucial factor in manuscript 
publication. The author argues for more stringent 
methodological standards in the publication of 
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research and discusses suggestions for appropriate 
utilizations of tasks and complete and accurate 
assessment of reliability. (Author/LG) 
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Recent developments in faculty organization 
and accountability are discussed separately in 
terms of their implications for evaluation of 
academic programs and departments. Faculty or- 
ganization is examined in relation to each com- 
ponents’ (individual faculty members, depart- 
ments, colleges, and other assorted units) accessi- 
bility to and utilization of feedback data assessing 
their performance and effectiveness. Recommen- 
dations for checking the possible inhibiting ef- 
fects of departmental autonomy upon department 
program evaluation are advanced. Suggestions for 
a nation-wide effort (coordinated by national or- 
ganizations) to establish goal consensus and ac- 
countability criteria among institutions according 
to field, are made. Through organizations such as 
the Speech Communication Association and As- 
sociation of Departments and Administrators in 
Speech Communication, the general public and 
decision-makers in institutions of higher learning 
can be educated about the value of increasing the 
communication skills and sophistication of in- 
dividuals, groups, and organizations. (Author/LG) 
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The hypothesis of this Canadian study was that 

attitudes toward authority of French-English 

bilinguals would differ from the attitudes of 

French and English unilinguals toward authority. 

Student subjects responded to questionnaires 

using Likert scales to measure hostility, ac- 

ceptance, anxiety, and neutrality toward authori- 
ty. Analysis of variance indicates that French 

Canadians hold attitudes which are more hostile 

toward authority than English Canadians, while 

English Canadians tend to hold attitudes which 

are more anxious toward authority than French 

Canadians. Results also lend partial support to 

the research hypothesis which predicted that the 

attitudes of bilinguals toward authority would 
differ from those of both the French Canadian 
and English Canadian unilinguals. (Author/RN) 
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The author contrasts the views of two theorists 
on leadership and communications, Raymond B. 
Cattell and Kurt Lewin. Cattell takes the 
authoritarian view that leaders are born, not 
made, and proposes the application of eugenic 
measures to develop the leaders that society 
needs, also stressing the importance of research 
to help to identify leaders. Lewin assumes the 
more democratic view that leadership qualities 
can be learned and that everyone is potentially a 
leader in the framework of group decision. The 
author holds that both Cattell and Lewin hold op- 
timistic views of the future and the nature of man 
and that they are equally scientific and hu- 
manitarian. Lewinians might avail themselves 
more widely of the precision of Cattell’s methods, 
whereas Cattell could profitably employ the 
Lewinian principle of active experimentation with 
change. The possibilities for synthesis of the two 
approaches suggest interesting prospects for fu- 
ture research, training, and action. (Author/RN) 
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This study is part of a program designed to at- 
tempt identification of dissonance through com- 
ponents of electrophysiological instrumentation, 
for measuring and presenting to a person some of 
his own unconscious dissonance, of which he is 
normally unaware. Using college students as sub- 
jects, the authors used attitude ratings on values 
to attempt to induce in them feelings of self- 
dissatisfaction about specific values and attitudes 
and then measure attitude change. Their findings 
include indications that subjects could learn 
trelaxation of muscle tension to low levels quite 
easily with biofeedback methods; further, 
biofeedback enabled subjects to maintain a lower 
arousal state, making them less susceptible to 
overreaction because of dissonance. A further 
study was designed to test whether it was possible 
through biofeedback training to control the inter- 
nal states of dissonance and thereby control at- 
titude change. Overall results indicated that such 
feedback training in control of muscle activity 
helped the subject to maintain a state of calm 
during a ‘“‘dissonance”’ experience; therefore, he 
was not prone to change his behavior.

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Departing from Baconian science which 
focuses on explanation of the occurrence of 
events, Chomsky’s linguistics involves a different 
orientation--namely the explanation of form to 
account for linguistic behavior. The ‘‘knowledge” 
upon which linguistic judgements are based in- 
volves the premise of innate mechanisms. The as- 
sumption that speakers and listeners are able to 
acquire linguistic competence because they are 
biologically equipped to do so gives rise to an 
empirical question--whether or not the acquisition 
of communicative behavior reflects innate 
mechanisms. To clarify the issue, the authors 
discuss some of their own research designed to 
determine developmental sequences in speech- 
using behaviors. They view their study as support 
for further extended and refined research in the 
area of speech-using behavior. Serious study of 
communicative behavior requires certainty as to 


whether Baconian or Chomskyan methodology 
best explains communicative competence.

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In this study of the organizational patterns of 

46 United States presidential inaugural addresses 

there were four research questions, relating to the 

overall pattern of the speeches and the internal 
structure of ideas and topics. Key findings in- 
dicate that: (1) 25 of the 46 speeches have three 
easily discernible parts--introduction, body, con- 
clusion; (2) seven include a preview and review 
of the main points while 23 have a preview only; 
(3) few have transitional devices that facilitate 
easy reading; and (4) the topical organizational 
pattern predominates. The author concludes that 
despite the different styles and themes found in 
inaugural addresses, Presidents, in general, do not 
organize these ceremonial speeches in the 
manner suggested by most traditional textbooks. 

The author ends with his suggestions for areas of 

future study of inaugural addresses. (RN)

tered on the theme of philosophy and rhetoric. In 
the first article, “Rhetorical Probability and the 
Search For Truth,” Ruth McGaffey submits that 
in a free society, decision-making is more often 
than not based on probability, the subject matter 
of rhetoric, rather than certainty. Robert F. Hol- 
ton in the second article, ‘“The Issue of Morality 
for the Rhetorician and Philosopher,” discusses 
the relationship between rhetoric, philosophy, 
and morality in terms of the purpose of rhetorical 
training, the allowable methods of persuasion, 
and the nature of arguments used. In the third ar- 
ticle, ‘’Fitness of Response’ in Bitzer’s Concept 
of Rhetorical Discourse,” Ralph S. Pomeroy first 
reviews Lloyd Bitzer’s concept of rhetorical 
discourse, and explains what he considers are am- 
biguities in the theory, and finally reprints a di- 
alogue between himself and Bitzer on the subject.

In 
the first paper, “The ‘Vision’ of Martin Luther 
King,”” Edwin Black postulates that Dr. King con- 
tributed to the development of a “revolutionary 
literature” because of his impact, not only on the 
public consciousness, but especially on rhetorical 
procedures and the nature of public persuasion in 
this nation. In the second paper, “The Open 
Poem is a Now Poem: Dickey’s "May Day Ser- 
mon,"* Thomas O. Sloan analyzes the poetry of 
James Dickey in terms of its structure of "im- 
mediacy,* wherein the "poem creates the 
character of its presence’’ through sound and 
thus "wreaks violence on our conventional no- 
tions of literary language.“ In the third paper, 
"Literature and Revolution: The Case of “The 
Scarlet Letter,” David W. Noble first defines the 
attitude of the modern world to literature and 
science as one that sets these two disciplines 
apart from any cultural pattern and views the 
work of the artist or scientist as self-sufficient; he 
then analyzes Nathaniel Hawthorne's novel as an 
attempt to restore literature to an understanding 
of the importance of the culture and as a criti- 
cism of modern individualism and realism.

Described is how literature can develop and clari- 
fy the student’s concepts as he becomes aware of 
various points of view, and teach him to see rela- 
tionships, make generalizations, and develop con- 
vergent thinking and understanding. Examples of 
how to teach children to read for ideas are given. 
Examined is how the study of literature develops 
both the communication skills (listening, speak- 
ing, reading, writing) and higher intellectual skills 
such as divergent and evaluative thinking. Study 
of literature is shown to also promote creativity 
in gifted students. Suggested reading includes 
books for both teachers and gifted primary chil- 
dren. (KW) 
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The booklet is intended to assist teachers in 
developing literature units of study that will ena- 
ble the gifted student in grades 4-6 to better un- 
derstand the different kinds of reading material, 
the human condition, and himself as a person.

The utilization of educational television (ETV) 
in schools can be ascertained by considering the 
teacher training in ETV, the extent of access to 
ETV, the student reaction, and the programing.

vote. At least 74% of the students responding to 
Youthpoll disagreed with: violence in demonstra- 
tions, taking of hard drugs, and characterizing the 
activist as a “mental case.” At least 78% ap- 
proved of: writing to public officials, circulating 
petitions, nonviolent change, protesting non- 
violently, tutoring, 18 year-old voting, and cam- 
paigning for public officials. (HS) 
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The nation’s private black colleges face finan- 
cial concerns similar to those that occupy the at- 
tention of administrators and trustees of the 
private white colleges. Although these are mutual 
concerns, the significant and unique role served 
by the black colleges historically and the needs of 
these institutions today merit special concern. 
This document presents an analysis of com- 
parisons of the 14 private black colleges and a 
matched sample of predominantly white private 
colleges. Implications drawn from the findings 
support observations and results of other attempts 
to define the financial requirements important to 
the continued development of resources and 
capabilities at the predominantly black institu- 
tion.

The Vermont Regional Community College 

Commission was established to oversee the pre- 
planning phase of the OEO grant to establish a 
community college demonstration model. The 
VRCCC developed a demonstration model of the 
community college system through 3 regional 
sites responsible for developing community col- 
lege operations in Vermont communities. The 
number of students has steadily increased from 
100 during the first trimester to over 700 during 
the fourth. During the past year, demand has ex- 
ceeded available courses by nearly two to one. 
The report includes: (1) history of the commis- 
sion; (2) goals, accomplishments and highlights of 
FY1971; (3) VRCCC learning programs and 
systems; (4) student and teacher support; (5) 
planning, management and evaluation; (6) staff 
development; (7) preliminary costs study; and (8) 
commission plans and funding for FY1972-73.

A cost benefit analysis of the Community Col- 
lege of Vermont revealed that (1) the propor- 
tions of State support of the total budgets for 
Vermont's institutions of higher education are 
22.7% at UVM, 37.2% at the VSC, and 12.7% 
for the Community College; (2) tuition is 
budgeted for FY73 to generate 27% of total cost 
at UVM, 29.6% at the VSC, and 29.6% at the 
Community College; (3) tuition cost to students 
is $120 per course unit at UVM, $90 at the VSC, 
and $45 at the Community College; (4) faculty 
costs are $450 per course at the Community Col- 
lege and range from $750 to $900 at the VSC; 
(5) proportion of the total budget going directly 
for instruction is 49.6% at the VSC and 65.8% at 
the Community College; (6) the start-up cost for 
another state college would be $14,000,000, 
while another Community College regional site 
would be $36,548; (7) the percentage of Ver- 
mont students going on to higher education is ap- 
proximately 20% less than the national average; 
many of the added enroliment in other States are 
in community colleges; and (8) the Community 
College’s FY74 budget request is .6% of the costs 
to the State of support for unemployed or low-in- 
come people; the community college provides 
help for these people. The figures for the Com- 
munity College are projections for FY74.

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A pilot study is reported in the development of 
a cost/benefit analysis model for vocational edu- 
cation programs in community colleges and its 
application to three programs at the College of 
Alameda. This model can be used to compare 
and assess the effectiveness of occupational edu- 
cation programs at the same college or different 
colleges at the same time or at different times. 
The model is based on the idea that program 
costs generate measurable return on investment 
in terms of income derived from placements of 
students who have completed the program. It is a 
generic model that is flexible enough to allow 
users to develop specific models to suit the par- 
ticular needs of a particular college or district. 
The model includes a selection of costs to be as- 
sessed and analyzed in terms of program costs 
and benefits to be derived. The mosel was ap- 
plied to the business equipment technology, 
dental assisting, and diesel mechanics programs at 
the College of Alameda. Institutional direct and 
indirect costs were selected for analysis because 
the model’s use was determined to be primarily 
for the allocations and reallocation of institu- 
tional resources. Benefits used were increased 
earnings to the student who completed the pro- 
gram and was placed in the field for which he 
was trained. Results indicated that the increased 
income on entering the field was quite small. 
Further followup studies should be conducted to 
determine the extent of salary increases, and stu- 
dents and faculty should be better informed of 
the starting salaries for various fields. (KM) 
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A study was conducted to provide and test an 

evaluative model that could be utilized in provid- 

ing curricular evaluation of the various career 
programs. Two career fields, dental assistant and 

auto mechanic, were chosen for study. A 

questionnaire based upon the actual job per- 

formance was completed by six groups connected 
with the auto mechanics and dental assistant pro- 
grams at the Des Moines Area Community Col- 
lege--students, ex-students, advisory board, em- 
ployers, potential employers, and instructors. The 
questionnaires were divided into sets of items 
based on job performance objectives, and means 
were determined for each group on each set of 
items. The means were tested with an analysis of 
variance procedure. Where significant differences 
were found, paired “‘t” tests were used to deter- 
mine which groups were responding differently. 
The analysis showed significant differences for: 
auto mechanics--fuel system, starting system, 
electrical, suspension and alignment, engine, and 
power train; dental assistant--x-ray procedures, 
office procedures, and chairside procedures. The 
differences found indicated the areas for curricu- 
lar revisions and objective-by-objective analysis.

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This directory of allied health programs in ju- 
nior colleges was compiled to provide a com- 
prehensive source of allied health training pro- 
grams in two-year colleges and to provide data on 
which to establish national, regional, State, and 
local priorities for health manpower education. It 
may also serve as a supplementary reference for 
guidance counselors and for professional or- 
ganizations. Information was obtained from a 
questionnaire sent to all the institutions (1,038) 
listed in the “1970 Junior College Directory” and 
returned by 1,030. Of these institutions, 708 of- 
fered, or planned to offer, at least one course in 
allied health education. The Directory is or- 
ganized into several inventories, which constitute 
cross-references of the information obtained: (1) 
programs by State, in which each institution has 
all its programs listed--basic occupational educa- 
tion, short-term and future programs; (2) pro- 
grams by type of allied health specialty; these, in 
turn, have been divided according to location by 
State and institutions; (3) future programs ar- 
ranged by type of program; and (4) short-term 
programs by type of allied health specialty. Types 
of programs inventoried are: administrative, 
biomedical engineering and _ instrumentation, 
emergency, environmental control, laboratory, 
medica! care assistants, medical records and of- 
fice, mental health and psychiatric, miscellane- 
ous, nursing, optical and visual care, radiological, 
and rehabilitation.

Significant aspects of the economic relation- 

ships between the Harrisburg (Pennsylvania) 

Area Community College and the local communi- 

ty were studied, and quantitative information re- 

garding such relationships is presented. The im- 

pact on business was measured in terms of in- 

creased cash flows in the local economy. Both an 
inclusive and a conservative estimate were made 
for each type of expenditures in the local area by 
college-related individuals. The total estimated 
impact in terms of increased cash flows was 
$4,039,431 inclusive and $2,229,868 conserva- 
tive. A local multiplier of 1.45 was applied to 
these figures to arrive at full estimate impact 
figures of $5,857,175 inclusive and $3,233,309 
conservative. After the negative impact of taxes 
was accounted for, the operation of the college 
contributed 2 to 4.5 million dollars annually to 
the cash flow of the local economy. The impact 
of the college on local government was shown by 
the estimated $220,350 inclusive and $93,936 
conservative taxes paid by college-related per- 

sons. The taxes used to support the college is a 

negative economic impact, but the net impact in- 

cluding increased expenditures was definitely 
positive. The study also revealed that the revenue 
picture was relatively positive, in that less than 

30% of the operating budget comes from local 

taxes, and almost 50% comes from non-local

A sample of approximately 40% (725) of City 

Colleges of Chicago (CCC) students who trans- 

ferred to either an Illinois public or private senior 

institution in the Fall of 1967 was studied as to 

mobility patterns, student characteristics, and 
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senior college performance. In terms of mobility, 
about 80% of the CCC transfer students went to 
seven Illinois institutions, and 7 of every 10 stu- 
dents attended public institutions. In relation to 
student characteristics, the transfer rate of CCC 
men students is higher than that of women; twe 
of three students in the study were male. The 
women transfers attended predominantly local 
teacher training institutions. The curriculum 
h by the students was liberal arts (67%) and 
business (12%). Only 17% of the students had at- 
tained the associate degree prior to transfer; how- 
ever, 6 of every 10 of the students remained at 
CCC more than two years following the date of 
first enrollment. A total of 84% transferred to 
senior institutions during the same year in which 
they terminated at CCC. In terms of ability, the 
transfer population showed more similarity to 
senior college students than to those in communi- 
ty college. Of the nongraduates, over one-half 
earned 45 or more hours at CCC prior to 
transfer, and two-thirds earned all of their college 
credits. Senior college performance of this group 
showed a 20% attrition for the first year and 18% 
for the remaining four years of the study. The 
graduation rate over the five years was 60%, onc- 
half of the students completing the requirements 
within two and one-half years after transfer. The 
study data are provided in 19 tables.

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Results of a grading-policies study in 1972 at 
St. Mary’s Junior College are presented. To ob- 
tain information regarding these policies, an 
eight-page questionnaire was administered to all 
47 faculty members. The three parts of the 
questionnaire were: I. Evaluation Tools and Ap- 
proaches; II. Overall Approach to Grading; and 
Ill. Other Factors in Evaluation. Each of the parts 
was analyzed for both general and technical edu- 
cation faculty members, and differences were 
noted. In addition, all technical education faculty 
(n=14) completed an additional one-page form 
relating to the grading practices used in the clini- 
cal experience. The study results include the fol- 
lowing: (1) the final examination and final course 
grade, written quizzes and unit tests were the 
most frequently used in both general and techni- 
cal education courses; (2) the most frequently 
used method of reporting evaluation to students 
in general education courses was the letter grade, 
whereas in technical education it was in terms of 
points; (3) the practice of pass/no pass and 
satisfactory/unsatisfactory was used infrequently; 
(4) in general education courses, the most 
frequent practice of determining letter grades was 
use of the normal curve and adjusting grades to 
fit performance; (5) in approximately 60% of 
general education courses and 70% of technical 
education courses, the evaluation score is trans- 
lated into a letter grade either all, most, or some 
of the time; (6) generally, students did not “‘con- 
tract” for final grades in either type of course; 
(7) within the technical education courses, clini- 
cal laboratory factors are more important than 
any others.

The status of past graduates and 
present enrollees, as well as future plans, are 
summarized.

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The purposes of this annual report of the 
Southwestern Library Interstate Cooperative En- 
deavor (SLICE) are twofold.

The Center searches the automated Educational 
Resources Information Center (ERIC) data base 
to provide three products: Catalog of Compu- 
terized Searches (CAT), Current Awareness 
Profiles (CAP), anc Searches in Depth (SID). 
Manual searches of current educational literature 
comprise the Packets of Educational Topics 
(PET). This document describes the Center, its 
services and products, and is a report of activities 
during Fiscal Years 1970-1971. Growth statistics, 
public relations information (including newslet- 
ters), and monthly reports are included. (A re- 
lated document is LI 004 137.) (SJ) 
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A seminar on practical MARC cataloging was 
held at Southampton University library in April 
1972. MARC is an acronym for Machine Reada- 
ble Cataloging, a system devised by the Library 
of Congress and developed with them by the 
British National Bibliography. MARC enables the 
catalog data for any given work to be read and 
manipulated by the computer, which means that 
each record is broken down into its component 
parts, and each is given a symbol (a tag) which 
the machine is programmed to recognize when 
action is required on it. In MARC, the break- 
down of each record and the tagging structure is 
as detailed as is practical. This is to give the com- 
puter as much flexibility as possible in handling 
the data. This text was prepared for the use of 
the participants in the working seminar, and is 
being made available with the intent that it will 
aid catalogers and library school students in gain- 
ing a brief introduction to the MARC system.

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This alphabetical listing of subject headings, in 

English and French, contains definitions and ex- 

planations of terms used in the “Canadian Educa- 

tion Index.”

All education 
journals of wide circulation which contained 100 
or more references per year were used in the stu- 
dy.

Technology, Stockholm, has been running the 

ERIC data base mainly for SDI purposes. The im- 
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plementation of the data base into the general- 
ized search system, ABACUS, is described. One 
hundred and fifty-eight users received SDI service 
at present, 99 from governmental and educational 
institutions, 23 from industry, and 36 from 
abroad. Retrospective searches have also been 
made. Two methods of matching users to docu- 
ments have been employed - the controlled 
vocabulary of the Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors, 
and the free text words of titles.

One product 
of the study was the “Directory of Academic 

Library Consortia”, which is LI 004173. The

desire to identify and describe a wider range of 

groups that are participating in the growing 
movement toward library cooperation. The sup- 
plement project was designed to include a greater 
variety as well as a larger number of cooperating 
library groups. To this end, the criteria for inclu- 
sion were significantly relaxed. Three basic 
criteria for inclusion were used in the preparation 
of the supplement.

The 
specific media combinations were cassette tapes 
to guide students at their own pace through in- 
troductory lectures and explanations of diagrams, 
2 x 2 slides, sample indexes, specimen index 
cards, computer-assisted lessons, a programmed 
text and other suggested readings, search exer- 
cises with computer- and manually-searched in- 
dexes, a scheduled seminar with the professor, 
and optional individual as well as small group 
conferences. The multi-media instructional 
package was tested in two experiments. In the 
first experiment, performance and attitude of stu- 
dents exposed to the traditional, teacher-oriented 
method (Group I) and the multi-media method 

(Group II) were compared. The multi-media 

method was used in a second experiment with 

another group of students, Group III. After three 
weeks of instruction, the mean scores of the three 

groups (one control and two experimental) did 

not differ significantly in regard to achievement 

or attitude toward the computer-managed method 
of instruction. (Author) 
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Information services provided by the reference 
librarians at the University of California at Los 
Angeles (UCLA) are outlined as an introduction 
to this document on projected services to the 
public by the Center for Information Services 
(CIS).

Since January 1972 the Association of College 
and Research Libraries’ Ad Hoc Committee on 
Bibliographic Instruction has been collecting in- 
formation on bibliographic instruction programs 
in U.S. academic libraries. Included under this 
title are four reports which review some 174 
completed questionnaires. The four reports cover: 
1. Formal library courses with or without credit 
(excluding library science courses); 2. Formal 
library instruction as part of regular class activity; 
3. Self-instruction (printed, audio-visual, and 
computerized); and 4. All miscellaneous types, 
and library orientation. Each review begins with a 
survey of the bibliographic instruction programs 
pertinent to the category of the review. Important 
long-standing programs are noted, and norms, or 
widely agreed-upon aspects of the particular form 
of instruction are discussed. Each review con- 
cludes with a table(s) which provides a brief 
description of each program reported. (Author) 
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There is a great interest within the naval ser- 
vices in books on various aspects of the black ex- 
perience in America. The great surge of intellec- 
tual energy directed to black history has caused 
the reprinting of a high percentage of the older 
books which had been out of print and unob- 
tainable. The range of reading levels being 
satisfied is wide, with many recent books written 
for junior high and young adult readers.

The area 
served by the Centers is an area of relatively poor 
persons of primarily Spanish and/or Mexican 
descent with a few Blacks, American Indians and 


“Anglos.” The study was conducted in the fol- 
lowing manner. First, personal interview surveys 
were made of a sample of residents of the poor 
area (MNA) and of residents of a similar area 
without special library services, and of a middle- 
income area of Albuquerque. Results of these 
three sets of surveys were then compared to 
discover differences in attitudes of persons in the 
areas relating to their library services. Some nine 
months later, a similar survey was conducted 
again in the MNA to determine if differences had 
arisen over time. A much smaller survey was con- 
ducted on the library premises. Throughout the 
entire period of the study, the operations of the 
Library and Cultural Centers were examined and 
costs for various functions were allocated.

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Regardless of the size of the hospital, the 

librarian must acquire information for staff mem- 

bers by whatever means possible. Large hospitals 
with large staff, more information requests per 

week, and a better economic base will purchase a 

greater number of information materials. Small 

hospitals will purchase only the most basic 
reference books and bibliographies, and will de- 
pend on interlibrary loans to supply specific items 
for one-time use by individuals. Whether the 
librarian is purchasing or borrowing, she will 
need to know what types of materials are availa- 
ble (indexes, abstracts, texts, journals, reference 
books, etc.) and what kind of knowledge each 
type of material will provide.

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The purpose of the study was to determine the 
state of programs and services to the aging pro- 
vided by the 1,330 public libraries with service 
area population exceeding 25,000. Library ser- 
vices were defined to exclude routine services 
such as book lists but include programs and ser- 
vices (1) which are offered specifically for the 
aging population or (2) in which at least 50% of 
the participants are 65 years of age or older. 
Data was collected through use of a mailed 
questionnaire, returned by 858 public libraries 
(65%). Material was presented as findings on: (1) 
Current public library programs and services to 
the aging, (2) Financial support for programs and 
services to the aging and (3) Development of 
programs and services to the aging.

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The project was conceived to examine the cur- 

rent manpower situation in research libraries and 

to develop a methodological model for projecting 
future personnel needs. Eight academic research 
libraries were selected for investigation and three 
instruments developed to gather data toward 
these ends. A personal interview format was used 
to interview top administrative officials at each 
library; a questionnaire was mailed to all other 
professional library staff members; and a 
questionnaire was mailed to a sample of faculty 
users of the library at each institution. Top ad- 
ministrators foresaw decentralization of academic 
libraries, increased automation and involvement 
in networks, greater demand for public services, 
and changing relationships between the library 
and the faculty and administration. In response to 
these and financial pressures they predicted needs 
for subject specialists, systems specialists, 
management expertise (in old and new person- 
nel), and greater use of nonprofessionals. Faculty 
users were asked to describe their use patterns 
and evaluate their library systems. Professional 
library staff members were questioned as to their 
backgrounds, work relationships, attitudes toward 
their jobs, and perceptions of future trends in 

research libraries. Based on the data collected a 

predictive model is proposed and discussed in 

terms of existing organizational models of the 
academic library. (Author) 
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The objectives of this paper are to describe the 

effect of using weighted index terms in a docu- 

ment retrieval system, and to evaluate retrieval 
performance when queries are expanded by terms 
occurring in clusters with the query terms. Three 
data collections, each indexed by several 
methods, two of which were studied and reported 
on in previous work, are used to develop explicit 
results. The study both expands upon and extends 
previous work at the University of Maryland. The 
effect of weighting index terms in the document 
collection, the queries and the formation of 
clusters is analyzed. Eight cases are investigated 
in which index terms are weighted and un- 
weighted. The best results are obtained when 
weighted index terms are used in forming 
clusters, in queries, and in documents. In this 
case, the results on the new collection demon- 
strate a significant improvement in retrieval per- 
formance relative to the performance with the 
unmodified data base, when clustered terms are 
added to queries. The improvement is in contrast 

to the results in the previous study, where a 

degradation in performance, or at best an insig- 

nificant improvement, was obtained. This study 
supports the conclusion that weighted index 
terms provide better retrieval performance.

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The purpose of this teaching guide is to orient 

preschool teachers to the unique needs and abili- 

ties of the four-year-old child and to offer a sug- 
gested program of pre-kindergarten activities. 

Specific capabilities characteristic of the four-

development, language development, personal 
and social development, creative thinking, and 
motor skills.

now and then--Halloween, Thanksgiving, Christ-

Instructions are given in both Spanish and English 
for most activities. (KM) 
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In the 1960s there developed a growing interest 

in and supportive evidence for programs to alter 
intellectual competence, particularly in young 
children. The abilities concept, which is used to 
classify people by abilities, is not well suited to 
teaching intellectual competencies or assessing 
ch in cc e. A new concept, intellec- 
tual skill, is needed to serve as a basis for specify- 
ing behaviors which underlie task mastery. An in- 
tellectual skill may be defined as a behavioral 
capability that functions to facilitate the per- 
formance of a culturally relevant task. Three 
criteria for distinguishing intellectual skills from 
other behavioral phenomena are: (1) a definition 
of skill behavior in performance terms; (2) 
demonstration of transfer effects; and (3) use of 
tasks that are culturally relevant. The intellectual 
skills concept can be applied to curriculum 
design and psychological services. The writer 
used the latter application in a consultation 
process model. The consultation approach offers 
several advantages: (1) it provides data showing 
the functional relationship between the teaching 
of skills and the accomplishment of a criterion 
task; (2) it can validate the applicability of 
research findings and serve as a means of 
generating hypotheses for controlled laboratory 
research; (3) the time series design is efficient 
and practical; (4) it offers immediacy of applica- 
tion; and (5) it demands that the problem be 
identified in performance terms. References are 
provided. (KM) 
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A research study was conducted to: (1) com- 

pare mother and father interactions with their 

newborn infant; (2) examine the effects of mater- 

nal drugs on mother-father infant interaction; (3) 

explore the impact of variations in length of labor 

on parent interaction; and (4) examine sex of 
parent and sex of newborn interactions to deter- 
mine the nature of parental responsiveness to 
newborns of different sexes. Ss were 19 Cauca- 
sian couples and their firstborn infants. Infants 
were normal and full term--9 males and 10 
females. Amount and type of medication was 
recorded and rated according to effects on the in- 
fant. All observations took place in the mother’s 
hospital room between 6 and 48 hours after 
delivery. An observer brought in the baby and 

asked to whom it should be given. During the 10- 

minute observation session, one male and one 

female observer recorded occurrences of parental 
or infant behavior. Results showed the father was 
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twice as likely as the mother to hold the infant 
and equaled here in the extent to which he 
looked at, touched, and vocalized. Analysis of 
variance revealed that both mothers and fathers 
touched male babies significantly more than 
females. Product-moment correlations computed 
for mothers and fathers between the parental 
behaviors and medication level revealed that the 
amount of maternal medication altered the sub- 
sequent social interactions between the baby and 
his parents. Follow-up studies of the social in- 
teractions experienced by high- and low-drug ba- 
bies may yield evidence of the impact of maternal 
medication on infants’ intellectual development.

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A study was conducted to measure the degree

a series of toys with similar properties for periods 

of two minutes each for Test | and three minutes 

each for Tests 2-5 (for a total of six minutes for 
each test), after which they were given a choice 
between a similar toy and a novel one. Ss chose 
the novel toy in all tests significantly above 
chance level, indicating an ability to generalize 
these forms, colors, and sizes. They generalized 
form more than color and in preference to color.

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A study was conducted to investigate the im- 
pact certain cognitive styles or structures have in 
mediating the influence of aggressive television 
on young boys. Ss were 143 white middle class 
boys: 36 were 5 1/2-year-old kindergarteners; 30 
were 6 1/2-year-old first graders; 36 were 7 1/2- 
year-old second graders; and 41 were 8 1/2-year- 
old third graders. One-third of the Ss at each age 
level were exposed to an experimental condition 
of a 6-minute aggressive TV film; one-third were 
exposed to an experimental condition of a 6- 
minute nonaggressive film; and one-third were as- 
signed to a no-film control group. Following ex- 
posure, an aggression measure was obtained in 
the guise of a guessing game played with an ex- 
perimenter acting as a confederate. Each S was 
given the option of exposing the confederate to a 
noxious noise whenever he made an incorrect 
guess. Analyses of variance revealed that: (1) the 
Statistically reliable differences in aggression 
between the experimental film conditions were 
attributable to differences among the 6 1/2- and 
7 1/2-year-old Ss; (2) younger children were sig- 
nificantly more aggressive than the older; and (3) 
the level of cognitive functioning was more dif- 
ferentiated, organized, elaborated and articulated 
as a function of maturity. Results support the 
premise that the effect of TV exposure depends 
not only on the content but also on the child’s 
cognitive style and way of responding to the en- 
vironment in general. (KM) 
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Current research indicates the possible in- 

fluence of IE development on cognitive develop- 

ment. Efforts are being made to _ identify 
behaviors by which parents or teachers can in- 
crease development of internal control expectan- 
cies in preschool children. Studies correlating 
children’s IE scores with various mother 
behaviors or mother-child interaction patterns are 
being conducted. The theoretical rationale is that 
if development of internal control expectancies 
increases information seeking, information 
processing, and information using in early child- 
hood, it should then contribute to intellectual 
development. Correlations of IE to cognitive 
development in early childhood that have been 
found include: (1) clear developmental trends in 
internal control scores; (2) clear socioeconomic 
differences; (3) expected cultural differences; and 
(4) mixed evidence about relation to intelligence 
and achievement test scores. Research this year 
has been focused on relating IE to several 
specific cognitive development variables under 
laboratory conditions. Findings showed: (1) fairly 
good evidence of relation to ability-type laborato- 
ry tasks (discrimination and mirror tracing learn- 
ing tasks) and cognitive style and strategy varia-

on IE of the open classroom Follow Through pro- 
gram sponsored by the Education Development 
Center (EDC) and the Engelmann Becker-spon- 
sored behavior modification Follow Through pro- 
gram. Total N was 575 second graders. The 
SDRCI was administered first, individually, and 
the NSLCSC and GKS were group-administered 
to the entire class. The Text Anxiety Scale for 
Children and Wide Range Achievement Test 
were administered to provide construct validity 
data. IE tests were correlated with one another 
and with TASC and WRAT scores. Three series 
of ANOVs were conducted to analyze differences 
in scores on each IE test among groups. Intercor- 
relations among tests were very low. This, and 
the differences in group means, suggest that the 
IE tests reflect different variables. NSLCSC items 
seem to reflect expectancy of competence. 
Response choice on such tests as the GKS may 
reflect reinforcement history-the extent to which 
the child has been taught to verbalize responsi- 
bility-taking attitudes. But differences are clear 
and significant enough to assure that the varying 
educational experiences have systematic effects 
on IE variables. (KM)

The South Douglas County Early Childhood 
Education Project serves preschool children from 
3 to 5 years old and handicapped children from 
birth to age 5.

Parents control the educational process, 
aided by community coordinators who visit 
homes once every two weeks to explain each 
learning package to parents, assist, if requested, 
in teaching the tasks, and suggest additional 
materials and methods.

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The research on parental deprivation done at 
the Wisconsin primate laboratories and related 
laboratories is summarized. Social isolation and 
certain other social conditions were observed in 
their effects on aggressive behavior. Isolate- 
reared rhesus monkeys show more abnormality in 
postures and movements than do socially reared 
monkeys from infancy through puberty. Some of 
these abnormalities diminish in adulthood, but in 
any case they interfere with effective social com- 
munication and are therefore implicated in the 
development of aggression. The coo vocalization, 
used by the rhesus when there is a stimulus 
change, is emitted less frequently by infant and 
adult isolates than by socially reared monkeys; 
and, in addition, the coo is not used in ap- 
propriate contexts by isolates. Isolate-reared mon- 
keys are defective in both sending and receiving 
facial expressions. Isolates use the fear grimace 
and the stare and open-mouth threats, which ap- 
pear important in aggressive behavior, more 
frequently after puberty than do socially reared 
monkeys. Isolates are also defective in looking, 
the most frequently used mode of communication 
among rhesus monkeys. Isolates apparently do 
not develop a clear idea of self versus not self, 
and as they reach adulthood they direct more and 
more hostility toward the self. The failure to 
know the self may interfere with peaceful social 
communication more than anything else, and ap- 
parently the monkey can come to know himself 
only through interaction with others. Mature so- 
cial isolates are incapable of using social objects 
to decrease their arousal and are thus intolerably 
excited by social stimulation, which, in turn, ac- 
centuates their abnormalities in communication.

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Corporal punishment and its implications are 
discussed in this speech in Dallas, where corporal 
punishment is officially sanctioned as a method of 
school discipline, and in many other parts of the 
country, the prevailing opinion is that corporal 
punishment is necessary, effective and harmless. 
But the effectiveness of such punishment is dubi- 
ous and the potential psychological harm is incal- 
culable. Physical abuse is considered by many to 
be an acceptable form of school discipline 
because it is an accepted child-rearing practice. 
Teachers and parents are reluctant to change this 
behavior because violence is condoned and re- 
warded by this society, it is felt, and people are 
frequently tempted to respond to conflict and 
frustration with physical force. School policy that 
condones the bully tactics of corporal punishment 
is in effect teaching students by example that this 
is an acceptable way of handling problems. 
Through corporal punishment parents and 
teachers relieve their own frustrations and avoid 
effort to understand the reasons for the child’s 
misbehavior. Corporal punishment is frequently 
used for transgression of arbitrary, meaningless 
rules. Teachers using corporal punishment should 
examine their motives and consider what sort of 
model they should be providing students. Cor- 


poral punishment undermines a child's self- 
respect and respect for others. A_ resolution 
passed at the National Conference on Corporal 
Punishment recommends abolishing this sort of 
punishment. (KM) 
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This pilot study addressed tension and anxiety 

States that may accomp ding readiness 

training in the kindergarten. Seventy-two children 

(36 boys and 36 girls) were randomly selected 

from three urban elementary schools. Six kin- 

dergarten classes were included, representing: (1)

of intellectual stimulation on the growth of intel- 
ligence in a group of culturally deprived infants.

A demonstration project using young men as 

day care workers in the Early Learning and Child 

care centers in Atlanta is described. The proposal 
for the demonstration project and a progress re- 
port are given. Four white advantaged and four 
black disadvantaged male high school students 
were recruited to work as caregivers for black 
and white boys and girls, aged 4 months to about 
6 years. Each young man works five hours every 
week day. During the preservice training they 
were given an initial concentrated introduction to 
early childhood teaching.

West Virginia’s population history from 1940 

to 1970 was traced in this paper. Data were col- 

lected to illustrate (1) population size, distribu- 
tion, and composition for West Virginia and its 
rural and urban subunits and (2) the changing 
fertility pattern which occurred during this 
period. Whenever possible, comparisons between 

West Virginia population trends and those for the 

United States and the rest of the South Atlantic 

Division were made. The 1940, 1950, 1960, and 

1970 U. S. Censuses of Population, U. S. Depart- 

ment of Commerce, were used for the data col- 

lection. Selected data were pursued and or- 
ganized into tables and occasionally into graphs 
to illustrate structural shifts with respect to age, 
sex, residence, schooling, occupation, industry, 
and fertility. Since West Virginia has had a rela- 
tively small nonwhite population in recent 
decades, racial comparisons were excluded from 
this paper. It was noted that West Virginia 

generally appears to be converging with the Divi- 

sion and Nation in many respects, although its 

discordant figures concerning urbanization, edu- 
cation, and mining still stand out as “glaring” 
contrasts.

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Some of the more significant responses to a 
questionnaire on educational and occupational 
aspirations and expectations which was ad- 
ministered to a statewide sample of sophompres, 
juniors, and seniors in 30 rural high schools by 
the Department of Rural Sociology at Washing- 
ton State University were presented in this report. 
A principal objective of the research project was 
to ascertain the nature and extent of influence of 
school factors on educational and occupational 
aspirations and expectations of farm boys and 
girls. The study focused on factors over which the 
school has some control. The findings indicated 
that roughly 98% desired to graduate from high 
school and 70% aspired to go to college, that 
over 1/4 expected to begin their education at the 
junior college level, that over 2/3 of the college- 
bound boys and girls had definite expectations as 
to what major field of study they would follow at 
college, that only 7.8% of the sample expressed 
satisfaction with their high school’s present cur- 
riculum in vocational training courses, and that 
only 5.8% of the boys and 6.6% of the girls in- 
dicated their high school counselor to be among 
the most helpful sources occupational informa- 
tion. It was concluded that with regard to a stu- 
dent’s occupational and educational aspirations 
and expectations, school experiences are likely to 
be among the more significant and influential 
ones that an individual encounters. (HBC)

A set of guidelines for implementing an in- 

dividualized mathematics program to be utilized 
in a bicultural/bilingual setting were developed. 
At first, the design team sought to develop an all- 
purpose model complete with specifications of 
particular objectives, but the team soon recog- 
nized this goal to be unrealistic, since different 
school districts and schools within the districts 
provide different mixes of bicultural/bilingual 
needs.

The Agricultural 
Board appointed a committee to prepare recom- 
mendations based on the major points brought 
out in the papers, in the discussion periods, and 
in the reports of the work groups at the conclu- 
sion of the workshop. Educational opportunities 
for the young, adult education, welfare, housing, 
social monitoring, the team approach to research, 
and distribution of economic activity and popula- 
tion growth were the areas of concern.

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The results of analyses of college-bound versus 
non-college-bound rural youth on tests and per- 
sonal data available on the IBM cards in the Of- 
fice of High School Testing at the University of 
Illinois are presented in this report on the second 
part of a 3-part study on the educational needs of 
rural youth. The data on IBM cards for 2,326 ju- 
niors and seniors in 24 high schools in 8 widely 
separated [Illinois counties--Carroll, Mercer, 
Marshall, Moultrie, Calhoun, Franklin, Alex- 
ander, and Pulaski--were analyzed. The analysis 
was limited to test scores on abstract reasoning, 
verbal reasoning, the total of these 2, natural 
science reading, social science reading, writing, 
and functional and conventional errors in writing. 
There were statistically significant differences in 
the means of scores on all tests between those 
who planned to go to college and those who did 
not plan to go. The differences favored those who 
planned to attend college. An implication which 
arose from the findings was that the high schools 
are providing training in preparation for college 
and that action should be taken to provide job 
training for the non-college-bound students; for 
the 1962-63 sample of 2,326 juniors and seniors, 
60% did not plan to go to college. The 3rd part 
of the study will include occupational data, per- 
sonality tests, and other information on about 
3,000 juniors and seniors in all schools in these 8 


counties. (FF) 
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Until the depression of the 1930s, camping was

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The purpose of this study was to investigate the 
interaction effects between ethnic characteristics 
(Anglo and Chicano) of social models and coun- 
selors on the acquisition and performance of 
modeled behaviors by male junior high school 
students of varying ethnic backgrounds. The 
study consisted of 76 eighth grade males enrolled 
in a school in Fillmore, California. There were 15 
experimental treatment groups with 4 subjects in 
each and 2 control groups with 6 subjects in 
each. The counselors and subjects comprising the 
various groups were chosen to achieve a particu- 
lar combination of ethnic characteristics. Treat- 
ments were repeated by different counselors who 
were male graduate students in counseling 
psychology. The experimental treatment consisted 
of 3 counseling interviews during which 4 
videotape recordings demonstrating 4 decision- 
making behaviors were presented. The treatment 
procedures were evaluated by determing (1) the 
accuracy of the recall of the modeled decision- 
making and ethnic characteristics and (2) the 
frequency and variety of information-seeking ac- 
tivities in which the subjects engaged. Some of 
the findings were (1) that Anglo and Chicano so- 
cial models were equally effective in promoting 
imitative behaviors among observers of either 
ethnic background and (2) that Anglo and 
Chicano counselors were equally effective in 
counseling students of either ethnic background.

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Rural America is currently facing an 

overwhelming problem, the need for decent hous- 
ing. Even though small towns and rural areas of 
Southern America have been undergoing drastic 
change over the past 2 decades, over one-half of 
all inadequate rural housing is located in the 
South. Substandard housing is, for the most part, 
inhabited by families with low incomes and low 
earning capacity. One rural community is doing 
something about its housing problems. Prin- 
ceville, North Carolina, located in Edgecombe 
County, epitomizes the poverty and poor housing 
which is presently stifling many rural towns in the 
United States. Princeville is attacking its housing 
problem through a residential rehabilitation pro- 
gram with the help of such organizations as the 
Princeville Community Club, the Princeville 
Home Repair Program, the Princeville Rehabilita- 
tion Program, and the Princeville Community 
Development Corporation. Housing assistance is 
available to low-income families in Princeville 
and Edgecombe County through the Tarboro 
Housing Authority, the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, and the Farmers Home Administration. 
This booklet describes the activities of communi- 
ty organizations and the operating areas and the 
types of assistance provided by the various agen- 
cies. The appendix includes related housing 
design concepts and lists 6 housing assistance 
programs for rural housing rehabilitation. (NQ) 
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The Process Analysis of Non-Grading (PANG) 
project evaluates the planned experiments with 
non-graded upper grades in communities with few 
pupils in Sweden. The main objectives is an anal- 
ysis of the possibilities and difficulties that will 
appear through the new frame situation concern- 
ing realization of achievement goals and social 
goals. Six school districts in the middle and 
northern parts of Sweden are included in the 
1973-74 part of the investigation. The main com- 
ponents of the investigation include the class, the 
spare time activities, the friends, the home, and 
the community. The data are collected by means 
of tests and questionnaires from 7th grade stu- 
dents, teachers, and administrators. Follow-up 
questionnaires are used with the teachers, and 
data about the p are collected through in- 
terviews. Classroom observations are done at ran- 
dom on some occasions during the session. The 
project is planned to continue for 4 years, in 
order to follow the first 2 groups of pupils 
through the upper grades; but the reporting will 
be done continuously so that necessary modifica- 
tions can be made as needed. (PS) 
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The relationship between expenditures for 
public elementary and secondary education and 
the factors related to these expenditures in 
Nevada were investigated in this study. The major 
components of the public education problem 
were listed as follows: the high proportion of tax 
revenue spent on education, the inadequacy of 
present methods of financing education, the 
quality of educational inputs, and the presumed 
disparity in quality of education between urban 
and rural areas. Two separate analyses of data 
were performed. A time series-cross sectional 
model was estimated using data for the 1968 
through period for the 17 county school districts 
and a cross sectional model was estimated for 
fiscal year 1970. Major conclusions were that 
there have been pronounced changes in real per 
student expenditures since fiscal 1968, that 
school district expenditures per student decreases 
as district size increases, that a negative relation- 
ship holds between expenditures and rural-urban 
status, that per student expenditures are positive- 
ly related to input quality, and that educational 
expenditures and community wealth are positively 
related. (PS) 
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The fundamental purpose of the project during 
its first year of operation was to facilitate the 


establishment or improvement of an_inter-or- 
ganizational communicative linkage system in 
each pilot community. Specific objectives were to 
develop teams of professionals, paraprofessionals, 
and volunteer community level workers and to 
train those teams to provide leadership in the 
process of community-wide program develop- 
ment. Instructional and consultative services were 
provided by Colorado State University project 
staff and State Instructional Consultants in each 
of nine cooperating states during the three prima- 
ty components of project operations: project in- 
itiation, project workshops, and project follow-up 
activities. General conclusions drawn from the 
first year of experience revealed that the ra- 
tionale, design, and operations of the project 
were effective, both conceptually and in their im- 
plementation, to a facilitation of community ac- 
tion toward the development of interorganiza- 
tional cooperation in basic educational pro- 
gramming. (Author/PS) 
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The objectives of this pilot study were to study 
the operation of the farm labor market in the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley of Texas, to analyze 
the functions of the labor market institutions in 
the Valley, and to formulate a series of policy 
recommendations to assist in relieving the short 
and long run problems of both farm workers and 
employers. Interviews were conducted with area 
resident ity, governmental, agricultural, 
and labor leaders; farm operators; crew leaders; 
private labor recruiters; and farm worker 
household heads. The findings indicated that the 
Texas Employment Commission (TEC) tends to 
be used primarily as a last resort by farm workers 
interviewed because of the low probability of jobs 
being available. Employers are more likely to use 
the TEC placement facilities, mainly to satisfy 
peak seasonal labor requirements, than were wor- 
kers. Most of the household heads migrated out 
of the Valley and, on the average, were employed 
30 weeks, were unemployed 13 weeks, and were 
not in the labor force 9 weeks in 1968. Annual 
earnings of household heads was $1,695, while 
family income averaged $3,350, reflecting 
earnings of several wage earners. Some recom- 
mendations were to improve the scheduling of 
work for migrants, to eliminate or control com- 
muters, to improve agricultural employment prac- 
tices, and to encourage permanent migration or 
resettlement. (HBC) 
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In response to a public complaint filed with the 
Secretary of Labor alleging discriminatory prac- 
tice by the Rural Manpower Service (RMS), an 
investigation of the charges was conducted. The 
petition was filed on behalf of 16 organizations 
and 398 specifically named individuals, and it ac- 
cused the RMS of exploiting migrant farm wor- 
kers. The methodology of the review included an 
initial analysis of the alleged problem, the accu- 
mulation of background information, field visits, 
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and the organization and analysis of the informa- 
tion gathered. The overall findings and conclu- 
sions of the review in the initial major section are 
divided into 2 parts, dealing with the role of the 
RMS and the role of worker advocacy. The 
findings are discussed by topic under 3 sections: 
(1) economic and legal condition of the farm 
worker, including discrimination, certification of 
foreign workers, social security, wages, child 
labor, and labor law enforcement; (2) services to 
workers, including referral control, job order 
specifications, employment services to workers, 
conflict of interest, farm labor contractors, 
Statistics and staffing, and day haul; and (3) 
working conditions, including housing, safety and 
pesticides, field sanitation and drinking water, 
and transportation. Green card commuters and il- 
legal aliens are discussed in the 2 appendixes. 
(HBC) 
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The objective of this paper was to investigate 
the utility of the Ginzberg developmental model 
for explaining differences in the types or occupa- 
tional status of the role models of Negro and 
white rural youth at two stages of adolescence. 
Data were obtained from 484 youth residing in 
East Texas in their sophomore and senior years in 
high school. In the patterns that did not differ 
over time, the findings indicated that Negro boys 
selected more teachers and glamour figures as 
role models than did the white boys, that white 
boys chose more relatives, and that white boys 
had a more diverse selection pattern than did 
their Negro age cohorts. In patterns that did 
differ over time for Negro and white girls, it was 
found that whereas the white girls had a slightly 
more diverse selection pattern than did the Negro 
girls in 1966, the opposite was true in 1968. Ad- 
ditional conclusions were that more white boys 
than Negro boys chose occupational role models 
who were owners or managers of a farm or 
ranch, but the difference decreased over time; 
that more white girls than Negro girls selected 
housewives as role models; and that, although oc- 
cupational role models in professional or related 
areas were equally popular among both Negro 
and white respondents in 1966, more Negro girls 
than white girls chose this type of role model in 
1968. (HBC) 
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The purpose of this study was to examine 
netropoli tropolitan and sex differences 
in the role models selected by Negro high school 
mores. A questionnaire was grouped-ad- 
ministered to 111 metropolitan males, 170 
metropolitan females, 98 nonmetropolitan males, 
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and 99 nonmetropolitan females. The results of 
the study indicated that sex does and place of re- 
sidence does not make an important difference in 
the types of role models selected by Negro youth 
or in the occupational status of the role models. 
Important secondary findings were: (1) parents 
are not the most popular role models chosen by 
these Negro respondents: glamour figures are the 
most popular role models of metropolitan boys, 
nonmetropolitan girls, and nonmetropolitan boys, 
teachers are the most popular role models of 
metropolitan girls; and (2) family members, espe- 
cially immediate family members, are frequently 
selected as role models by these Negro high 
school sophomores. Suggestions for future 
research include investigating why the person was 
chosen as a role model, why the occupation was 
chosen, and the effectiveness of the high school 
counselor and of various career information 
materials or programs. The bivariate relationship 
between role model choices and job market 
knowledge might also be explored. A related 
document is ED 048 971. (Author/HBC) 
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A significant measure of the gradual progress 
in relating social work education to the racial and 
ethnic communities in the United States is the 
development of ethnic content and materials to 
be incorporated into the curriculum of schools of 
social work. The process of incorporating ethnic 
curriculum content generates the process of 
further development and refinement of ethnic 
curriculum content. Thus, the development of so- 
cial work curriculum in relation to social work 
practice in the barrio should be perceived as a 
process in which Chicano concerns and aspira- 
tions are institutionalized within the schools of 
social work. Chicano students and faculty and the 
Chicano community are the major sources for 
helping to develop such a curriculum. In attempt- 
ing to show and clarify the opportunities for con- 
structive change which are needed, 3 factors are 
discussed: (1) the present conditions of Chicano 
curriculum development, (2) the anticipated 
directions which future Chicano curriculum 
development will take, and (3) the methods and 
processes which are required to facilitate these 
anticipated directionalities.

The purpose of the study was to investigate the 
effects of the “Developing Understanding of Self 
and Others” (Duso) Guidance Program on the 
self-concepts of Appalachian primary school chil- 
dren who were matched on intelligence, and ran- 
domly assigned to classes. The subjects in the 
sample numbered 126 at the third grade level, 
112 at the second grade level, and 109 at the first 
grade level. Following a 10-week experimental 
period, 4 subtests of the primary level of the 
California Test of Personality were administered 
to the experimental and control groups. The 4 
subtests included self-reliance, sense of personal 
worth, sense of personal freedom, and feeling of 
belonging. A significant difference on sense of 
personal freedom was found between the means 
of the experimental group and the control group 
at the first grade level. No significant interaction 
was found between the 3 remaining variables 
although the main effects were significant. The 
conclusions indicated that children who par- 
ticipated in the Duso Guidance Program felt 
more capable of doing things independently of 
others, felt more capable of directing their own 
activities, and had a greater feeling of being ac- 
cepted by others than did nonparticipants. How- 
ever, the children did not exhibit a greater sense 
of personal worth. It was concluded that both the 
Duso Guidance Program and grade level affected 
the self-concepts of Appalachian primary school 
children. (HBC)

Some of the major 
presentations dealt with topics such as the real 
challenge of individualized instruction, process 
learning, education in a changing world, new high 
school graduation requirements, and the input for 
planning. Some of the concurrent presentations 
given were on such topics as individualizing in- 
struction in a small elementary school; individual- 
ized learning in practice; individualizing and hu- 
manizing science; the teacher’s role in an in- 
dividualized home economics program; schedul- 
ing and administrative organization; the retrieval- 
dissemination center; counseling in a small high 
school; individualized instruction in subjects such 
as language arts, mathematics, vocational busi- 
ness, and music; and scheduling for the improve- 
ment of instruction. A comprehensive account of 
the long-range plan for individualizing instruction 
in Oregon small schools is also given. (NQ) 
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The basic issues covered in this paper are (1) 
the determination of whether there is a clear ra- 
tionale for a sociology of development and (2) a 
determination of the divergent strategies for the 
implementation of development programs which 
have advantages that transcend the preservation 
of certain philosophical orientations and political 
ideologies. The sociology of development is 
defined as a subfield of sociology which is 
devoted to a study of the theory, design, and im- 
plementation of action programs which are 
proposed for the purpose of deliberately and fun- 
damentally altering social structures in the in- 
terest of achieving more efficient forms of social 
organization, as judged on the basis of values and 
goals considered worthy. The divergent strategies 
of rural development are described in terms of 
the self-help approach and the centralized 
planning approach. It is noted that development 
sociology offers an opportunity for sociology in 
general to become free of its provincialism and 
that a coherent sociology of development 
represents a new era of applied sociology. A 49- 
item bibliography is included.

Agriculture is a main source © employment 
and is a significant contributor to the gross na- 
tional product in most of the Latin American 
countries. In order tc meet domestic and export 
needs, production and productivity must be in- 
creased; land tenure systems must be changed to 
cope with employment and income distribution 
problems; institutions must be modernized in 
order to support production, productivity, and 
commercialization; and technology must be in- 
troduced rapidly for better competition in both 
national and international markets.

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The purpose of this paper is to analyze and 
evaluate the nature, scope, and implications of 
the rural development in the Arab countries of 
the Middle East and North Africa. The first sec- 
tion of the paper deals with the forces that have 
caused changes in agrarian reform policies as 
they affected rural development in these coun- 
tries. Specifically discussed are the Agrarian 
Reform Law of 1958 in Iraq and Syria; the 1967

However, with the migration of 
peasants to urban centers, the need exists for 
more economic development, social uplift, politi- 
cal ———: and effective governmental organiza- 
tion.

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Colleges, vocational colleges, and universities 
offering programs to facilitate the education of 
American Indian students are listed in this 
catalog. The list is designed to aid Indian students 
of high school age who may be planning to obtain 
a higher education and also to aid high school 
counselors and others who are attempting to 
guide Indian students towards higher education. 
The approximately 80 schools that are listed are 
making special efforts to minimize the strain that 
Indian students feel in entering an unknown so- 
cial and cultural environment.

A checklist of services and programs 
at each school--admission policies, scholarship 
programs, orientation programs, registration ad- 
visement, counseling services, Indian publications, 
social clubs and events, employment placement, 
and classes and/or degrees--is also provided. (FF) 
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The paper deals with the culture and 

background of the Chicano migrant child and 

with his frustrations and conflicts in encountering 
the Anglo culture as represented by the school. It 
is pointed out that the Chicano migrant child, 
whose home base is in the Rio Grande Valley, 
lives in either a barrio or, in summer, a migrant 
camp and has little contact with the Anglo cul- 
ture until he enters school; that the only contacts 
his parents have with the Anglo community are 
with the farmer, grocer, gas station attendant, 
and clergyman; that upon entering school, the 
migrant child finds himself in an educational en- 
vironment which is totally foreign to him; and 
that after being unable to learn because of his in- 
ability to understand English, the Chicano 
migrant child usually does not return to school. 
Suggestions to correct the problem and to pro- 
vide the child with an equal learning opportunity 
include (1) that teachers of Spanish-speaking 
children must understand the migrant child, his 
culture, and his problems; (2) that English must 
be taught as a second language; (3) that until the 
child speaks English, he should be taught in 

Spanish; and (4) that the teacher must show the 

child that someone cares and wants him to learn, 

thus engendering in the child a desire to learn.

The analyses in this presentation book, 
prepared by the Policy Research Division of the 
Office of Planning, Research, and Evaluation, Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity, reflect poverty 
statistics based on data from the Current Popula- 
tion Survey of the Bureau of the Census. These 
statistics reflect incomes of families and _ in- 
dividuals which fall below specified income levels 
or poverty lines. These lines are adjusted to take 
account of such factors as family size, sex and 
age of the family head, number of children, and 
farm-nonfarm residence. Each year all poverty 
lines are adjusted by the Consumer Price Index 
so as to reflect changes in the cost of living. The 
poverty information contained in this book is 
presented in 28 tables and accompanying charts 
which are subdivided under the following 
headings: (1) Who are the Poor? (2) Some 
Selected Characteristics of the Poor; (3) 
Frequently Mentioned Poverty Groups; (4) The 
Increase in the Poverty Population between 1969 
and 1970; and (5) Trends in the Poverty Popula- 
tion Over the Past Decade.

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The philosophy behind and the operations of 
the lowa Migrant Action Program (MAP) are 
discussed in this 1972 annual report. In develop- 
ing its programs, MAP emphasizes self-determina- 
tion as a key factor in redirecting the migrant to 
a life style different from the one he has known.

from the North lowa Library Extension.

= full-time staff, and part-time staff.

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The design and implementation of a rotating 
class schedule which was put into effect in the 
Charlo High School, Charlo, Montana in Sep- 
tember 1969 is discussed in this paper. The 
schedule, described in this report, consists of a 
75-minute period followed by 2, 60-minute 
periods in the morning and 4, 45-minute after- 
noon periods. The program evaluation, made 
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after the initial 3 weeks, is described; and nega- 
tive and positive aspects of the rotating schedule 
are discussed.

which will satisfy the need for adequate human 
resources in the region. It was then possible to 
conclude the study by developing the broad out- 
lines of an educational program for rural Ap- 
palachian schools aimed at achieving the objec- 
tives which were derived from the concept of 
scale.

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The principal objective of this research was to 
analyze the question of the kinds or types of 
teachers who have the most influence on stu- 
dents’ aspirations and achievements. The study 
included a sample of students from 4 high schools 
in which Indian and non-Indian students were en- 
rolled. A questionnaire was administered to and 
analyzed for 451 respondents. Students indicated 
that English more than non-English teachers had 
had a strong influence on their educational 
aspirations and expectations. Of all students who 
identified English teachers as persons with whom 
they had discussed their educational plans, 47% 
were Indian and 40% were non-Indian. The 


author concluded from this analysis that English 
teachers are more likely than other teachers to 
have discussed educational plans with students. It 
was further concluded that those Indian students 
who contacted English teachers appeared to be 
least academically oriented, or conversely, were 
more likely candidates for drop-out status. It was 
suggested that future research on this question 
should be undertaken with designs which separate 
the effects of teachers’ characteristics from the 
effects of student-teacher interaction and the 
content of the subjects taught. (HBC)

Further studies were recom- 
mended on the utilization study concerning the 








improvement of the use of tape recorders as a 
feedback treatment.

The individual with high intuitive and 
analytic ratings (Hi I - Hi A) is at a significant 
advantage, while the individual with Hi A and 
low intuitive ratings has low learning efficiency. 
Further research was recommended on the in- 
teractive effects of the analytic and intuitive 
dimensions on various instructional techniques. 
The desirability of gearing instructional regimes 
to individual differences was preferable.

This progress report of the curriculum develop- 
ment project aimed at the study of Canada’s 
urban areas through examination of Canadian 
writings covers the project’s first two years.

The primary difficulties, after the 
formation of the team, entailed acquiring release 
time, arranging a compatible schedule, coping 
with the demands of extra curricular assignments, 
finding workspace, and obtaining secretarial 
assistance and personnel willing to gather and an- 
notate material.

3) content, 4) materials development, and 5) 
evaluation. Described first is the Canurgo Simula- 
tion game, which can be developed at three levels 
and which involves students taking on the roles 
(up to 30) of various community figures. The 
urban area is composed of the city proper and 
three politically independent suburbs with a vary- 
ing tax base and socio-economic level. A Sour- 
cebook in Canadian Urban Government is ar- 
ranged by sections to deal progressively with a 
topic and can also be utilized as an auxiliary part 
of the game. Partial listing of contents is pro- 
vided. The Young Politicians Handbook, designed 
in cartoon format, is a serious approach to 
preparation for holding public office and is suita- 
ble for slow and average learners. Providing for a 
discussion approach, it requires teacher prepara- 
tion in leading seminars. Field testing for the two 
publications is planned for 1973. Appended is an 
evaluation sheet used in a January, 1972, 
workshop which studied curriculum materials 
being developed by the Project Canada West 
teams.

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Design, *Curriculum Development, Elementary 
Grades, *Inquiry Training, Interdisciplinary Ap- 
proach, Projects, Self Concept, Self Esteem, 
Socialization, *Social Studies, *Urban Studies 
Identifiers—Canada, *Project Canada West 
The Powell River Project proposed to design a 
curriculum with the Canadian urban environment 
as a major focus, using elementary teachers as 
developers (ED 055 018). This progress report 
contains individual summaries from seven ele- 
mentary teachers, outlining the process of deter- 
mining the children’s knowledge of self and of 
the world around them. Emphasis throughout the 
reviews is on the inventories developed regarding 
the children’s understanding about their environ- 
ment, occupations, media influences, local 
government, cultures, transportation, resources, 
geographic concepts, etc. Teacher attitudes 
reflect appreciation for extensive board and com- 
munity support, reaffirm the need for release 
time for curriculum development, support the 
view that teachers rather than a non-teaching 
specialist, should develop curriculum, and in- 
dicate satisfaction with the progress of the pro- 
gram. An interim list of inventories is appended, 
indicating the topic, grade level questioned, and 
the teachers involved. A sample topic: “‘What Do 
Children Think They Learn From Television, 
Radio, and Newspapers?” The collection of in- 
ventories completed represents an adequate basis 
for a teacher’s resource book on primary urban 
studies. It is felt that counsel from a publisher 
would be appropriate at this time. (JMB) 
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This investigation is an empirical attempt to 

locate variables which best predict individual 

modernity and to explicate causal relationships. 

The dimensions chosen for analysis are defined 

by several relevant models in past research. The 





independent variables include two personal 
characteristics (age and sex); five structural vari- 
ables (residence, SES, organizational participa- 
tion, religion, and exposure to the mass media of 
communications); and four social psychological 
variables (identification with community, in- 
dividualism, familism, and fatalism). The depen- 
dent variable is individual modernity. An area in 
eastern Kentucky, a traditional society in the 
process of modernization, is chosen as a source 
for data. A research model is designed, analyzed, 
and revised. The authors suggest that the varia- 
bles shown in the revised model may provide a 
good empirical base for theoretical formation. 
(Author/SHM ) 
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This study analyzed teacher assessment of 

several factors related to selected filmstrips pro- 

vided to teachers by the American Iron and Steel 

Institute. Main concerns of the study related to 

applicability of the filmstrip to instructional pro- 

grams, assessment of accuracy of information 
contained, effectiveness of content, effectiveness 
of explanation of difficult concepts, assessment of 
value of content of pictures, comparison with 
commercially produced filmstrips, and comments 
concerning materials. A normative survey was 
conducted using a questionnaire instrument sent 
to 1200 randomly selected teachers who had 
previously received one of three filmstrips from 
the institute. Findings show that of the total 
responses received, consisting of a seventy-four 
per cent return of the questionnaires, over two- 
thirds of the respondents rated the materials as 
good or outstanding in regard to curricular ac- 
ceptability; determined the information to be ac- 
curate; evaluated classroom use effectiveness of 
filmstrips as good or outstanding; determined that 
the films presented difficult concepts effectively; 
rated the visual content highly; evaluated indus- 
try’s attitude as unobtrusive; and considered the 
filmstrips comparable to commercial materials. 

The study concludes that since the overall at- 

titude toward the filmstrips were highly favorable, 

industry should continue to sponsor such educa- 
tional materials. (SJM) 
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This handbook describes the nature and con- 
tent of art education and includes some suggested 
possibilities for implementing art programs. It is 
directed to principals, directors of instruction, su- 
perintendents, and boards of education, and is in- 
tended to help school districts improve, expand, 
and develop an art curriculum that is suitable to 
each district’s needs, interests and capacities.

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Initial entry into school is the first of several 

major transitions individuals must make as they 
progress through the social life cycle of American 
society. It also marks the first time they en- 
counter to any appreciable extent an organiza- 
tional context. As such, an analysis of children’s 
transition into school is a unique opportunity to 
examine both the processes of individual’s adjust- 
ment and adaptation to new social context and 
their first extensive encounter with an organiza- 
tion. This report discusses the research literature 
related to this topic and develops a theoretical 
framework for examining the processes of adjust- 
ment and adaptation as they are influenced by 
the role requirements placed upon children by 
the school setting, the structural properties of the 
school, the characteristics (personalities) of the 
children themselves, and the web of social rela- 
tionships the children are involved in both in and 
out of school. A research design and schedule 
based on the framework is described; and six 
research instruments developed for carrying out 
the study are reproduced in the appendices to the 
report. (Author/KBW) 
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An exploratory course in the creation of shapes 

using a variety of metals and techniques is 

described in this guide for quinmester elective 

course for grades 7-12. Students cut, form, weld, 

rivet, cast and finish such metals as steel, copper, 

aluminum, brass, pewter, and bronze. They 

develop a working knowledge of the various tools 

and processes, while gaining experience in three- 
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dimensional design. Sections of this guide cover: 
course description and rationale; course content; 
behavioral objectives; course procedures; strate- 
gies and suggested learning activities; and 
resources for students and teachers. (Sculpture, 
Metallic Formations I is represented by ED 061 
234.) (JLB) 
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This elective course for grades 7-12 was 
created with a three fold purpose: |) to create in 
the student an awareness of the effect of sculp- 
tural forms on his environment; 2) to introduce 
the student to an appreciation of stone sculpture; 
and 3) to further enhance the artistic abilities of 
the student through sculpting in stone. Course 
content includes an introduction, demonstration 
of studio procedures, demonstration of stone 
sculpture techniques, studio work, and critique. 
Some of the behavioral objectives are for the stu- 
dent to be able to: 1) define vocabulary terms; 2) 
identify stone sculptors from past/present art 
movements; 3) create open and/or closed forms 
in stone; and 4) identify the qualities of various 
types of carving stone. Course procedures, strate- 
gies, and suggested learning activities are out- 
lined, and resources for students and teachers are 
listed. (JLB) 
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Secondary level students explore the state of 
poverty in affluent America in this quinmester so- 
cial studies course. The objectives are for stu- 
dents to assess personal views and understandings 
of poverty; to locate the poor through research; 
to identify the causes and economic, social, and 
political effects of poverty; to examine changing 
attitudes and viewpoints of Americans toward the 
poor from a historical perspective; to compare 
and contrast efforts made toward helping the 
poor; to research present efforts to alleviate the 
plight of the poor on a national, state, and local 
level; to investigate welfare programs imple- 
mented in other nations; and to compare these 
programs with ones in the United States to assess 
their applicability in America. Emphasis is upon 
activity learning that involves discussion, role 
playing, and research. The curriculum guide fol- 
lows the same format used in other quinmester 
courses including outlines of a course description 
and rationale, objectives, content, and activities. 
Resources are suggested throughout the activities 
section, ‘and a teacher/student bibliography lists 
textual, and audio visual materials, filmstrips, 
films, simulation games, slides, reports, periodi- 
cals, and books. (SJM) 
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Identifiers—Florida, Mosaics, *Quinmester Pro- 

ram 

This quinmester guide describes a laboratory 
course designed to offer opportunities for experi- 
mentation in mosaic design by exploring uses of 
various techniques and materials. The course, 
which is offered to 7th through 12th grade pre- 
vocational students, emphasizes the use of design 
in relation to creative composition. Students learn 
to design, glaze, fire, cut and develop their own 
tiles, tessera, etc., to be utilized in mosaic pro- 
jects. Proper use of instruments and tools as well 
as proper technique is emphasized. In addition to 
actually producing projects, students learn the 
importance of mosaic art as a medium for art ex- 
pression, and the historical background of mosaic 
design from the Egyptians to contemporary 
artists. Other sections of the guide include: a 
course outline; an evaluation section; bibliogra- 
phies of student and teacher references; a list of 
places to visit; a list of periodicals of interest, 
suggested media resources for teachers, and a list 
of equipment suppliers. Related documents are: 
SO 005 292, and SO 005 270. (Author/OPH) 
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Junior high students examine selected primitive 
societies in this quinmester course. The concept 
of culture is defined and studied to expose 
similarities and differences between primitive and 
contemporary man and civilizations, not simply 
for greater understanding but also to permit 
further insight into American civilization. Both 
types of societies are analyzed for their ad- 
vantages and disadvantages and require students 
to explore the value of a simple vs. complex cul- 
ture. Activity units encourage students to employ 
the tools of the social scientist and examine 
primitive societies from the anthropologists point 
of view. Course content is divided into five units 
which include information on the meaning and 
development of culture, the identification of cul- 
tural characteristics and aspects of life concern- 
ing environment, food, clothing, homes, social 
and political structure, death, and religion of the 
Australian Aborigines, the Ainus’ of Northern 
Japan, and the Eskimos. The last unit compares 
advanced and primitive societies. The quinmester 
course is arranged into goals, content, activity, 
and resource sections. (SJM) 
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The Executive Branch of the United States 
government is examined in this grades 10-12 
Quinmester Program curriculum guide. Trends 
and issues surrounding the American presidency, 
its roles and functions, and their evolution 
through time are discussed. The approach 
emphasizes how the president is viewed by his 
many constituencies, thereby giving the student 
an insight into the many roles and stances the 
president must adopt to be an effective leader. 
Some broad goals of the course are to: 1) help 
students critically discuss the evolution of the 
president’s constitutional powers; 2) analyze the 
functions of the executive branch; 3) generalize 
about the effect of a given president on the office 
of presidency; and, 4) analyze the relationships 


between the three branches of government. A 
broad goals, content outline, objectives and learn- 
ing activities, and materials sections are included 
in the guide. (Author/OPH) 
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Art media, techniques and skills for two and 

three dimensional design and composition are 

discussed in this Quinmester Program tentative 

curriculum guide. Students, upon completion of 

the course, are able to show competencies in the 

following areas of design: color, value, line, 

shape, texture, and multi-media and concept ex- 

perimentation. Concluding sections in the guide 

are: Suggestions for the Instructor, Vocabulary, 

and References and Resources. (Author/OPH) 
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Secondary students learn to deal objectively 
with domestic issues and problems in this quin- 
mester elective course. Emphasis is upon provid- 
ing students with an opportunity for indepth 
study in critical thinking on current controversial 
issues, using activity units as a principal teaching 
technique. The objectives are for students to 
identify and describe major issues in the problem 
areas of civil rights, crime control, preservation 
of the environment and natural resources, and 
over-population; state a value position regarding 
any given aspect of the problem; and present 
evidence to support the value position stated. The 
course is arranged as other quinmester courses 
with goals, content, activities, and resources sec- 
tions. (SJM) 
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Military institutions in the United States are ex- 
amined from a historical perspective by students 
in grades 10 through 12 in this quinmester social 
studies course. Objectives are for students to 
identify pertinent information about selected 
wars; describe factors that have influenced the 
development of American military policy and the 
organization of the American military institution; 
describe the influence of the military institution 
on the American economy; distinguish between 
strategy and tactics; trace the development of 
manpower procurement procedures of the Amer- 
ican military; evaluate the policy of the suprema- 


cy of civil authority over the military; and specu- 
late on factors that affect the status of the milita- 
ry institution in the minds of the American 
public. Content, coordinated with the objectives, 
is guided by inquiry teaching strategies focusing 
on concept teaching and activity learning. Ar- 
ranged as other quinmester courses, this survey is 
divided into a broad goals section, a content out- 
line, objectives and learning activities, and 
materials. (Author/SJM) 
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This research report (excerpts from the 
author’s dissertation) explores the question of 
whether the role of the school is to socialize the 
young to our present political norms, or to go 
further and introduce the young to new ways of 
thinking and possibly to new alternatives and 
values. The study investigates the elementary 
school teacher to discover what he perceives to 
be his role in civil training, to ascertain his 
feelings as to the possibility of change, to 
discover what kinds of risks he will take, and to 
determine what specific classroom activities he 
will or will not do. A literature review highlights 
relevant research on civic training and political 
socialization of the young--the role of the school, 
the teacher, the curriculum. An analysis of the 
data gathered is given in the concluding chapter. 
The author cites educational needs for the 
development of an elementary political science 
curriculum, a less conservative plan geared 
toward better helping the student to deal with 
problems of modern society. (Author/SHM) 
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Proliferation of factual data, an educational 
problem for some time, is a greater dilemma 
today due to the knowledge explosion. Facts are 
accumulating at an alarming rate. All too often 
teachers require students to learn irrelevant data 
(statement of facts) rather than learning to select, 
process, handle, interpret, employ, and organize 
data, and to develop skills. General education 
should have the relevant goal of teaching skills, 
capacities, and insights which are applicable to 
solving problems and to the transfer of learning 
in general. Reasons given for substituting the 
learning of raw data in place of skills in most 
courses are that students shift from subject to 
subject leaving little time to learn more than 
definitions and factual data; that simple assertions 
of data are predictable, allowing for objective ex- 
amination by teachers, for students to prepare for 
examinations, and for an average coverage of 
subject. The quantitative increase in facts, sub- 
jects, ideas, and in publications requires an in- 
crease in the human capacity to absorb and 
process, and less on information, data-like state- 
ments, and “knowledge” in the most common 
sense of that term (more properly put, a distinc- 
tion between knowledge of items and knowledge 
of skills).

A two-fold 
rpose of the study is stated: !) to modify the 
Rokeach Value Survey in order to make it a 
more appropriate and reliable instrument for use 
with 9 to 12 year old pupils and, 2) utilize the 
modified instrument to investigate differences in 





the value preferences among subgroups of the 
population sampled. Several tentative implica- 
tions for educational practice of the findings of 
these and related studies and for further research 
are identified. Seven tables which summarize the 
measurement instrument and the results of the 
value survey are included. (Author/SHM) 
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A technical report, summarized in this docu- 
ment, examined the findings of a questionnaire 
survey conducted in Spring 1970 of a sample of 
students and teachers in two school systems in 
the Middle Atlantic states. The study attempted 
to define and categorize the existing and possible 
kinds of student participation in high school deci- 
sions; to describe the attitudes of these students 
and staff concerning alternative decision-making 
procedures; and to analyze some likely effects of 
different types of student involvement in high 
school decisions. The five chapters of this docu- 
ment include information on school goals which 
student participation may affect; distinctions 
between kinds of student involvement and at- 
titudes of teachers and students about the actual 
and desired amount cf involvement; the analysis 
of student participation relationships by focusing 
on student experiences in extra-curricular activi- 
ties; student involvement in non-academic deci- 
sions; and student participation in academic deci- 
sions. In general, findings show that within the 
two groups of students and teachers a great diver- 
sity of attitudes and opinions about student par- 
ticipation exists. (Author/SJM) 
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Must there be a dichotomy between research 
and teaching? Believing that the two go hand in 
hand rather than at odds with each other the 
author illustrates how cooperation between both 
can take place. At the Suderland Polytechnic His- 
tory Division, in which students are preparing for 
B. Ed. and Teaching Certificate work, students 
study the particular area of the First World War, 
using and contributing to the developing research 
archive resources of the Department in prepara- 
tion of their dissertation which specifically 
focuses on one aspect of the war. Research work 
consists of collecting materials, assessing it for 
archival purposes, and producing sources of 
references. Emphasis is upon students gathering 
primary sources such as letters, diaries, photo- 
graphs, papers, maps, and oral recollections of 
war experiences that relate to personal ex- 
periences in the war. Three purposes behind the 
work are to preserve a perishable record; to use

True understanding would necessarily reflect con- 

tent on the political, social, and cultural aspects 

of Latin America. (SJM) 
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The goal of civic education, as discussed in this 
paper, is responsible political activism. Although 
the word activism tends to conjure a negative 
image of a revolutionary student body for some, 
the term is used here to express active participa- 
tion in the decision making process, respect for 
others’ opinions, and upholding one’s beliefs. In 
this view, education should approve of and en- 
courage student activism. Schools, often in an ef- 
fort to keep the peace, preserve the status quo 
regardless of the issue and opt for passivity of 
students. Activism then, can be explained, not by 
school activities but, rather, by out of school ex- 
periences. When a credibility gap exists between 
schools and students, activism may be a reaction 
not only to education, which often ignores social 
problems and ills of today, but also to schools 
which do not reflect participatory democracy. If 
civic education is to effect responsible student ac- 
tivism positively, it needs to provide curricular 
content reflecting the reality of political and so- 
cial life and, further, to furnish a model of active 
and mindful civic behavior worthy of emulation, 
encouraging and providing a climate for student 
participation within school walls. (SJM) 
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Certain areas in the social studies can be effec- 
tively taught in a non-classroom setting. This ex- 
periment determined if, in a supermarket situa- 
tion, consumer preferences (as measured in sales 
figures and augmented by questionnaire data) 
could be altered by the addition of nutritional in- 
formation to the labels of sixteen items which had 
moderate sales in a sample of two matched super- 
markets. Two labeling methods were compared-- 
that of the FDA (Food and Drug Administra- 
tion), listing percentages of specific nutrients 
contained in one portion of a labeled item, with 
the FE (Food Equivalent), consisting of a dia- 
grammatic comparison between nutrients in one 
portion of a well-known reference food. Analysis 
showed that the FE labe! was significantly more 
effective in promoting the sale of the more nutri- 
tious item, and that the addition of labels effected 
a change in consumer preference. Further, it 
seems safe to generalize that customers are open 
to some sort of educational process at the point 
of contact, if that contact is made in a certain 





manner, illustrating the need for planning in a 
methodological approach. The problems of adapt- 
ing content and identifying certain steps can be 
dealt with and, moreover, an instructional model 
can be desi: for use in such non-classroom in- 
struction. (Author/SJM) 
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New social studies curricula and methods need 
to be adapted to fundamental aims of education - 
- the stimulation of cognitive and moral develop- 
ment. Educational implications of Piaget’s work 
in cognitive stage development and the author’s 
work in moral stage development are based upon 
the cognitive developmental transition of John 
Dewey, who suggested that it is the social role of 
schools to develop active thought toward concern 
for social justice. Two previously neglected 
themes of Dewey which are elaborated in this 
work on moral stages, and which may correct 
certain basic gaps in the new social studies, con- 
cern education as supplier of the conditions for 
development through the cognitive and moral 
stages, and ethical principles as defining the aims 
of social education. The most important findings 
in cognitive development are the verifications of 
Piaget’s description of adolescence as the period 
of development of abstract, reflective thought. 
Although social inquiry or analytic thinking can- 
not be taught, its development can be stimulated 
and extended. Moral stages lie at the core of 
political and social value decisions. A moral 
development approach, non-indoctrinative in its 
objectives and methods, that is concerned about 
moral action as well as moral reasoning, needs to 
be formed. (Author/SJM) 
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A model training program for improving racial 
attitudes and behaviors of future teachers is 
presented in this paper. The long range program 
goal is to help preservice students become 
knowledgeable, humane, and capable teachers 
and human beings. Although the research basis 
for this paper, described in document SO 005 
383, indicated that racial attitudes, knowledge, 
and activities of every human being are 
developed over a lifetime, the same research 
study indicated that teacher education students 
might gain improved attitudes, increased 
knowledge, and some formative activities for 
better relating to children of all races through a 
training program. The main instructional com- 
ponents of this social studies model can provide 
students with: 1) knowledge about minority 
groups, cultural styles of life, the specific learning 
characteristics of minority groups, and effective 
teacher behaviors for working with disadvantaged 
groups; 2) actual practicum settings in which stu- 
dents can view the various social aspects of disad- 
vantaged children; 3) value development sessions 
to form positive and humane value orientations 
toward minority groups; and 4) seminar sessions 
in which students can discuss issues that related 
to children and adults of minority groups. (SJM) 
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A framework for approaching an issue-oriented 
American history course through the small group 
technique (grouping of 5 to 7 students) is pro- 
vided in this paper. Student grouping in a 
cooperative style enhances affective and cognitive 
development and, further, allows for evaluation 
of each member's and group’s contributions. Pro- 
vided are rationale; educational objectives; sug- 
gestions for small group implementation, includ- 
ing information on the methods of cooperative 
grouping and evaluation; twenty most often asked 
questions about the cooperative group process 
with an answer to each question; training for 
roles in the cooperative group with responsibili- 
ties enumerated for the key roles of moderator, 
evaluator, assistant moderator, and teacher; and 
instructions for small group teams. Also included 
are forms to be used in small group evaluation 
along with a practice session rating sheet, student 
rating sheet for a tournament, and a guide sheet 
for rating. (SJM) 
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Information on ts of social studies 
teachers’ racial attitudes, knowledges, and skill in 
implementing relevant ethnic-racial activities in 
the classroom are presented. Major research stu- 
dies that have examined teacher attitudes toward 
black and other minority group children are 
discussed along with information on programs 
that have attempted to improve teachers’ cogni- 
tive-perceptual orientation to minority group chil- 
dren. In addition, a description of the program 
treatment used in this study is presented. The 
major findings of this study show that: 1) teacher 
education students hold many of the same ethnic- 
racial stereotypes held by the general white popu- 
lation; and 2) specifically designed preservice 
courses of study dealing with teaching disad- 
vantaged children can provide student gains in in- 
formation about minority groups and initiate ra- 
cial attitude changes. The paper concludes with 
general recommendations and plans for future 
study.

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Identifiers— Florida 
Procedures and findings of a survey conducted 
in 1970-71, relative to the teaching of psychology 
in Florida secondary schools, are reported here. 
The objectives of the study were to obtain a 
broad range of information and relevant data per- 
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taining to the status of psychology and to deter- 
mine the needs of teachers for materials and au- 
diovisual instructional aides which they would 
like to have available for use in their classrooms. 
A questionnaire designed and distributed to 347 
Florida secondary schools, of which 217 (62.5%) 
returned the questionnaires, revealed that 
psychology as a separate course of study was 
taught in 140 schools; that 12,519 students were 
enrolled in specific psychology courses of at least 
one semester; 19,779 students enrolled in 
separate psychology courses ranging in length 
from six weeks to one year; the average teacher 
of psychology had 22.7 hours of college 
background in psychology and felt this was 
adequate; psychology courses were offered 
primarily as electives and offered to 1 Ith and 
12th graders; and psychological subject matter 
was taught in other courses. A major conclusion 
showed that an overwhelming number of teachers 
desired assistance in improving the quality of 
their courses, needing new and various kinds of 
materials and information to help them teach 
their courses.

ties; student involvement in non-academic deci- 
sions; and student participation in academic deci- 
sions. In general, findings show that within the 
two groups of students and teachers a great diver- 
sity of attitudes and opinions about student par- 
ticipation exists. (Author/SJM) 
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Must there be a dichotomy between research 
and teaching? Believing that the two go hand in 
hand rather than at odds with each other the 
author illustrates how cooperation between both 
can take place. At the Suderland Polytechnic His- 
tory Division, in which students are preparing for 
B. Ed. and Teaching Certificate work, students 
study the particular area of the First World War, 
using and contributing to the developing research 
archive resources of the Department in prepara- 
tion of their dissertation which specifically 
focuses on one aspect of the war. Research work 
consists of collecting materials, assessing it for 
archival purposes, and producing sources of 
references. Emphasis is upon students gathering 
primary sources such as letters, diaries, photo- 
graphs, papers, maps, and oral recollections of 
war experiences that relate to personal ex- 
periences in the war. Three purposes behind the 
work are to preserve a perishable record; to use 
materials informally in the schools in an effort to 
bring pupils to an understanding of the war; and 
to train students in the historical method. (SJM) 
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In this speech, a plea is made to return content 

to the social studies. Content is seen as essential 

to cognitive and affective learning. Although the 
author feels that the introduction of behavioral 
objectives is a significant development of the 
various social studies projects, it is meaningless 
unless it is related to content. Clearly stated goals 
which involve the ultimate perception of con- 
cepts, generalizations, and models are dependent 
ultimately upon the selection and use of content. 

An example is given in which entering college 

students were asked how much content about 

Latin American was offered in their social studies 

classrooms -- the answer being very little. How- 

ever, these same students are expected to un- 
derstand minority problems in the United States. 

True understanding would necessarily reflect con- 

tent on the political, social, and cultural aspects 

of Latin America. (SJM) 
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The goal of civic education, as discussed in this 
paper, is responsible political activism. Although 
the word activism tends to conjure a negative 
image of a revolutionary student body for some, 
the term is used here to express active participa- 
tion in the decision making process, respect for 
others’ opinions, and upholding one’s beliefs. In 
this view, education should approve of and en- 
courage student activism. Schools, often in an ef- 
fort to keep the peace, preserve the status quo 
regardless of the issue and opt for passivity of 
students. Activism then, can be explained, not by 
school activities but, rather, by out of school ex- 
periences. When a credibility gap exists between 
schools and students, activism may be a reaction 
not only to education, which often ignores social 
problems and ills of today, but also to schools 
which do not reflect participatory democracy. If 
civic education is to effect responsible student ac- 
tivism positively, it needs to provide curricular 
content reflecting the reality of political and so- 
cial life and, further, to furnish a model of active 
and mindful civic behavior worthy of emulation, 
encouraging and providing a climate for student 
Participation within school walls. (SJM) 
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Certain areas in the social studies can be effec- 
tively taught in a non-classroom setting. This ex- 
periment determined if, in a supermarket situa- 
tion, consumer preferences (as measured in sales 
figures and augmented by questionnaire data) 
could be altered by the addition of nutritional in- 
formation to the labels of sixteen items which had 
moderate sales in a sample of two matched super- 
markets. Two labeling methods were compared-- 
that of the FDA (Food and Drug Administra- 
tion), listing percentages of specific nutrients 
contained in one portion of a labeled item, with 
the FE (Food Equivalent), consisting of a dia- 
grammatic com — between nutrients in one 
portion of a well-known reference food. Analysis 
showed that the FE label was significantly more 
effective in promoting the sale of the more nutri- 
tious item, and that the addition of labels effected 
a change in consumer preference. Further, it 
seems safe to generalize that customers are open 
to some sort of educational process at the point 
of contact, if that contact is made in a certain 





manner, illustrating the need for planning in a 
methodological approach. The problems of adapt- 
ing content and identifying certain steps can be 
dealt with and, moreover, an instructional model 
can be for use in such non-classroom in- 
struction. (Author/SJM) 
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New social studies curricula and methods need 
to be adapted to fundamental aims of education - 
- the stimulation of cognitive and moral develop- 
ment. Educational implications of Piaget’s work 
in cognitive stage development and the author’s 
work in moral stage development are based upon 
the cognitive developmental transition of John 
Dewey, who suggested that it is the social role of 
schools to develop active thought toward concern 
for social justice. Two previously neglected 
themes of Dewey which are elaborated in this 
work on moral stages, and which may correct 
certain basic gaps in the new social studies, con- 
cern education as supplier of the conditions for 
development through the cognitive and moral 
stages, and ethical principles as defining the aims 
of social education. The most important findings 
in cognitive development are the verifications of 
Piaget's description of adolescence as the period 
of development of abstract, reflective thought. 
Although social inquiry or analytic thinking can- 
not be taught, its development can be stimulated 
and extended. Moral stages lie at the core of 
political and social value decisions. A moral 
development approach, non-indoctrinative in its 

and , that is concerned about 
moral action as well as moral reasoning, needs to 
be formed. (Author/SJM) 
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A model training program for improving racial 
attitudes and behaviors of future teachers is 
presented in this paper. The long range program 
see is to help preservice students become 
nowledgeable, humane, and capable teachers 
and human beings. Although the research basis 
for this paper, described in document SO 005 
383, indicated that racial attitudes, knowledge, 
and activities of every human being are 
developed over a lifetime, the same research 
study indicated that teacher education students 
might gain improved attitudes, increased 
knowledge, and some formative activities for 
better relating to children of all races through a 
training program. The main instructional com- 
ponents of this social studies model can provide 
students with: 1) knowledge about minority 
groups, cultural styles of life, the specific learning 
characteristics of minority groups, and effective 
teacher behaviors for working with disadvantaged 
groups; 2) actual practicum settings in which stu- 
dents can view the various social aspects of disad- 
vantaged children; 3) value development sessions 
to form positive and humane value orientations 
toward minority groups; and 4) seminar sessions 
in which students can discuss issues that related 
to children and adults of minority groups. (SJM) 
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A framework for approaching an issue-oriented 
American history course through the small group 
technique (grouping of 5 to 7 students) is pro- 
vided in this paper. Student grouping in a 
cooperative style enhances affective and cognitive 
development and, further, allows for evaluation 
of each member's and group’s contributions. Pro- 
vided are rationale; educational objectives; sug- 
gestions for small group implementation, includ- 
ing information on the methods of cooperative 
grouping and evaluation; twenty most often asked 
questions about the cooperative group process 
with an answer to each question; training for 
roles in the cooperative group with responsibili- 
ties enumerated for the key roles of moderator, 
evaluator, assistant moderator, and teacher; and 
instructions for small group teams. Also included 
are forms to be used in small group evaluation 
along with a practice session rating sheet, student 
rating sheet for a tournament, and a guide sheet 
for rating. (SJM) 
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Information on aspects of social studies 
teachers’ racial attitudes, knowledges, and skill in 
implementing relevant ethnic-racial activities in 
the classroom are presented. Major research stu- 
dies that have examined teacher attitudes toward 
black and other minority group children are 
discussed along with information on programs 
that have attempted to improve teachers’ cogni- 
tive-perceptual orientation to minority group chil- 
dren. In addition, a description of the program 
treatment used in this study is presented. The 
major findings of this study show that: |) teacher 
education students hold many of the same ethnic- 
racial stereotypes held by the general white popu- 
lation; and 2) specifically designed preservice 
courses of study dealing with teaching disad- 
vantaged children can provide student gains in in- 
formation about minority groups and initiate ra- 
cial attitude changes. The paper concludes with 
general recommendations and plans for future 
study. (FDI)

Procedures and findings of a survey conducted 

in 1970-71, relative to the teaching of psychology 

in Florida secondary schools, are reported here. 

The objectives of the study were to obtain a 

broad range of information and relevant data per- 
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taining to the status of psychology and to deter- 
mine the needs of teachers for materials and au- 
diovisual instructional aides which they would 
like to have available for use in their classrooms. 
A questionnaire designed and distributed to 347 
Florida secondary schools, of which 217 (62.5%) 
returned the questionnaires, revealed that 
psychology as a separate course of study was 
taught in 140 schools; that 12,519 students were 
enrolled in specific psychology courses of at least 
one semester; 19,779 students enrolled in 
separate psychology courses ranging in length 
from six weeks to one year; the average teacher 
of psychology had 22.7 hours of college 
background in psychology and felt this was 
adequate; psychology courses were offered 
primarily as electives and offered to 11th and 
12th graders; and psychological subject matter 
was taught in other courses. A major conclusion 
showed that an overwhelming number of teachers 
desired assistance in improving the quality of 
their courses, needing new and various kinds of 
materials and information to help them teach 
their courses. (Author/SJM) 
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New models of research and training combined 
with dissemination techniques can contribute to 
relevant social change. The Ecological Psycholo- 
gy Program at Michigan State University, a grad- 
uate training program which focuses on model 
building and implementation research, offers 
ideas on the plausability of social programming. 
The process would involve a new social and 
professional role involving the innovator, first, in 
the creation of an alternative subsystem model 
combining research and training, in a community 
context and designed to meet social needs, and, 
secondly, in implementation of the model through 
dissemination, diffusion, and adoption. Examples 
of types of research that have been completed or 
are underway by the faculty and staff of the pro- 
gram, and related problems, are discussed. 
fabieee of implementation research focus on 
getting individuals and institutions to adopt social 
innovations. A program of research demonstrat- 
ing both the model building and implementation 
aspects is discussed. This program, the Fair- 
weather Community Lodge Program, was 
designed to be a permanent social support for 
released psychiatric patients. Attempts were 
made for adoption of the lodge program 
throughout the country. (SJM) 
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The teaching guide for secondary students 
focuses on the structure, authority, and decision 
making procedures of international organizations 
and their ability to keep peace. Students par- 
ticipate in an exercise for predicting how present 
organizations can handle peace-threatening situa- 
tions and how they can be designed to improve 
their peacekeeping ability. In addition, the exer- 
cise encourages students to recognize that inter- 
national organizations are evolving and changing, 
and motivates students to investigate global is- 
sues. The guide comprises student objectives, 
procedures for implementing the exercise, three 
world organization models, a list of questions to 
help students clarify their understanding of the 
world organization model, and a list of questions 
in regard to how nations and a world organization 
react to problems. (SJM) 
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This exercise, designed for use by upper ele- 

mentary and high school students, introduces the 
concepts of model and system. By examining a 
physical model, such as a top, the student learns 
the concepts of model and system which can later 
be applied to the study of social systems. A large 
system of interrelated parts is examined and the 
system and sub-systems analyzed. Emphasis is 
upon the concept formation of interdependence. 
Understanding of the two concepts is viewed as a 
prerequisite to the study of world politics in 
which there exists an interdependence among all 
nations. Objectives, a list of needed materials, 
and procedures are briefly stated. Sixteen 
questions for examination of the model are in- 
cluded to help students define the two concepts; 
analyze advantages and disadvantages for study- 
ing systems; represent a system pictorially, orally, 
or in writing; and recognize essential and non-es- 
sential parts and sub-systems. (Author/SJM) 
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Nine questions provide a framework for ex- 

amining and analyzing how power is used in 
human relationships and institutions and four 
questions are presented that show how to begin 
to apply knowledge about power learning through 
the previous questioning. To gain an understand- 
ing of power, students can analyze various histori- 
cal situations, institutions, and classroom relation- 
ships. Films, texts, novels, personal experiences, 
simulations, and newspapers contain data on 
power relationships for examination. Content 
from the various social science disciplines can be 
examined by the questions. (SJM) 
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Designed for high school seniors, this unit, con- 
sisting of a teaching guide and instructional 
materials for students, focuses on the nature and 
meaning of the obligation of an American to his 
country and himself in regard to military service. 
Cognitive objectives are to provide students with 
an understanding of conscription, of the Selective 
Service System of the U.S., of aiternative respon- 
ses to military services and alternative means of 
providing for the national defense. Affective ob- 
jectives are to help students explore the nature of 
their obligation tc themselves and their country, 
of alternative positions, and of patriotism and 
loyalty. Activity units introduce role playing, 
skits, filmstrips, readings, and class discussion. 
The teacher's guide outlines intended content and 


activities for each of the twenty day class periods. 
Most student instruction materials are included in 
the workbook. Topic headings for the four parts 
are: The Selective Service System and Conscrip- 
tion in the U.S., Alternative Means of National 
Defense, Alternative Individual Responses to 
Military Obligation, and Individuals in Interaction 
within the Selective Service System. Appendices 
include other activities, tests and answers, charts, 
role assignment sheets and cards. (SJM)

Emphasis is 
upon two major ecological conflicts: one over the 
use of a wilderness area, and the other over the 
use of living and non-living resources of the 
oceans. In the third unit, students examine the 
right of Walt Disney productions to develop the 
Mineral King area of the Sequoia National Forest 
in California into a resort. Questions over use of 
the oceans are examined in the last unit, with stu- 
dents discussing a variety of issues ranging from 
oil spills and fishing rights to the division of the 
wealth in the oceans. Inductive methods en- 
courage students to discover controversy through 
the examination and discussion of issues and 
through various suggested activities. Problem 
solving and concept learning are emphasized.

This dissertation report, stemming from 
research and curriculum development activities of 
the Anthropology Curriculum Project, _ in- 
vestigates the facilitative effects of pre-organizers, 
post-organizers, and no-organizers on the Icarning 
of anthropological concepts in the third grade. 
The investigation was an outgrowth of interest in 
Ausubel’s theory of meaningful, verbal reception 
learning. It was hypothesized in this study that 
there are no statistical differences among the ad- 
justed mean scores of groups using materials with 
pre-organizers, post-organizers, and  no-or- 
ganizers. A student textbook, “The Changing 
World Today: Case Studies of Modernization in 
Japan, Kenya, and India,” was written in three 
formats. In one format the organizer preceded 
the learning passage (pre-organizer), in another 
the organizer followed the learning passage (post- 
organizer), and in the third format only the learn- 
ing passage (no-organizer) was presented. Twenty 
third grade classes served as the experimental 
population from which the classes were randomly 
assigned to three groups. The study was unable to 
produce evidence supporting the hypothesis that 
either pre- or post-organizers facilitate learning of 
structured anthropology materials at the third 
grade level.

In smail rural areas of the Philippines 
where education at the high school level had 
been unobtainable for most, communities 
established, supported, and operated self-help 
schools which are financed from sources entirely 
within the community, utilizing local resources 
and talents of local people with the parents and 
pupils undertaking financial support. As part of 
his school work in which academic subjects are 
coordinated with practical subjects, each child 
undertakes a money making project that requires 
one or more manual, agricultural, or commercial 
skills. Wages earned for carrying out the project 
are used for tuition and other school expenses.

The course consisted 
of demonstrations of problems faced by the 
teacher in the inner city classroom. The control 
subjects were enrolled in the nonsimulation sec- 
tion of the same course. The following pretests 
were administered to the experimental group: 
Educational Psychology Knowledge Test (EPK); 
Pupil Control Ideology (PCI); Teaching Con- 
fidence Scale (TCS); Perceived Problems Inven- 
tory (PPI); and Minnesota Féacher Attitudes In- 
ventory (MTAI). The EPK, PCI, TCS and PPI 
were administered to the control group. At the 
end of the course, the tests were readministered 
to both groups; the Reactions to Simulator Train- 
ing Inventory (RSTI) was given to the experimen- 
tal group. An analysis of covariance was used on 
the pre- and posttest data. Results showed no sig- 
nificant differences between the two groups, how- 
ever, the reactions of the participants to the 
simulation program were supportive. A 14-item 
bibliography was included.

Questions Analyzer was used to obtain the data 

from 12 elementary school teachers in Tennessee. 

Classroom and test questioning behaviors were 

analyzed using analysis of variance and coeffi- 

cient of correlations. Results indicated that train- 
ing significantly increased the incidence of, and 
correlation between, higher-order classroom and 
test questioning behaviors in both trained groups. 

The findings emphasize the importance of train- 

ing teachers in the use of higher-order questions.

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In this research report, classrooms are seen as 
affective learning environments in which human 
relationships expand or restrict the quality of 
learning. The two-part report discusses (a) funda- 
mental differences in social structures among 
classrooms, as measured by the Centrality-Dif- 
fuseness Index (C-D Index); and (b) relationships 
between the verbal behaviors of 18 female 
teachers (as measured by Flanders Interaction 
Analysis) and the affect-rejection patterns of 
their 576 fifth-grade students.

This document reports New York State junior 
colleges with paraprofessional programs in 1971- 
72. Four categories of junior colleges were con- 
sidered: agricultural and technical colleges, com- 
munity colleges (City University of New York 
and State University of New York) and private 
colleges. Completed questionnaires and college 
announcements were received from each institu- 
tion. Data were also obtained through correspon- 
dence and telephone conversations. Programs 
discussed include early childhood education and 
care; educational or teaching aide; assistant, or 
associate; home, human, and community services;

Additional 
information concerning anticipated programs and 
junior colleges permitting working paraprofes- 
sionals to register for courses on campus or at ex- 
tension centers is supplied.

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This taxonomy of teacher performance is 
geared to individualization among teachers. The 
procedure used in developing this taxonomy in- 
volved the specification and selection of a data 
bank of teacher behaviors, the organization of 
these behaviors into a meaningful structure, a 
deductive process of modifying the structure to 
better correspond to the assumed criteria, and 
empirical evidence concerning the differentiation 
among the categories in the established structure. 
The initial taxonomical structure was based on six 
functions to be performed dealing with teacher 
behaviors without reference to student outcomes. 
The second taxonomical structure was divided 
into six teacher behaviors identified as student 
outcome or teacher outcome in both the cogni- 
tive and/or affective domains. The second struc- 
ture, supported to some degree of empirical 
evidence, provides a framework for development 
of evaluation techniques and provides guidelines 
for individualizing teacher preparation programs 
and utilization of teachers in the field.

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This study focused on the Instructor-Group In- 
teraction Scale, formulated by Hildebrand, Wil- 
son, and Dienst (1971), to explore the feasibility 
and usefulness of an instrument for recording in- 
structor-group interaction in the college class- 
room. It was hypothesized that data from the 
scale wou'd (a) provide the instructor with the 
pattern of classroom interaction; (b) explore the 
relationship between an observer's categorizing of 
interaction and the students’ evaluation of the in- 
teraction; and (c) determine the correlation 
between the students’ evaluation of the instruc- 
tor’s interaction and the overall evaluation of 
theinstructor. Three professors were observed in 
a total of eight sessions. Their verbal patterns 
were assessed every 3 seconds on a 17 category 
observation form. The data compiled from this 
form were placed in eight matrixes which were 
presented in the appendix. The student evaluation 
form consisted of 36 items which ranked on a 
seven point scale. The results revealed that the 
matrix was a valuable instrument for some profes- 
sors but a refinement of the 17 categories was in- 
dicated. Analysis of the student evaluation form 
offered only tentative conclusions. Four tables of 
statistical data were presented. (BRB) 
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This report describes a training institute for 

staff members of school systems with multicul- 

tural schools. Eighty members of the professional 
staffs of the Memphis City and Shelby County 

School Systems participated in the institute. The 

program was designed to relate to multicultural 

schools, school desegregation, and culturally dis- 
advantaged children. Training sessions included 
lectures, large and small group discussions, field 
trips, demonstrations, and the use of audio-visual 
materials. Formal presentations before the entire 
group consumed approximately 15 hours weekly, 
and planned small group activities utilized ap- 
proximately an equal amount of time. These ac- 
tivities were supplemented frequently with audio- 
visual materials and limited visitation to area 
schools engaged in the desegregation process. 

Participant response to the program was positive. 

Evidence indicated the participants became more 

knowledgeable and understanding of problems of 

the culturally disadvantaged and more willing to 
take positive action. Appendixes of related pro- 
gram material are included.)

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The primary purposes of this project were to 

secure information concerning (a) administrative, 

supervisory, and other conditions which would be 

detrimental to girls’ participation on boys’ in- 
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terschool athletic teams in noncontract schools, 
and (b) experiences and opinions of persons 
directly involved in the program. The participa- 
tion of 100 schools from March 1, 1969 through 
June 30, 1970 was completely voluntary and with 
the approval of the state education department. 
The ten sports involved in this integrated athletic 
project were bowling, cross country, fencing, golf, 
tennis, gymnastics, riflery, skiing, soccer, and 
track. The evaluation of the project was compiled 
through questions and comments from principals, 
directors of health, physical education, and 
recreation, women physical educators, women su- 
pervisors, coaches, visiting coaches, boy team- 
mates, boys from visiting teams, girl participants, 
parents, and physicians. A review of this informa- 
tion by an evaluation committee showed no basic 
problems arising within the project. There was no 
evidence of physical, psychological or social harm 
to the male or female participants. The types of 
problems cited dealt with administrative arrange- 
ments and supervision. Because of these results, 
the participation of girls on boys’ interschool 
athletic teams in noncontract schools was ap- 
proved by the Board of Regents on March 16, 
1971.

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This book contains the proceedings from the 

QuEST Consortium held on April 2-6, 1972, 
which focused on problems of method and 
technique in teaching as well as on resource or- 
ganization. The program schedule for the Consor- 
tium is presented with the following goals: (a) in- 
vestigation of educational policy issues, action 
programs, and projects and (b) organization of 
the presentation of educational demands for col- 
lective bargaining. Twenty-two informational and 
advisory reports are presented along with six of 
the major speeches from the Consortium. In- 
cluded also are panel discussions which in- 
vestigated the following topics: teacher accounta- 
bility, performance contracting, educational 
vouchers, national assessment, and educational 
experimentation. Special interest group discus- 
sions on guidance, higher education, and special 
education are also reported. The major conclu- 
sions of the participants of the Consortium are 
recorded: (a) teachers were the most articulate 
people at the Consortium; (b) teachers showed 
themselves to be the real experts at the Consorti- 
um; (c) the hinderances to educational innova- 
tions are financial and administrative; (d) in- 
volved and politically active teachers are needed 
to solve educational problems; and (e) teachers 
and effective collective bargaining contracts are 
necessary for educational change. (BRB) 
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In order to improve teacher education pro- 
grams, stress was placed on research and inquiry 
in the classroom. The results of these methods 
gave teachers information on the way in which 
children learn most effectively. The classroom 
was a vehicle for teachers to learn from children. 
Therefore, the classroom was an experimental 
laboratory which facilitated the learning of both 
teachers and students. Also stressed was the use 
of filmed lessons, microteaching, and simulation 
in teacher education programs. The study of 


these methods led from simple, practical ex- 
perience to the more complex arrangement of 
planning and organizing school situations. This 
end result was accomplished through intensive 
university study with teaching demonstrations, 
discussions, classroom simulation, and the study 
of learning and behavior development in children. 
It is hoped that confidence and direction would, 
therefore, be provided to the future teacher be- 
fore he undertook a full-time teaching schedule.

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This report evaluated a 2-week summer 
workshop for 37 teachers, supervisors, and ad- 
ministrators involved in the study and implemen- 
tation of individualized instruction programs in 
western New York. After a brief introduction, 
general objectives and planning procedures of the 
workshop were presented. Participation selection 
was based on a questionnaire designed to in- 
vestigate backgrounds, interests, and attitudes 
toward individualized instruction. An assessment 
of this questionnaire resulted in the following 
areas of study covered in the workshop: overview 
of individualized instruction; curriculum adjust- 
ment for individualized instruction; skills training; 
objectives and organization of individualized in- 
struction; systems of individualized instruction 
with emphasis on individually guided education, 
motivation, grouping, scheduling, assessment, and 
reporting for individualized instruction. The re- 
port presented the daily schedules of the 
workshop. The resulting success of the workshop 
was reported in two tables of data on the cogni- 
tive mastery level in each content area. The 
results showed an effective change in cognitive 
behavior in most of the participants. A post- 
workshop attitudinal questionnaire revealed that 
the participants’ view of the workshop was highly 
beneficial. Suggestions for future workshops were 
made and the participant biographical and attitu- 
dinal questionnaires were included. The materials 
used in the workshop were also presented along 
with correspondence to the participants. (BRB) 
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This document describes a learning activity 
package (LAP) as an approach to individualized 
instruction. Prepared by teachers, the learning ac- 
tivity package allows the student to progress 
toward stated objectives at his own pace, select- 
ing from among learning activities those suitable 
to his own learning style. Included in this report 
are a bibliography of materials; reports by a state 
administrator, a principle, and a librarian; and 
sample LAPs prepared by teachers of Jefferson 
High School, Jeffersonville, Indiana.

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This descriptive study concerns problems in 
teaching as perceived by 75 beginning elementary 


school teachers. Two data-gathering instruments 
were developed: a 10-item open-ended question- 
naire and a partially structured interview guide. 
The responses of the questionnaire were classified 
according to qualitative and quantitative data. 
The subcategories of quantitative data were 
problems perceived by beginning teachers, 
problems perceived as most urgent, sources of 
help, college program as related to identified 
problems, teachers’ organizations in relation to 
identified problems, and sources of on-the-job 
satisfaction. The three subcategories of qualita- 
tive data were problem sense, adequacy, and 
commitment. Results show that the problems per- 
ceived by beginning teachers include (a) instruc- 
tion, (b) control and attention, (c) use of materi- 
als, (d) use of time, (e) interpersonal relation- 
ships, and (f) use of space. The study also shows 
that (a) the administrator is the greatest source 
of help, (b) teachers’ organizations are generally 
ineffective, (c) teacher-pupil interaction gives the 
most job satisfaction, and (d) teacher-administra- 
tor relationship is an urgent problem. The results 
also indicate difficulty among teachers in coping 
with identified problems. Also reported is a lack 
of self-adequacy. However, two-thirds of the 
teachers saw a commitment to a larger human 
need as related to identified problems. Ten tables 
of statistical results are presented.) (BRB) 
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Several positive actions important to planning 
and implementing an open-space school on the 
primary, middle, or secondary level are sug- 
gested. The suggestions concern a) the purpose 
for creating an open-space school, b) staff 
development and curriculum planning, c) special- 
ized training for administrative staff, d) staff 
development or curriculum development 
workshops for potential faculty members, e) the 
need for a unified philosophy and statement of 
goals and functions, f) provision of adequate time 
for curriculum development, g) the need for a 
student development week at the start of school, 
h) the encouragement of community involve- 
ment, and i) the need for evaluation every month 
or six weeks. The appendix presents problems 
posed by open-space facilities.

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This study was concerned with assessing the 

relative importance of prior a experience 
as a criterion in the selection of family life 
teachers. Comparisons between experienced and 
non-experienced teachers were made in three 
areas: sex knowledge, counseling adequacy, and 
competency in handling family-life issues. Scores 
derived from each area suggest that there is es- 
sentially no measurable difference between ex- 
perienced and non-experienced teachers. This 
finding reinforces the belief that specialized train- 
ing of family life teachers is important for the fu- 
ture of family life education.

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This handbook reviewed various teaching 
methods used in the matrix of the Greco- 
Christian-Roman tradition and generally recog- 
nized as pedagogically important. The 28

The 
general roles of the methodologies were: (a) 
utilization by students in minor and major 
methods classes as frameworks for microlessons;

Each method was 
described briefly giving procedures and recom- 
mendations for their usage. Emphasis of each 
methodology was placed on the needs of the in- 
dividual in the learning situation. A 13-item 
selected bibliography was included.

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This manual introduces teaching strategies into 
teacher education through microteaching. The 
manual aided in the experimentation of accepted 
teaching behaviors by practicing them in class- 
room situations. The four basic divisions in the 
manual are microteaching concerns, process con- 
cerns, affective concerns, and personal concerns. 
The first section deals with the use of 
microteaching in the teaching laboratory, 
stressing the importance of feedback for teacher 
self-evaluation. The second section presents sets 
of problem-solving strategies which taught stu- 
dents to formulate questions and seek answers to 
them. The third section provides a set of teaching 
laboratory activities to develop and enhance af- 
fective teaching skills. The last section contains a 
teaching task which was evaluated by the teacher. 
This last microlesson enabled the teacher to as- 
sess the changes in his teaching behavior. A four- 
page bibliography and a three-page index are in- 
cluded in the manual. (BRB) 
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This document presents eight papers concerned 

with major problems facing the teaching profes- 

sion and critiques of each paper by selected 
leaders in each specialized area. ie topics 
covered include: the reconstruction of teacher 
education and professional growth programs; the 
expansion of the roles of laboratory schools; a 
review of certification and alternative suggestions;

This report presented forms and guidelines for

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Programs 
This paper evaluates Teacher Education Cen- 
ters developed by the University of Maryland in 
the District of Columbia and counties in the state 
of Maryland. The general purpose of the Teacher 
Education Center is reported as joint sovereignty 
over teacher education by colleges, state depart- 
ments of education, schools, and associations. 
The program concept is discussed, with emphasis 
on both preservice and in-service staff develop- 
ment: the preservice program focuses on inten- 
sive and extensive teaching experiences for the 
undergraduate; the in-service program offers 
courses, workshops, and seminars for in-service 
professionals. The following personnel and their 
respective duties for the Center are described: 
coordinator, resource consultant supervisor, su- 
pervising teachers, and building principal. 
Preliminary research of the Teacher Education 
Centers indicated that (a) more socially desirable 
attitudes toward supervision exist in student 
teachers from the Center, (b) general participa- 
tion in the total school program is exhibited by 
students from the Center, (c) Center student 
teachers elicit more pupil responses in the actual 
teaching situation, and (d) student teachers from 
the Center show less exhibitionism and more self- 
perception as teachers than non-Center teachers. 
Implications from these conclusions are 
discussed.

Of 
classical and instrumental conditioning, the latter 
was emphasized because of its modification of 
response through either positive or negative rein- 
forcement. The application of punishment as a 
negative reinforcement to achieve extinction of 
patterned behavior was viewed in an unfavorable 
light. Instead, positive reinforcement schedules 
were stressed. Some principles to guide the 
teacher in the execution of these theories were 
presented. Classroom control was discussed in 
terms of setting both course of study and class- 
room goals. The influence of the teacher as a 
model of behavior was also stressed. It is recom- 
mended that total control or domination be 
avoided. A two-page bibliography was included.

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The University of North Dakota and the Grand 
Forks public school system developed a program 
to place students who were just beginning their 
teacher education program in elementary school 
classrooms. Elementary school teachers and ad- 
ministrators were asked to use their own 
judgment in deciding what duties would be most 
pertinent for the students and how much time 
they should ask students to spend on chores not 
directly related to classroom instruction. Students 
were required to maintain unstructured logs for 
their off-campus experience. During the third 
semester, a structured trial log was designed 
based on the data of the unstructured logs.

These 
problems represented the most complex types of 
questions a student would be able to solve after 
completion of the course. Therefore, these 
problems became the educational objectives for 
electrical engineering students. Each course was 
then described in terms of these difinitive 
problems. The student was evaluated in terms of 
his own performance, independently of the per- 
formance of other students. It was concluded that 
specified educational objectives served as 
guidelines for teachers in the selection, revision, 
and presentation of course materials. These ob- 
jectives also acted as guidelines for the students 
in the assessment of goals. The major objectives 
of this engineering education ange have paved 
the way for treating curriculum design as a 
system engineering problem. (BRB) 
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This report examined the impact of teachers 
and other school related factors on educational 
achievement in one Southern California school 
district. These school related factors included (a) 
family life, as measured by size, structure and 
father’s occupation, (b) peer groups, (c) stu- 
dent’s innate abilities, and (d) school itself. 
Protocols were gathered on 1,061 third grade stu- 
dents, including Stanford Achievement Test 
scores and information on family background 
from first through third grades. The following 
four samples were constructed for the student 
population: white, father’s occupation manual;

Protocols 
were gathered on teachers in grades one through 
three, including information from questionnaires 
on teacher attitudes and background and scores 
on verbal facility tests.

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This report, in reviewing the educational 
system of Sweden, discussed the traditional 
system of education, reforms in teacher educa- 
tion, methods courses and current teacher educa- 
tion programs.

Studies in pedagogics were 
discussed in relation to teacher education cur- 
riculum. The fields of physical education and na- 
ture study in Sweden were also reviewed.

Coordination of teacher 
preparation programs, academic studies, and 
physical education were established by the at- 
tendance of student teachers, college instructors, 
and school children at the camp. The conclusion 
of the report contained comparisons between the 
educational systems of Sweden and the United 
States.

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The Gary-Indiana-Moorhead State College Pro- 
ject (GIMSC) in Cooperative Urban Teacher 
Preparation comprised a mix of professional 
courses in education with field and clinical ex- 
periences in the inner city. This report describes 
various aspects of the program including travel 
allowance, tuition, and costs; housing and 
cooperating schools; rationale and assumptions;

Student teacher in- 
teractions with both students and supervisors did 
benefit from microteaching. The Teacher Reac- 
tion Questionnaire was included in the report, 
along with two tables of statistical data. (BRB) 
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This paper presented an individualized, analyti- 
cal and performance based secondary teacher 
education system. Each of the four phases was 
described according to a set of objectives, a con- 
tracted sequence of activities, and a discussion of 
the underlying rationale. Phase I, Observation, 
stressed the interaction of student teachers with 
their cooperating teachers and pupils. Phase II, 
Survival Skills, stressed the application of skills, 
concepts, and products to be employed in 
teaching situations. Phases III, Unit Planning, 
emphasized an analytical approach to teaching 
through a systematic development of unit plans. 
Phase IV, Student Teaching, provided the stu- 
dents with extensive and intensive teaching ex- 
periences to which previous knowledge could be 
applied. The importance of training program staff 
under this new system was emphasized, with 
stress on modular instruction, team teaching and 
evaluation. (BRB) 
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The presentation encompasses a conceptualiza- 
tion of what is meant by evaluation and what is 
involved in evaluating training programs which 
prepare special educators. Specifically, evaluation 
is differentiated from research; Stake’s general 
framework for evaluating educational programs is 
summarized; and a number of factors involved in 
conceptualizing the nature and scope of training 
program evaluation are considered, as are several 
critical problems related to such evaluation. 
Finally, some specific ideas are offered with 
reference to the evaluation of special education 
training programs.

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Entry 
This report describes the year-long teaching in- 
ternship at Seattle Pacific College (S.P.C.). Fol- 
lowing completion of the sophomore block, a 10 
quarter hour block including a daily public school 
laboratory experience, 75 students were placed in 
a year-long internship assignment in four public 
schools. Under the internship plan, after comple- 
tion of a summer training session, the student was 
placed in a public school for a full day assign- 
ment for the entire academic year. The intern 
could earn 38-48 college credits for his internship 
year. Interns received a stipend comparable to a 
one-year tuition scholarship. (The “Brigadoon” 
Model, one of four school districts operating 
under the S.P.C. internship program, and related 
program material are presented.) (MJM) 
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The Teaching-Learning Clinic, developed at 
the University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh, provided 
on-campus clinical student teaching experience. 
The purposes of the clinic were to create a relia- 
ble system of describing cognitive change in stu- 
dent teachers so such data may assist in restruc- 
turing student teaching situations based on sound 
theoretical foundations and to provide student 
teachers with opportunities and a flexible struc- 
ture in which to determine their own needs. The 
clinic staff is composed of one University super- 
visor and, 12 secondary English and social studies 
teachers, and 60 high school juniors and seniors. 
evaluation of data indicated eight possibilities 
which are listed. Appendixes of program descrip- 
tion material are included. (MJM) 
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This report contained the description and 
development of a secondary teacher education 
program at the University of Arizona. The pro- 
gram was based on the concept of full time in- 
volvement of the undergraduate in the public 
school setting. The Professional Semester Pro- 
gram was located in public schools serving mul- 
ticultural populations of chicanos, Indians, and 
blacks. The criteria in the selection of partici- 
pants were bilingual ability and bicultural ex- 
perience. The nine objectives of the program 
were presented, focusing on the cooperation of 
university faculty members, student teachers, 
public school personnel, and pupils. The develop- 
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ment of the program at Cholla High School, Tuc- 
son, Arizona was explained, with stress on the 
concepts of team teaching and open schools. 
Budgetary considerations and subjective evalua- 
tion procedures were discussed. It was concluded 
that the Professional Semester Program produced 
= with attributes of experienced teachers. 
( ) 
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This research reviewed the role and functions 
of the paraprofessional in the education process. 
The paraprofessional was defined as an individual 
who worked as part of an educational team, 
specifically complementing the instructional role 
of the teacher. Five general classifications of 
paraprofessionals were surveyed according to: (a) 
title; (b) relationship with the system; (c) educa- 
tion and/or salary; (d) skills; (e) functions and 
tasks. The functions and tasks of the paraprofes- 
sional were investigated further according to: (a) 
planning; (b) motivation; (c) instructional 
sequence; (d) supervision; (e) technical 
assistance; (f) nontechnical assistance. Implica- 
tions were made for future roles of paraprofes- 
sionals in education, emphasizing expanded needs 
and complexities of mass education. Current 
needs in education in relation to the paraprofes- 
sional were also made: (a) continued research on 
validation of roles; (b) objective classification of 
tasks; (c) relevant training programs; (d) ex- 
amination of team teaching; (e) the necessity of 
the element of humanity in education. A 4-page 
bibliography was included along with appendixes 
on specific tasks of paraprofessionals. (BRB) 
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The Verbal Reaction Behavior Log (VRBL) is 
an instrument used for identification of teacher 
and pupil verbal behavior. The purposes for its 
use are (a) an increase in pupil-teacher interac- 
tion, (b) an enhancement of indirect and pupil- 
centered instruction, (c) focus of attention on the 
logic of classroom discourse, and (d) increased 
use of positive reinforcement in the classroom 
situation. The three major verbal or instructional 
categories in the VRBL are cognitive, skill, and 
affective. These are subcategorized into (a) con- 
cepts and/or facts, (b) classifications, (c) applica- 
tions, (d) directions, (e) repetitive practice, (f) 
varied practice or performance, (g) personal in- 
volvement, (h) positive reinforcement, and (i) 
negative reinforcement. Research on the VRBL 
has emphasized the stability of the three major 
categories and modification of student-teacher 
behavior in desired directions using both VRBL 
and Fianders Interaction Analysis. Research has 
also examined the relationship between verbal 
behavior and pupil achievement. Results show 
that verbal behavior has had a significant effect 
on student achievement. (Six references are in- 
cluded along with a copy of the VRBL.) (BRB) 
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This entry was submitted by West Chester 

State College, West Chester, Pennsylvania, for 
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the Distinguished Achievement Award Competi- 
tion sponsored by the American Association of 
Colleges for Teacher Education. The Office of 
Student Teaching at West Chester sponsored nine 
monthly sessions designed to help student 
teachers, classroom and cooperating teachers, su- 
pervisors, college instructors, and other personnel 
to analyze their respective teaching and learning 
situations. The purpose of the sessions was 
twofold: (a) the positive modification of teaching 
behavior in the larger educational community and 
(b) the extension of its service to all segments of 
the educational community. Each session concen- 
trated on a particular skill and the participants 
became involved in actual teaching-learning situa- 
tions. The topics of these sessions were nonverbal 
communication in the classroom, interaction 
analysis in the classroom, inquiry, computer test 
analysis, analysis of teaching by video tape, inter- 
group approach to education in a multi-ethnic 
society, conservation and outdoor education, 
technical skills in teaching, and the affective 
domain in the classroom. Nine elementary and 
secondary student teaching supervisors conducted 
the sessions. (The report contains description of 
each of the topics along with specific objectives. 
Nine appendixes included guidelines for the top- 
ics discussed.) (BRB) 
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The first two years of the Indiana State Univer- 
sity Elementary Teacher Education Program 
(LS.U.E.T.E.P.) emphasize the basic bachelor 
degree requirements so as to provide each stu- 
dent with a balanced and adequately developed 
program of general education. The last two years 
of the student’s training stress professional educa- 
tion. The second phase is designed to intensify 
the student’s examination of the teacher’s task 
and to allow him to focus specifically on teaching 
children and to develop the necessary skills, abili- 
ties, and attitudes. The professional education 
courses are blocked into four sequential blocks. 
Block one occurs in freshman or sophomore 
years and provides initial experiences in working 
with children while taking course work in child 
psychology. Blocks two and three combine the 
professional methods courses. Block four involves 
the student in student teaching for a semester 
during which time he is supported by the faculty 
through continuing seminar work. This assistance 
is taken to the student, while in a live classroom 
situation, through the establishment of student 
teaching centers. (Appendixes include related 
program material.) (Author/MJM) 
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This report describes the Five Phase Teacher 
Education Program developed at Cardinal Stritch 
College, Milwaukee, Wisconsin in 1972. The Five 
Phase Program provides on-going clinical ex- 
periences for students in conjunction with general 
education, academic concentration, and profes- 
sional education course work. The phases of the 
program include guided observation, general aid- 
ing, decision making seminar, specific aiding, and 
student teaching. A discussion of administrative 
and personnel, students, and cooperating schools 
and personnel is followed by discussion of facili- 
ties and supporting services, evaluation 
procedures and data. A teacher education hand- 
book is included. (MJM) 
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The College of Education at the University of 
Wisconsin-LaCrosse has initiated a nuclear design 
for teacher education. The design provides two 
centers working in cooperation with the College 
of Education and the cooperating schools. The 
Education and Resource Center has five com- 
ponents: social studies, English, science, mathe- 
matics, and reading. This center, organized along 
subject lines, gains direct access to teachers (K- 
12) through the vehicles of materials and instruc- 
tion practices in specialized areas of the school 
curriculum. The Center for Education Professions 
initiates and coordinates cooperative projects 
with schools which go beyond subject boundaries. 
The strategy followed by both units to effect 
change within the schools was to provide preser- 
vice laboratories, clinical experience, and inser- 
vice education. Evaluation indicated the design is 
functioning as intended and the school communi- 
ty relationship is stronger. (MJM) 
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This report investigates some myths that 

proliferate in the debate surrounding the tenure 

issue. The major concepts covered are the origins 
of tenure, the protection of academic freedom, 
tenure as security, protection of the incompetent, 
the ease of obtaining tenure, a periodic review of 
tenure, and the lack of job availability for 
younger teachers. A brief summary indicates the 
need for tenure. (Related documents is SP 006 
240.) (MJM) 
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This document is a report of a 1971 planning 
conference for the National Institute of Educa- 
tion planning unit. Three major themes were 
developed. The first theme indicated the need for 
the formation of teacher centers to meet the 
needs of teachers, suggest new options, couple 
teachers with available resources, and in doing so 
reinforce the notion that to be teaching one must 
also be learning. Emphasis was placed on the 
availability of resources to document the art of 
the craftsman and quality in education while 
sharpening an understanding of the art, improving 
the ability to communicate it, and gaining insight 
into the learning process as it occurs under the 
guidance of the craftsman. The development of a 
coupling between research and the classroom 
cr an's intuitive use of his art is also stressed. 
(MJM) 
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Following a brief investigation of the need for 

performance objectives specifying teacher 

behavior, this report develops a performance base 
for field experience. The purpose of performance 
objectives in field experiences and the relation- 
ship of these objectives to the student teacher, 
cooperating teacher, and university supervisor are 
discussed in detail. The development of per- 
formance objectives for field program is based on 
the following considerations: identification of 
clientele (groups) providing performance state- 
ments about expected teacher behavior; a survey 
of clientele to secure goal and performance state- 
ments; preparation of performance statements 
based on evaluation behavior, instructional 
behavior, planning and organizing classroom 
behavior, classroom management behavior, and 
guidance and couseling behavior; analysis and 
revision; field testing the performance statements, 
and legitimization of performance objectives. 

Finally, possible problems in developing per- 

formance objectives include intrusion resistance, 

apathy and a complexity maze. A four-item 
bibliography is included. (MJM) 
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Any teaching act is the result of a decision, 
either conscious or unconscious. Previous 
research on basic teaching skills examined alter- 
native teaching acts, such as explaining, question- 
ing, reinforcing, without examining how teachers 
choose between one or another act. This paper 
argues that the basic teaching skill is decision 
making. This decision making process is ex- 
amined using decision theory. Viewed from the 
decision theory perspective, a teacher has a cho- 
ice of alternative acts. The choice may depend 
upon the teacher’s subjective estimation of a stu- 
dent’s understanding of the material and the use- 
fulness of various alternatives in increasing that 
understanding. Research on teaching skills is 
reviewed, showing the application of current 
methodology to the study of teachers decision 
making. This conceptualization of the teacher as 
a decision maker incorporates previous research 
on basic teaching skills. Skills such as questioning 
and explaining represent the teacher’s repertoire 
of alternative acts, while the skills of listening and 
hypothesis generation influence the quality of in- 
formation from which the teacher estimates the 
student's understanding and the utility of alterna- 
tive acts. One implication is that teacher training 
should include a decision making component that 
integrates the other basic skills. (Four figures and 
two tables of statistical data are included along 
with three pages of references.) (Author/BRB) 
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This paper evaluated a 2-year, 60 credit pro- 
gram which prepared educators for research posi- 
tions within the public schools. Directed by the 
New York State Department of Education, ten 
New York state universities participated in the 
program. Following a brief introduction, the pro- 
gram design and recruitment procedures were 
discussed. Emphasis was placed on the areas of 
statistics, psychometrics, design, reporting, in- 
terpreting and constructive use of findings. The 
program design was: (a) course work in research 
methodology, _ statistics, measurement, and 
psychology; (b) research demonstration prac- 
ticum; (c) field experience; (d) a 1-year public 
school internship. The results and effectiveness of 
the program were discussed, stressing the positive 
reaction of university directors and participants. 
Some conclusions drawn from the evaluation 
were: (a) the methods used in the program were 
successful; (b) graduates were able to use their 
skills in public school environments and other 
educational situations; (c) placement of graduates 
was possible without the aid of a special state 
certification. Recommendations included: (a) im- 
provement of statewide seminars; (b) more 
emphasis on field work with possible orientation 
of certain program phases toward doctoral work. 
Nine tables and five figures of data were 
presented in the text. A 43-page appendix con- 
tained required courses, summaries of internship 
experiences, current employment of graduates, a 
graduate questionnaire on attitudes and employ- 
= professional achievement of graduates.

The “Griggs vs. Duke Power” decision of the 
Supreme Court specifies that job relatedness is 
the only lawful reason for using tests for the pur- 
pose of selection when their use results in the dis- 
proportionate exclusion of minority group mem- 
bers. One of the main implications of the “- 
Griggs” decision for the test producer and user 
alike is a renewed emphasis on sound practices of 
employee selection. The producer of employment 
tests must put more effort into job analysis activi- 
ties, criterion development activities, and 
criterion related validity studies. Another general 
concern for the test publisher is about certain 
characteristics of the test or its administration 
that are irrelevant to the specific abilities being 
measured but which depress scores for members 
of one group. Another consideration is that of 
differential validity studies. There is more than 
one reasonable definition of test fairness, and 
these definitions are in conflict; thus, competing 
values must be weighed. The test maker cannot 
resolve the problem of competing values, but he 
can provide the test user with information that 
will make explicit the value implications of vari- 
ous uses of tests.

Extensive job sample tests and multiple choice 
job knowledge tests were administered to approx- 
imately 370 men in each of four Army jobs:

Teachers generally evaluated their teaching 
somewhat differently from the way their students 
evaluated it. Comparisons across items between 
student and faculty responses indicate that in- 
structors are aware of many of their strengths and 
weaknesses but see themselves more favorably in 
absolute terms. (Author/KM) 
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Changes and constancies in the importance of 
57 situations and conditions in four stages of 
Army life are presented and interpreted following 
Maslow’s analysis of the functioning of human 
needs. Ratings of importance were transformed to 
z-scores and plotted. Three patterns were ob- 
served. It is suggested that: (1) items remain sta- 
ble because other prepotent needs are less-well- 
satisfied, (2) items decrease in importance 
because they are being met to some degree or 
they were overestimated initially, (3) items in- 
crease in importance because they have been 
satisfied over a long time and are initially un- 
derestimated. (Author)

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These hearings on the Senate Select Committee 

on Nutrition and Human Needs are organized in 

two parts, the contents of which are as follows. 

Part I concerns the Summer Lunch Program 

Funding, with opening statements by two sena- 

tors, followed by the presentations of other wit- 

nesses. The focus of these two parts is on such 
topics as program needs, national priorities, 
hunger and child development, U.S. Department 
of Agriculture guidelines, and the Head Start pro- 
gram in Newton-Waltham, Mass.

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Since the Korean War and the integration of all 
ethnic groups in the Army, the Fort Benning De- 
pendents’ Schools have served the educational 
needs of the sons and daughters of culturally dif- 
ferent families living on the post. A letter from 
the Department of the Army on April 22, 1970 
expressed the desires of the department to make 
greater efforts to implement multi-ethnic educa- 
tion and the training of teachers to provide it in 
all of the dependent school systems. The 
Assistant Superintendent found personnel in the 
schools with great interest and a desire to work 
with him on a multi-ethnic curriculum guide. A 
committee was formed comprising two teachers 
from each school. The principals were also in- 
vited to attend the committee meetings and to in- 
vite community members. It was decided to in- 
clude in the guide ethnic groups that are most 
frequently represented in the schools. Each 
school would select an ethnic group to study. The 
guide would help in the teaching of culturally dif- 
ferent students by providing cultural and histori- 
cal information about minority groups in an effort 
to begin to give the teacher a starting base that 
could be used in assimilating the material into the 
curriculum. By doing this, the guide would break 
down stereotypes and help teachers, students, and 
parents to learn to appreciate culturally and 
ethnically different people. [Reproduced from the 
best available copy.] (Author/JM) 
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The universe of Japanese immigrants selected 
for this study consisted of a diverse group such as 
the kika nisei (returned second generation), the 
yobiyose (sponsored immigrant), and the gijutsu 
imin (technical immigrant). Each group possessed 
different characteristics. This present paper is 
limited in scope to the yobiyose and gijutsu imin 
because it is extremely difficult to determine ob- 
jectively the exact status of the kika nisei with 
respect to immigration. In contrast to the pre-war 
Japanese immigrants composed mainly of farmers 
and fishermen, the post-war immigrants consisted 
of those with a diverse range of occupations such 
as craftsman, technicians, musicians, clerks, 
scientists, engineers, artists, and architects, to 
mention only a few. Differences in the occupa- 
tional skills possessed by the various immigrant 
groups resulted in different adjustment processes 
during their initial settling-in period in Canada. 
Some immigrants were able to secure immediate 
employment and others were not. Consequently, 
the characteristics which the immigrants brought 
with them from Japan became an important fac- 
tor for both employment and integration in the 
new host society. (Author/JM) 
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A serious problem has presented itself to stu- 
dents who sought a convenient sourcebook which 
afforded an overview of the Puerto Rican main- 
land experience (with some notice of the island 
backgrounds), essentially compact, but dimen- 
sionally comprehensive. This documentary sour- 
cebook is addressed to that need. It is intended as 
a classroom text (in a wide range of classes, e.g. 
urban sociology, ethnic relations, minority groups 
in the United States, etc.). It addresses also a 
broad readership which wishes to place the Puer- 
to Rican experience in meaningful perspectives. 
Part I (“The Island Background”) provides a 
politico-economic-cultural kaleidoscope of island 
life (at best, a miniscule social portrait deriving 
from the huge literature noted above) and is in- 
tended as a background against which the main- 
land experience is to be understood. Part II 
(“The Migration”’) brings together the data for a 
correct appraisal of the phenomenon, including 
return migration. Part Ill (“Life on the mainland: 
conflict and acculturation”) furnishes multi- 
dimensional perspectives on the mainland ex- 
perience, with particular notice of the restiveness 
and new awareness of needs translated into the 
postures of defiance, e.g. the Young Lords Party 
and the politicization of the mainland experience 
in schools, the most sensitive of the social institu- 
tions. (Author/JM) 
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Chapter one of this study of the education of 
minorities in the United States delineates the past 
record of the educational system in equating the 
educational levels of whites and minorities. It also 
sets the background of the educational system in 
terms of the dynamics of urban areas and the 
financial problems faced by school systems. 
Within chapter two, the basic concepts of 
production relationships for education are 
described. Such input-output relationships pro- 
vide a basic method for organizing what we know 
about the educational process. From a production 
function, it is possible to make decisions about 
educational policy. This chapter both describes 
the decision rules which administrators should 
use and presents a conceptual model of the edu- 
cational process. Chapters three through five il- 
lustrate how data from the past operations of the 
school system can be used to gain insights into 
the educational process. Statistical models 
representing the educational process in elementa- 
ry schools are developed. Chapter six looks into 
the question of school desegregation in some 
detail. The implications of racial and ethnic com- 
position in earlier chapters are related to current 
discussions of the educational value of desegrega- 
tion. Finally, an attempt is made in chapter seven 
to outline how such an analysis provides inputs to 
the educational decision maker. (Author/JM) 
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All discussions of what might have produced 

particular configurations of family structure 
among low-income blacks (or whites) have 
generally assumed an essential link between fami- 
ly structure and “pathology.” This monograph is 
an attempt to provide some of the lacking 
theoretical structure and to evaluate more of the 
necessary empirical evidence of this logically 
necessary but previously implicit connecting link 
between large-scale institutional factors and in- 
dividual socialization. Constructing a theoretical 
model involves the simultaneous consideration of 
the mutual relations between four sets of varia- 
bles: (1) basic social structural categories (race 
and social class); (2) immediate social arrange- 
ments (family role structure); (3) specific inter- 
vening factors (measured mental ability of the 
child, parental aspiration, and relevant self-con- 
ceptions); and, ffinally, (4) hypothesized 
behavioral and attitudinal outcomes (educational 
aspiration, actual school achievement and selec- 
tion, and occupational expectation). In_ this 
monograph, multiple-control cross-tabulations 
will be presented first in order to show graphi- 
cally the nature of the complex relations. Then, 
an attempt will be made to employ the technique, 
relatively new to sociology, called path analysis, 
as the procedure most appropriate in discussing 
and portraying the mutual and simultaneous rela- 
tions among independent, intervening, and depen- 
dent variables. (Author/JM) 
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The present study is a sociological rather than 

an historical treatment of the role of black col- 

lege students in the civil rights movement. We 
will determine the characteristic motivation of 
the typical black student protestor as well as the 
social and economic conditions that provoked 
him to protest. The data for our analysis will con- 
sist principally of hundreds of black students’ 
replies to survey questionnaires. Most sociologists 
and other social scientists who have studied con- 
temporary student protests including the black 
student movement generally believe the protests 
emerge in response to several diverse sets of cir- 
cumstances. Four sets of factors may act as 
predisposing conditions: personal background and 
values; educational and social setting; special cul- 
tural climate; and certain historical exigencies. In 
our study we have been able to examine only 
three such sets of predisposing circumstances. In 
the first set, personal background and values, we 
shall examine dimensions similar to those already 
investigated, among them social class, birthplace, 
and choice of career. The second set, college ex- 
periences, is operationalized to include such 
things as the extent and kind of the students’ in- 
volvement in extracurricular activities as well as 
their attitudes towards the college. And the third 
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set, variations in college settings includes such 
variables as size of school, quality, and source of 
control. (Author/JM) 
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Much of the evidence behind the assumption of 

low black self-esteem has come from studies 

showing that black children prefer light-skinned 
dolls, pictures, or puppets to those with brown 
skin, or that they show problems of self-esteem in 
psycho-therapeutic sessions. While many of these 
studies are of a high order of excellence, they 
characteristically suffer from certain limitations 
with regard to method: (1) self-esteem has almost 
invariably been inferred by the investigator from 
indirect evidence rather than direct examination; 
and (2) the samples have rarely been representa- 
tive, so that it is difficult to know to what popula- 
tions they properly apply. As a result of these 
considerations, we undertook a study of self- 
esteem among black and white children in Bal- 
timore during the spring of 1968. The population 
of this study was the public school pupils in Bal- 
timore City above the second grade. In contrast 
to some of the earlier investigations, ours at- 
tempted to obtain a reasonably large and 
representative sample of a public school popula- 
tion and to measure self-esteem in a direct 
fashion. Our interest was not only in comparing 
the self-esteem of black and white children but 
also in learning how certain aspects of their 
respective social environments would bear upon 
their self-attitudes, and how children of each race 
would respond to these environmental influences. 
(Author/JM) 
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The assumption is often made that economi- 
cally and academically disadvantaged students 
constitute the same basic population within disad- 
vantaged schools. This paper seeks to ascertain 
the relationship between these two target-group 
sectors and to identify the overlap of academi- 
cally disadvantaged pupils with the other five 
prevalent target groups: (1) potential dropouts; 
(2) emotionally or mentally handicapped stu- 
dents; (3) migrant pupils; (4) neglected and 
delinquent pupils; and, (5) physically han- 
dicapped pupils. The paper proposes to use a 
data bank from the national 1970 Evaluative Sur- 
vey of Compensatory Education to entertain the 
following four questions concerning the overlap 
between academic and economic disadvantage- 
ment: (1) in what variables do children targeted 
as academically disadvantaged differ from the 
overall population in the eyes of their teachers? 
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(2) in what variables do children targeted as 
socioeconomically disadvantaged differ from the 
overall population in the eyes of their teachers? 
(3) what is the overlap of these two categories? 
Are academic disadvantagement and 
socioeconomic disadvantagement highly related 
variables? and, (4) in relationship to the target 
groups--academically disadvantaged pupils, 
socioeconomically disadvantaged--what variables 
interact differently for crosstabulation built upon 
these three categories and on the estimated na- 
tional population? (Author/JM) 
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What is the status of our present knowledge 
concerning the influence of malnutrition on intel- 
lectual development, learning, and behavior in 
children? This paper focuses primarily on an 
identification of some of the major issues and 
questions which are of concern to investigators in 
the field. The major concern of this review is 
with undernutrition, or malnutrition produced es- 
sentially by an insufficiency of protein and calo- 
ries in the child’s diet, commonly referred to as 
“protein-calorie malnutrition,” which is regarded 
by many as the most serious nutritional problem 
on a world wide basis. Some consideration is also 
given to recent research on specific nutritional 
deficiencies and intellectual development. Several 
groups of studies are reviewed: (1) studies of 
protein-calorie malnutrition severe enough to 
markedly curtail physical growth, and to require 
hospitalization in the first several years of life; 
(2) studies of children having experience of more 
moderate, chronic malnutrition, judged usually on 
the basis of restricted physical growth; (3) studies 
of current efforts to evaluate the effects of vari- 
ous types of experimental intervention aimed at 
preventing or remedying the adverse con- 
sequences of malnutrition; and, (4) studies of 
relationships between intellectual functioning and 
specific deficiencies in such nutrients as iron or 
vitamins. (Author/JM) 
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Identifiers—Connecticut 
The purpose of this study was to construct a 
data base concerning the home background of 
Pucrto Rican students as it relates to present and 
potential educational programs. The focus was on 
parental perceptions of educationally relevant 
variables in hopes of improving the planning and 
implementation of educational programs by 
school and community groups to better meet the 
necds of Puerto Rican people. Ninety-two 
Spanish-speaking families having children in the 
primary grades of Bridgeport public schools were 
interviewed for this study. Names and addresses 
of these families’ children were obtained from 
five schools in various areas of Bridgeport in pro- 
portion to the concentration of such students in 
each school. Fifty percent of the sample were 
Model Cities Neighborhood residents. The Zirkel- 
Greene Home Interview Schedule was the instru- 
mient used for this study, this instrument being 


available in English and Spanish forms. Basically, 
it includes items that deal with factors of parental 
perception and family background that relate to 
the education of Spanish-speaking pupils. Since 
the interviews were conducted for the most part 
during the afternoons, mothers responded in 
about 87 percent of the interviews. Fathers par- 
ticipated in about 16 percent of the interviews. 
An adult other than a parent participated in 
about 9 percent of the interviews. (Author/JM) 
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Subjective culture is a cultural group’s charac- 
teristic way of perceiving its social environment. 
An important aspect of a social environment are 
the jobs available for the consideration of an in- 
dividual. The present study is an exploratory 
study directed at the examination of job percep- 
tions among a group of white and black 
adolescents and the hardcore unemployed. This 
study had two main gol (a) instrument 
development, and (b) the ga penne of data on 
subjective culture. To reach theSe goals it was 
desirable that as many disparate samples as possi- 
ble should be used. It was possible to obtain four 
geographically and demographically distinct sam- 
ples: (1) white female college students; (2) black 
working-class and lower-class high school boys 
from the Chicago Heights area; (3) white high 
school boys, working-class and lower-class, and 
some Spanish-speaking adults from Chicago 
Heights; and, (4) black adult subjects classified as 
“hardcore unemployed,” from St. Louis, Missou- 
ri. The purpose of using these samples was to be 
able to generalize to that situation in which black 
males with vocational problems try to become in- 
tegrated in a highly heterogeneous white 
establishment. White females were used because 
the investigators felt that they are the best exam- 
ples of carriers of white middle-class culture, and 
thus would provide an ‘‘extreme-groups” com- 
parison to the black sample. (Author/JM) 
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During the summer of 1969, the authors, two 

white middle-class psychologists, employed two 

black assistants, both students at the University of 

Illinois and residents of the local community. This 

was done for two reasons. (1) They were in- 

volved in a larger project whose ultimate aim is 
to train both blacks and whites so that interracial 

interactions in employment settings lead to im- 

proved job wre for black employees. The 
pare felt that to undertake such an enterprise 
without first-hand experience of some of the 
problems would be intellectually dishonest at 
least, and maladaptive, at worst. (2) Information 
was needed concerning interracial interactions in 
the community which only local black persons 


could obtain. This paper describes both their ex- 
periences as employers and summarizes informa- 
tion obtained from other employers and em- 
ployees. First described and commented upon are 
some of the bureaucratic problems encountered. 
Then reported on are their views of the ‘‘stimu- 
lus,” describing some aspects of the behavior of 
their two employees as it appeared to them in 
their employer roles. They add their reflections 
on these descriptions, on the information ob- 
tained by their assistants in their collection of 
critical incidents, and on their perception of their 
own responses. One of the black assistants com- 
mented upon the employers’ reactions. His obser- 
vations are included. (Author/JM) 
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Any series of studies which attempt to deal 
with the problems of conflict and lack of commu- 
nication among blacks and whites in job settings 
must logically include some empirical analysis of 
these conflicts. This paper uses an information 
content analysis of critical incident data. The 
critical incident methodology focuses on specific 
instances of behavior which provide positive or 
negative outcomes, attempting to give specific 
behavioral referents to positive or negative 
evaluations. Because it is both an exploratory 
technique and one which is tied to behavior, it is 
well suited for the generation of real-life conflicts 
which may then be used as stimuli in studies of 
training effectiveness. Critical incidents were col- 
lected from 11 black and 13 white workers from 
a number of Champaign and Urbana firms, by in- 
terviewers of the same race as the respondent. 
Workers were asked about incidents of conflict 
between themselves and members of the other 
race. To perform the content analyses, the 
authors first read the texts of all black and white 
respondents. A system of categories, based on the 
texts, was then devised separately for white and 
black subjects. Texts were numbered and checks 
were placed under each category name eres in 
a given text. Categories and text codings 
represent the consensus of the authors. 
(Author/JM) 
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The purposes of this report are to present the 

narrations of the slide-tape presentation “Cultural 

Differences in Industry,” and a readers theater 

script “Understanding Cultural Differences,” and 

to document and describe their development and 
possible use. These materials were designed as 
training tools for teaching cultural differences 

between the black ghetto culture and white mid- 

dle-class culture, primarily to white college stu- 

dents and white supervisors and foremen. By un- 
derstanding cultural backgrounds of individuals 





from different cultures, it was anticipated that 
one could more correctly interpret the motives 
and actions of others and reduce the conflict and 
misunderstanding which might otherwise occur. 
The objective of the slide-tape presentation was 
to present a systematic listing of eight of the most 
salient cultural differences between the white 
middle-class culture and the black ghetto culture. 
A theoretical or historical explanation is given for 
each difference, and some of the possible effects 
of these cultural differences in industry, such as 
misunderstanding and conflict, are described. In 
the readers theater script, these cultural dif- 
ferences are portrayed in a real life setting show- 
ing two quite opposite interpretations of a black 
employee’s behavior. (Author/JM) 
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The sixth full year of Title I, Elementary 
Secondary Education Act programs in Wichita, 
Kansas has just been completed. As in previous 
years, the major thrust of Title I or Project 
SPEEDY (Special Programs to Enhance the Edu- 
cation of Disadvantaged Youth) has been in the 
area of corrective reading and other programs 
designed to promote language development. 
While the emphasis of Federal programs has been 
to concentrate funds on fewer recipients, the im- 
plementation of such a policy has been made in- 
creasingly difficult by integration efforts. Because 
of busing, Title I services were extended to 50 
additional elementary schools and 14 additional 
junior high schools. Title I services made availa- 
ble to pupils in ‘“‘Extended Service” schools con- 
sisted of corrective reading instruction and at- 
tendance services. With the exceptions of cor- 
rective reading and attendance services, most 
other Title I activities were concentrated on the 
early elementary grades and pre-school. While a 
total of 4887 public and 291 non-public children 
participated in all phases of Title I, the greatest 
number for any single instructional program was 
1703 in all levels of corrective reading. Evalua- 
tion of the corrective reading program was based 
on a pretest-posttest comparison of results on the 
Gates-MacGinitie Reading Test and on the 
pretest-posttest gain in the instructional reading 
le level which was a teacher evaluation. 
(Author/JM) 
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The Berkeley Unified School District annually 

administers achievement tests covering the skills 

areas of reading, language, and arithmetic. All 

grades, one through twelve, are tested in reading. 

The Cooperative Primary Test is used in the first, 

second, and third grades since it is the State-man- 

dated instrument. Grades four through twelve are 

also tested in language and arithmetic. The Com- 

prehensive Tests of Basic Skills are used in grades 

four through eleven and the lowa Test of Educa- 

tional Development is employed with twelfth 


graders to test all three skills areas. All scores re- 
ported herein were secured from the Spring test- 
ing, May 1972, except those for twelfth graders, 
which were taken from the State-mandated Fall 
testing conducted in October 1971. It should be 
pointed out that these tests are designed to mea- 
sure the level of competency in the basic skills 
areas. Consequently some of the high-achieving 
students, especially in the upper grades, have a 
tendency to “top out” on the tests; i.e., to get 
near-perfect scores which demonstrates their 
mastery of the basic skills, but not necessarily 
their achievement level in the subject areas being 
tested. Consequently, these tests have the most 
value for demonstrating the basic skills achieve- 
ment level of the average and low-achieving stu- 
dents whose scores generally are not affected by 
this ‘‘ceiling effect.” (Author/JM) 
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This document includes summaries of the an- 
nual evaluations of the five major programs in St. 
Louis funded under Title I of the 1965 Elementa- 
ry Secondary Education Act. The general pur- 
poses of the Reading Improvement Teams pro- 
gram were to improve the reading skills of the 
children with the g reading problems in the 
Title I pie and to broaden and improve the 
materials and techniques used for teaching read- 
ing by the classroom teachers in the program. 
The Rooms of Fifteen program had three general 
purposes: (1) to improve the basic academic 
skills of faltering elementary students to the point 
where they can succeed in a regular classroom; 
(2) to improve student attendance; and, (3) to 
influence children toward growth in self-con- 
fidence and toward overcoming feelings of defeat 
and frustration. The Title I Lincoln High School 
was designed to intervene in the problems of the 
inner city student who has trouble adjusting to 
school. The South Grand Work-Study High 
School was designed to recruit dropout-prone stu- 
dents in the Title I schools and influence them to 
stay in school and graduate through a program of 
job training and services. The Nonpublic Schools 
program has two general purposes: to improve 
the basic academic skills of Title I eligible chil- 
dren, and to provide inservice training and facili- 
ties to Title I teachers in nonpublic schools. 
(Author/JM) 
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This study is an investigation of the role of 

socioeconomic factors in the process of seconda- 

ry education in a metropolitan community. Two 

questions guide the inquiry. To what degree is the 

influence of socioeconomic background on per- 
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formance in school an adequate theory of educa- 
tional performance? How much does a student’s 
educational pectormsnce depend on which school 
he attends? Academic achievement, course 
marks, and aspirations are three educational per- 
formances which are interpreted as part of a 
sequential process of _ stratification or 
socioeconomic life-cycle. The cycle begins with 
the position of the family of origin, and unfolds 
through processes of childhood socialization, 
schooling, job-seeking, occupational achievement, 
and the formation and functioning of a new fami- 
‘v of procreation. This study attempts to interpret 
uiferential educational performances among 
white students enrolled in the public secondary 
schools of Davidson County, Tennessee, in 1957. 
Parallel analyses were carried out for the students 
of each sex in the six grades from seven to 
twelve. The study drew upon the data files of the 
Nashville school survey, which contained a 
variety of information ascertained from group-ad- 
ministered questionnaires and school records. 
These data were supplemented by population 
characteristics of the school districts in 1960. 
(Author/JM) 
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The purpose of this handbook is to provide in- 
formation on the fundamental requirements, as 
set down in the Federal law and policy, that are 
necessary in planning Title I, Elementary Secon- 
dary Education Act proposals. Also, this hand- 
book is meant to clarify Title | of the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act of 1965 and its 
amendments. It provides a further elaboration of 
Health Education Welfare Department Program 
Guides 44 and 45A for Title I. The handbook is 
organized to reflect in sequence each phase of 
the planning and development of a Title I 
proposal; each phase is discussed in terms of legal 
and guideline requirements. After the first 
general section on the purpose of Title I, the con- 
tent material in bold type is that which is quoted 
directly from the Title I law. The questions, an- 
swers, and exercises are designed to clarify that 
law and discuss how it relates to the policies of 
the Detroit Public Schools. Section two, “Target 
areas,” discusses topics related to the selection of 
attendance areas for Title I projects. Section 
three discusses ‘Comprehensive assessment of 
needs”, and section four deals with “program 
design.” Section five discusses topics relevant to 
the implementation of program proposals and 
section six discusses the specific evaluation 
procedures included in the Title I program.

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A study of the performance pattern of 1,000 
elementary school children in Philadelphia was 
conducted to determine: (a) whether the inclu- 
sive Title | program was having a significant im- 
pact on reading achievement, and (b) whether 
the specific intervention models were producing 
significant changes in the performance rates of 
their respective groups.

In Models 2, 3, and 4, the average pupil 
improved his rate of progress in reading by more 
than 100 percent. These results showed that the 
additive effects of the project input service con- 
figurations within the intervention models caused 
the development of _ skills/strategies which 
facilitate improved learning.

In most listings there is sufficient infor- 
mation to order the books listed. Where possible, 
the cost, audience or grade level, and binding-- 
paperback or hard cover--of the books is 

specified. Some of the films indicate that a 

preview is available prior to purchase. The 

listings are organized in four sections: Spanish, 

Indian, Black, and Reference Sources.

Current trends in reporting and discussing the 
educational progress of disadvantaged urban chil- 
dren seem to be made without the benefits of 
recent findings in educational psychology, learn- 
ing theory, studies of the effects of societal condi- 
tions on educational progress, cr psychometric 
procedures. When these recent findings are con- 
sidered, one would find that the characteristics 
such children bring to school are fixed behavioral 
patterns that are reinforced by their environ- 
ments. Secondly, one would find that their un- 
derachievement is related to the discontinuity 
between their societal patterns and the prescribed 
educational referents. Therefore, the methods 
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they use to solve problems are significantly dif- 
ferent than those expected in the educational 
setting. For these and other reasons, methods to 
measure their ability to master educational tasks 
provide indices of the discrepancies between their 
cultural experiences and those offered in the edu- 
cational setting. The circumstances which prevent 
disadvantaged children from being successful in 
school are not universal. They are complex and 
take on a variety of forms. To argue that a 
specific set of materials or educational programs 
will do the job for all urban children within a 
given school or at a given grade level would tend 
to suggest that the advocate neither understands 
the problem nor appreciates the situation.

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This study is concerned with attitudes of family 
members, and whether such attitudes indeed vary 
with different family struct The i ing 
sociological and psychiatric evidence seems to 
support the existence of family strengths in fami- 
lies which have been defined as unstable because 
of structural attributes.

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Malcolm Bliss Mental Health Center, through 
the Outreach Service, provides psychiatric care 
for the residents of the Model Cities area of the 
City of St. Louis. The program was started three 
years ago, but was actually in full operation for 
about one and a half years. The services to chil- 
dren are a part of the total program and it is dif- 
ficult to separate them without speaking about 
the rest of the program. The goals of the 
Outreach Services are: (1) to make mental health 
services easily accessible to all residents; (2) to 
establish programs with high-risk populations to 
prevent the development of psychiatric disabili- 
ties; and, (3) to educate neighborhood residents 
about mental health, psychiatric illness, and the 
various services available to them. In terms of 





these goals, five clinics were successfully 
established in five areas, and a higher percentage 
of the population there is being reached when 
compared to the rest of the catchment area.

The purpose of this monograph is to describe a 

number of studies that the author has carried out, 

which offer some evidence for the existence of a 

few environmental factors which appear to in- 

fluence children’s performance on both ability 
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and attainment tests. The notion is developed of 
how children’s motivation to learn, and hence 
their level of performance may be affected by 
some none too obvious factors in their school en- 
vironment. In Chapter one, the argument is ad- 
vanced that the very concept of intelligence--at

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In June of 1971 there were many fragmented 
efforts attempting to deal with the problems of 
ecology and ékistics and the kinds of material 
which should be included in the curricula of the 
public schools and in the training and retraining 
of public school teachers.

Trainees are asked to read such 
anecdotes, and asked to consider potential ex- 
planations for the behavior at issue, after which 
information is given whereby the trainee can both 
evaluate his understanding of the situation, and 
be taught appropriate explanations. Two formats 
for structuring training in cultural assimilators 
were investigated. The first, a branching format, 
requires subjects to choose the best of four ex- 
planations. If he is correct, the basis for the cor- 
rectness is expanded upon, and the trainee con- 
tinues to another anecdote. If he is incorrect, the 
reason behind the incorrectness of the choice is 
given, and another choice required, continuing 
until the correct choice is made. The second for- 
mat, called linear, requires each trainee to rate 
each alternative explanation of the behavior at 
issue in the anecdote on its correctness, after 
which the degree to which each is correct is ex- 
plained before the trainee continues to the next 
anecdote. The contrast between linear and 
branching formats was the greatest when difficult 
anecdotes were examined. Unexpected effects of 
different sequences of linear and branching for- 
mat training were discussed. (Author/JM) 
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The “elitist” tradition of American education 
was found out in the 1960’s. Not until a social 
force quite alien to the profession took hold and 
a revolution was declared, was the system of edu- 
cation called to task. In education, the response 
generated a spate of books that examined the 
many inequities, recommending remedies. Some 
of these studies became popular reading, either 
by dint of their daring or the esteem of their 
authors. Among the first was “Slums and Sub- 
urbs,”” by James B. Conant. Despite the intellec- 
tual concessions and comprised recommendations 
of this book, the study marked a beginning that 
was to encourage closer scrutiny and clearer per- 
ception of the underprivileged by educational 
researchers. Most popular among them was Frank 
Reissman and his book “The Culturally Deprived 
Child.”” There yet remained a more intimate, 
realistic study to be made of the ghetto and its 
youthful inhabitants. Kenneth B. Clark’s “Dark 
Ghetto” was just such a book. The evil of ghetto 
school education was fully recognized by the mid- 
1960’s. It followed that in the resolution of these 
problems that consideration would be given to 
school leadership. Nat Hentoff’s “Our Children 
are Dying” afforded just such a view. Many of 
the benefits to be derived from these years of 
educational study in the sixties were reflected in 
“The Disadvantaged--Challenge to Education,” 
by Mario D. Fantini and Gerald Weinstein.

The Educational Opportunity Program (EOP) 

was established for the sake of students who 

might not qualify for higher education through 
regular channels because of their previous finan- 
cial and scholastic disadvantages. The issue is 
whether or not EOP is successful in recruiting 
and developing disadvantaged but high potential 
students. This report compares EOP and non- 
EOP children of black, Asian, and white Amer- 
ican parents on such variables as family relations, 
motivation toward learning, achievement, self- 
concept, political awareness, and social participa- 
tion. Also, attitudinal changes of EOP students 
before entering the program and after completing 
one year will be examined. The research reported 
was pursued in the framework of motivation 
toward learning. Motivation is affected by various 
social factors. It is expected that EOP students, in 
contrast to non-EOP students, are likely to: (1) 
show lower motivation toward learning; (2) have 
lower self-esteem; and, (3) feel powerless in con- 
trolling their environment, and hence be politi- 
cally and socially apathetic. If EOP is effectively 
operated, it should produce students who are 
highly motivated, and politically and socially con- 
scious. Although most of the EOP students are 
from ethnic minority groups, the behavior of low- 
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income students is by no means homogencous. 
Attitudes toward education and punishment for 
failure vary among ethnic groups.

Ninety-five freshmen enrolled in a special 
program at the University of Maryland, 90 of 
whom were black, were included in the sample. 
The criterion variable was first semester freshman 
grade point average.

The measurement of racial attitudes in contem- 
porary America is presented with some serious 
methodological obstacles. In an attempt to 
eliminate these obstacles, Sedlacek and Brooks 
developed the Situational Attitude Scale (SAS) to 
measure the attitudes of whites toward blacks. It 
includes two Forms, A and B. The effects of the 
same individual taking one form after the other 
were not known. The SAS was administered to 
164 white freshmen during summer orientation. 
Eighty received Form A followed by Form B 
(order 1) and 84 received Form B followed by 
Form A (Order 2). Results of a repeated mea- 
sures analysis of variance design indicated that 
Form, Order, and their interaction were all sig- 
nificant above chance. The Form main effect 
showed that despite taking both forms, subjects 
still responded more negatively to Form B. The 
nature of the Order main effect and interaction 
indicates that subjects tended to be more nega- 
tive toward blacks if they took form A first rather 
than Form B first. The writers interpreted this as 
indicating that it is harder to fake or withdraw 
from Form B than it is from Form A after a sub- 
ject learns how his or her attitudes are being as- 
sessed. The writers conclude that it is possible to 
give an individual both forms of the S.A.S. and 
successfully measure his attitudes by examining 
differences between responses to the two forms.

Of the 2,369 mail 
questionnaires that recorded demographic and 
bicycle description data and information which 
permitted calculation of bicycle ownership rates 
by sex, 495 useable responses were obtained. Ac- 
cident data were accumulated from hospital 
emergency rooms, police records, and a monthly 
report form that received 397 useable responses. 
Mileage data was calculated through use of 
cyclometers on the subjects’ bicycles. Younger 
riders tend to sustain the more serious accidents, 
while the older rider is more often involved in a 
police-reported situation. Riders with less than 
two years experience tend to sustain more ac- 
cidents. Only the time of the day (three to six 
P.M.) and the month of the year (May and June) 
were positively associated with bicycle accidents. 
Accident rate differences according to the type of 
bicycle, its age, condition, or passenger carrying 
status are statistically insignificant. The findings 
of this study substantiate other studies that cite 
rider disaccommodation to the bicycle as a factor 
in development of the accident situation.

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The overall purpose of this study was to 
develop a system for predicting current instruc- 
tional costs of vocational education programs at 
the community college level in California. Data 
gathered by analyzing the instructional expendi- 
tures of 19 community colleges for the fiscal year 
1969 showed that: (1) Neither of two suggested 
mathematical formulas could accurately predict 
vocational program costs, (2) Expenses for 
similar programs vary widely according to the 
college, (3) Distributive education and home 
economics programs required less funding than 
non-vocational programs, while five other occu- 
pational areas required more, and (4) The size of 
student enroliment affected the cost per student. 
Minimum vocational program enrollments and 
identification of expenditures should be 
established for community colleges, and distribu- 
tion of federal vocational education funds should 
consider student enrollment, types of programs, 
and the development of cost effectiveness data 
for planning purposes. Further cost studies for 
vocational education are recommended.

Amendments of 1968. To accomplish their goal, 
the evaluation team made a series of visits to the 
campuses of four colleges, where questionnaires 
were used to obtain the necessary data.
